midablc Army under the Walls of Vienna 
overthrown and difpcrfed. Seized in his Turn 
with the Terrors, into which he had thrown 
all Germany^ and reduced to fly before the 
Troops he had defpifed a few Days before, 
he thought himfelf happy in having brought 
off the Ruins of his Army to his ancient 
Frontier. 

Lewis the Fourteenth, whom a Train of 
uninterrupted SucceiTes bad made the Ter- 
ror of his Neighbours, had confented to fuf- 
pend by a Truce the antient Quarrel be- 
tween his own, and the Houfe of Aujiria^ 
and, to ufe the Language of thofe Times, 
* the Sun had flopped his Courfe that Jojhua 
might have Time to conquer the Canaanites : 
But being fatisfied with the Meafures he 
had taken with the Emperor in that dange- 
rous and difficult Conjuncture, he did not 
think it proper to continue him thofe Suc- 
cours which were become lefs neceflary, 
and which he forefaw he fliould have Oc- 
cafion to make Ufe of himfelf, in the Exe- 
cution of the Changes he meditated at home. 

The Revolution in England^ and the fa- 
mous Treaty of Aujburgh^ had given Rea- 
fon to the greateft Part of Europe to enter into 
Engagmcntsagainft Frj«^^; and that Crown 
had to fupport it felf at the fame Tin^^ a- 
gainft the Emperor and the whole Empire,

Spaifjy England, Holland^ Savoy, and other 
confederate Powers. 

The Party taken by the Emperor in this 
War was the naoft advantagious to the O/- 
toman Intereft the Divan could defi^y. It 
Occafioned a Divcrfion, that gave the T*uris 
Time to take Breath; and they no longer 
apprehended an Enemy, who, inftead of 
augmenting his Troops and drawing them 
all together for the entire Conqueft oiHun^ 
gary^ laid himfclf under the Neceffity of 
employing them elfewhere. 

It is true there was an Alliance fubfift-^^^g^^^^- 
ing between the Emperor, the King of -P^-E^pcror]^ 
land, and the Venetiam ; but as the Empe- Foiand^vA 
ror had reduced himfelf to the Defenfive,^^/^'^' *' 
the Venetiam were in no Condition to a<ftr«ri. 
offenfively alone 3 and Leopold by an unac- 
countable Policy had deprived himfelf of 
the King of Foland^% Affiftance. That He- 
ro, whofe Valour and great Abilities the 
^urks had before fufficicntly experienced, 
had a great Share in the Glory of the Cam- 
paign, which drove them out of the Em- 
pire \ and Aujiria could not deny without 
Ingratitude it's being indebted for the Pre- 
fervation of it's Capital to Sobiejki. 

This Monarch was however not treated The Em- 
by the Emperor with all the Gratitude hisPf^^^\ 
glorious Services might give him Reafon 5^^;^^,. 
to cxpedl. In an Interview between them, 
Leopold affefted a ftifF, punftilbus Ccremo-

nvaly and piqued himfelf unfeafotiably upon 
making a Prince fenfible of his Superiority^ 
who had juft before recovered hina Vtehna^ 
Aujlriay and Hungary^ and who for no o- 
cher Reward than the Glory of relieving an 
Ally, had left his own Dominions , and 
come to preferve him from the conunom 
Enemy. 

The Emperor, when he iaw his Affairs 
on that Side were fo re-eftablifhed» that 
he could fpare the King of Poland^ was bet-» 
^er pleafed to difguft^ and t^ that Means in-» 
duce him to retire, than to multiply Obli- 
gations at his own Expence. The wretch* 
cd Winter Quarters, affigndd the Paies^ 
werefufficicmlyexpreflive of his Sentiments 
in regard to them« Thus the Generofity 
of Sobiejki in flying to the Relief of Vienna^ 
the Prodigies of his Valour, admired even 
by the T^urkSy and the Dangers to which he 
cxpofed his Perfon in the Battle of Barca^ 
had no other Return than the Coldnefs of 
a Court, from which he deferved the hi^- 
eft Gratitude and Acknowledgment. 
2r/J«T '^^^ Goldnefs of Behaviour was not all; 
oppofe him they carried it fo far as to do him ill Of^ 
m eveiy ficcs. Sobhjki had defired one of the Arch- 
^^"^' ducheflcs for Prince James his eldeft Son : 
His Propofal tvaarcjeded, and, to add to the 
Refufal, Meafures were taken to prevent the 
young Prince from efpoufing the Princeft 
fDf RadziviL The immenfe Fortunes in 

her

her Poiieffion ifeemed to the Emprefs a fuf* 
jficient Motive for traverfing that Alliance. 
The Imperial Minifter managed fo well, 
chat the Princefs wa8 married to Prince 
Charles of Neuburgb^ the Bmprefies Bro- 
ther, notwithftaading her prior Engage- 
ment to the Prince of Poland^ to whom, 
for the Security of her Promiie, (he had by 
Writing in Form refigned her Eftate , in 
C2& (he fhould fail to perform it. 

In vain would the King have put this 
Writing in Execution. Thro' the Intrigues 
of the Imperial Minifters, the Diet of Grod-- 
no canie to nothings and all the others which 
he ailembled during his Life had no better 
Succefs. The Court of Vienna thought 
themfelvcs fufficiently acquitted in marry- 
ing a Princefs of the Houfe of Neuburgb 
jto Prince James -y an Alliance fo well re- 
jcommended, and fo afFedting to the Queen, 
that fhe fparcd no Expence however confi- 
derable to promote it. 

Thefe were not the only Difficulties the Mifundci- 
Kuig had to furmount. He could not fee bcnveen 
without Grief Kaminieky the only Fortrefs the K.ng 
the Poles had on that Side, fu^eded to^j^^^ 
the TturkSy an4 with it Podoliay one of the ' 
inofl: fertile Provinces of the Kingdom. He 
^lad promifed himfelf not only to regain 
them, but all th? Republick had loft under 
the Kings, his Predeceflbrs. This the De- 
(|iny of Poland^ would not admit. They 
B ^ were 
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were not now the fame Poks who had fol- 
lowed him thro* Dangers with fo much 
Ardoqr, when he was only Grand Marftial 
or General of the Crown. They feemcd 
p have forgot their Yiftprics under his Con- 
dud, and betray an Indolence fit only to 
difconcert his Prcjefls. 

Even in his own Family fprung up two 
Enemiep not a little formidable, as they were 
both Men of Capacity, and in Employments 
^hat gave them the' greateft Authority. 
Intrigue of Qne pf them, JVielopolJki^ was Grand 
Wtelopo - chajjcellor of the Crown, and the Queen's 
Brotherrjn-Law. He had framed a Con- 
fpiracy, and by the Number and Quality 
of his Aflbciates in the Projeft, was capa- 
ble of occafipning great Revolutions in the 
State; but a Diftemper, which in a few 
bays proved mortal, difconccrted his Scheme, 
and delivered the Court from that Danger, 
^sfoon as he perceived an Intrigue, of which 
himfelf was the Soul, was upon the Point of 
falling to the Groqnd by his Death,he burnt all 
the Letters of theConfpirators, to prevent the 
King's Kpowlejlge of their pernicious Defign. 
Conduaof The other was Radziew/ki^ the King's 
cardinal ncar Relation, whoni he had raifed to the 
Pignity of Archbifliop of Gnefna. That 
high Station, to which the Primacy of Po- 
land is annexed, did not make fo great an 
Impreffion upon him, as the King's Refu- 
fal to procure hi(n the firft Cardinal's Hat

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in his Nomination, Sobiejki had beftowcd it 
upon the.Bifliopof M<7r/if/7/^j, who had not a 
little contributed to his Eleflion. The Pope 
afterwards of his own Accord granted him the 
Purple. This ungrateful Prelate made noo^her 
Return for th^fe Honours, than to apply them 
perpetually in Oppofition to the Meafures, 
which the King his Benefadlor thought fit to 
take for the Eftablifhment of his Family. 

Ingratitude feemed infcparable from So- ^mi it-on 
biejki's Favour and Services. The Sapiebas'^l^^^^^^^ 
were in a great meafure indebted to him for 
the Dignities they enjoyed in Poland. He 
had brought them out of the Duchy of 
Lithuamay where, notwithftanding their 
great Riches, they lived in obfcurity, com- 
paratively to the Condition in which he 
found Means jtg place them by his Cre- 
dits He did indeed make Ufe of them to 
counterpoife the Pow^r of the Patz^ whofe. 
Party were no way favourable to him : And 
that Motive the Sapiehas conceived equiva- 
lent to all he h^d done for them } fo that 
believing themfelvcs under no Obligation, 
they took upon thpm to oppofe him in eyery 
thing: At the Diet of Grc^i^t? mentionec^ 
t)efore, they entered into a Treaty with the 
Imperial Minifters, and diflblved it. Prince 
James wasprefent at that Meeting, in Hopes 
of being admitted to accompany his Father 
under the Canopy, and feat himfelf by his 
Si4e : At which the Sapiebas took Umbrage, 
B 4 apprehen- 
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apprehenfiTc left thjc Nation, accuftomeci 
to fee that Prince fo near the Throne, fhould 
refolve to place him upon it after the King'^ 
Death. Which Apprehenfion made a 
ilronger Impreflion uppn them a^ their own 
Views of it were not very remote. They 
flattered thenafelves either to fecure the 
Crown, or at leaft to difpieniber the Pu- 
chy of Lithuania ftjr themfelves ; which 
Duchy they already governed alnioft a$ 
Sovereigns. Senlible the King could dp nor 
tthing without Diets, they always found 
Means to introduce fuch Incidents, as rpn^ 
dered their Meeting ineflFeftual. Their 
Quarrel with the Bifhop of Wilna occafi-r 
phed no common Diforders. 
QuajYci of Sapieba^ General of the Troops of £/-? 
^^^^^^^tbuania^ had quartered a Garrifon upon thp 
of V/^ij^^ Lands of that'Biihop, who complained exr 
ceedingly of (6 great a Violation of his Im- 
munities. That Prelate after feveral ufelef^ 
Endeavours excommunicated the General, 
who got himfelf abfolved by Kadzievojld. 
This Affair divided the whole Kingdom , 
and was a Pretext for diflplving the Diets. 
The fatal Divifion continued during all the 
llcign of Sqbiejki. 
Sobujki The King, oflfended to find fuch Difii- 
difguftcd dence and Coldnefs in a Nation, whofe Glo-

ftor of Bavaria I {he had perfedly expen^n. 

cnced 
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experienced the Force of Money, during aa 
Interregnum , in determining the Parries 
that difpofe of the Elcdtion; and (he was 
far from being willing her Children fhould 
lofe a Throne, for want of what was nc- 
ccflary to aflure them a Number of Voices. 
At all Events (he thought a rich and weigh- 
ty Patrimony would be a Confolation to them, 
!f they ftiould not fucceed their Father s and 
it muft be allowed, if Riches could do it, 
flie gave them Rcafon enough to be con- 
tented without a Crown. 

The Age and Infirmities of the King were 
another Motive with her for haftening her 
Difpofitions. As he rofe to the Throne by 
a Gradation of Dignities, that infenfibly ap- 
jproached him to it, his Reign did not be* 
gin till the fiftieth Year of his Age. The 
Fatigues of War had added very much to 
his bodily Infirmities ; a Bloating which was 
turned into a Dropfy left no Room to expedt 
he could live much lopger. He did not how-i 
ever dye of that Diftemper. It fcemed to 
give way to the Medicines he made ufe of, 
and it was generally believed he was better 
in Health, when a Fit of the Apoplexy on 
the 17*^ June 1696 , overthrew that Opi- 
nion. By Degrees he came to himfelf, asi 
if from Slumber, when he was informed of 
his Danger. He then defired to take the^ 
Sacraments of the Church, which he receiv- 
ed with great Prefencc of Mindj he em- 

brace4 
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braced his Children, recommended them to 
his Friends, received agam the laft Abfolu-^ 
tion, prefently after which his Fit returned^ yjjg, 
and he expired at nine the fame Evening. «696. 

Thus ended the Reign of one of the great- hi, Pnife. 
eft Heroes Poland tvtv produced. He was 
born 1^24, and made (Stand Marfliali of 
the Crown 1665-. Two Years after which 
he rofe to the Dignity of Great General of 
the Kingdom. To thefc Honours were add- 
ed Grand Mailer of the Houfliould , Pala- 
tine of Cracow^ &c. Poland at that Time 
thought it impoffible to reward an Officer 
fufficiently, who had delivered it from the 
infamous Tribute, which the weak Michael 
Koributy who then reigned, had confent- 
ed to pay ihtl^urks. Sobiejki avenged his 
Country by the Vidory of Cochin. He had 
before recovered for the Republick fixty 
Towns in the Ukraine where the Cojfacks 
had rofe in Arms. A long Series of Vifto- 
ries or Conqueils Ihortened the Interval be- 
tween them and the Throne; and even af- 
ter he was affured of it, by his Eleftion 
May 10, 1674, that he might deferve the 
Crown by new Services, he' delayed fifteen 
Months the Ceremony of his Coronation, 
to juftify ftill better the Choice of the Re- 
publick. That Interval he applied in attain- 
ing fuch Advantages from the l^urks a$ re- 
duced them to folicite a Peace. It was cori- 
^lude4 at ^urowna 1675, and continued 'till

1696. Spring 1683. That Year, fo glorious to this 
^'^'^VNJ Anarch, by the Relief of Vienna^ opened 
kim a new Career; the paft Was the Earr

long ^ries of Triumphs, had not die J«2r 
loufy of the one , and the Divifions of thp 
others been invincible Obftad<f8 to their Pror 
greis.

Sobiejki did not leave th^ Scepjer %o his Son. 
Poland had perhaps gained a Titus thereby^

with £>iamonds were fniffibg$ and that 
Lois, tho' computed at an hundred thou* 
fand Crowns, did not ieem ccnfiderable 
enough to occa£on much Enquiry.

The Primate Radziewjki was in the Coun* Beginning 
try when an Expr^fs brought him News ofof the in- 
the King's Death; upon which he went^^^^^f" 
immediately to Warfaw^ where he made a ^ . 
magnificent Entry. All the Senators then in ^** 
that City, with all the great Officers of the 
Crown, came out to receive him, and to add 
to his Train, In Quality of Ardibifhop of 
Gnefna and Primate of Poland^ the Regen** 
cy of the Kingdom, during the Interregnum^ 
vefted in him , and in the fame Right the 
Royal Authority, till the Coronation of the 
Succcflfor. Upon his Arrival he repaired to 

the 
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1696; the King'8 Apartment to view the Body^- 
^"^^^^^^^^ ^nA after his Priyer, and having placed a 
Crown fct with Jewels at the Feet of the 
Bed, he gave the neceflary Orders for call- 
ing the Provincial Diets , that prepare the 
general Diet. An Affembly of the Bifhops, 
Senators, and the great Generals of Poland 
and Lithuania concluded with the Primate 
to fend Circular Letters into the Provinces 
to fignify the Interregnum , and give them 
Notice to prepare all Things for the Diet; 
to difpatch Couriers to all the Courts of J^- 
rope to notify the King's Death; to reinv 
force the Garrifons upon the Frontiers, and 
to aflign them pay out of the Revenues of 
the Cro<vn ; to provide for the Security of 
Fort-T'rinity and the other Conquefts in MoU 
davia. The Precaution in regard to the 
Fort was the more neceffary, becaufe as it 
lay very near Kaminieck^ into which. the 
Turks had lately thrown a great Convoy, it 
was to be feared they would take the Ad- 
vantage of this Conjundlure to feize alfo up- 
on that Place. 

The Reader will excufe me for interrupt* 
ing a little the Thread of this Hiftory to 
make fome Obfervations effential to the 
right underftanding of it. For the few, 
who have no Occafion for fuch Explicati- 
ons, there are great Numbers who do not 
know the Meaning of Inferior Diets^ Pq/i- 
polite and other Terms, with which an Hi- 
ftory 
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ftory of Poland muft necefTarily abound. 1*96.

The Government of Poland is a Mixture idea of the 
of the Monarchical and Ariftocratical ; the fo- ^^^^ 
vereign Authority is divided in great meafurc?(^/4a^. 
between the King and the Republick, repre- 
fented by the Diet on fpecial Occafions, or 
the Senate in the ordinary Courfe^ when the 
Diet is not affembled. 

The Senate is compoied of the Bi{hops,The Sc 
the Palatines, the Caftellans, and the tcn^^^' 
great Officers. 

The Biftiops have the firft Rank, and are The M- 
fixteen in Number, of wbom Kiow and Smo- ^^P*- 
lenjko are only titular, fince thofe Cities have 
been disjoined from Poland in Favour of 
Mufcaoy. Upon a Vacancy of thefe Titles,, 
there are ieldom wanting Ecclefiailicks e- 
nough to follicite for them, as they give the 
Title and Rank of Senators. The Archbi- 
ftiop of Gnefm is always the firft Perfon of 
the Senate , and Head ^nd Regent of the 
Kingdom in the Interregnupi. By his Au- 
thority he can coin Money,' ai^d iflue his u- 
niverfal or circular Letters to all the Orders 
of the Republick, for their hoWing inferior 
Diets ; and he can appoint the Time for 
the Meeting of the General Diet. He alfo 
proclaims the King upon his being elefted^ 
The Poles conceived a Prelate the fitteft to 
be trufted with fo great an Authority, ap-

Bach of theiti in the Army commands the 
Troops of hie Palatinate^ prefides in the Af^ 
icmblies of the Nobility of the Province, and 
iids juridicttlly in many bthe^ Refpeds. Un- 
der hifii is a Vitc Palatine. The Thirty 
two Palatines of Poland and Lithuania are 
the firft Se^Ul^r Sthfttord, and tho' general- 
ly fpeaking tfa« Caftfellans and Starofts are 
cf an inferior Rank tb the Palatines, there 
is an Eitceptibn ih Favour of three of the 
Cafteltans and one Stiaroft , who have the 
|)ecuiiar Privilege of honourable Places a- 
mong the Secular Senators of the firft Or- 
der. The Caftellan of Cracow is firft Se- 
nator, the iecoikl and third are the Palatines 
tACrac&m and Pqfnania alternately. The 
reft rank in thb following Manner. The 
Palatines of Vilha and Sauaomir^ the Caftel- 
lan of Vilna^ the Palatines of Kalifcb, of 
^roki and Siradie^ the Caftellan of li'roki^ 
the Palatine of Lencicia^ the Staroft of 5^- 
mgitia , the Palatines of Brzefcia in High 
Polandy of -Kfcw, Immladijlaw^ Rtiffia^ Hi^h 
Foihinia, High PodoUa^ Smolenjkoy Lublin^ 
Lojk, Belezi, No^grodeck, Plojko, Vitefjk^ 

Mazovia, 
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Lithuania^ Cbelmy Meijlaw^ Marienburgb^ v^VNJ

Some of thefe Palatines are only titular, their 
Palatinates being now under other States:

The Caftellans are next immediately tOThe Or 
the Palatines, and are of two Kinds, Great ^^^^ 
and Little. The Great are Thirty two in 
Number, the other limited to Forty nine. 
Each of them is a Senator, the Palatine's 
Lieutenant, and chief of the Nobility in 
their fefpedtive Diftrift. 

The Ten principal Officers of the Crown The tm 
are the Grand Marfllall, the Chanccllor,^^^* ^®- 
the Vice-Chancellor, the Treafurer and the 
le!ffcr Marihail of the Court j which Offi- 
ces are double, the Kingdom <;^ Poland and 
the Dutchy of Lithuania having each a 
Grand Marfhall, Chancellor, and the other 
great Officers of State. 

The Nobility of no Country in the World P'^i^ii^ges 
Jbave carried their Prerogative to fuch an^-^N^fJ^. 
height. None but themfelves are qualified ty. 
for Offices, or can poileis Eftates either in 
the Kingdom or the Putchy. The Peafants 
are all Slaves, and the Burghers, confidered 
as low Artiians, or at leaft as Merchants, 
can hold only a few Houfes in the City, or 
4 little Patch of Land within a League of 
if. Strangers have no better Treatment;

'-^'"'^^'''^ever Services they do the State in their Ar- 
mies qualify them no farther, and are very 
fortunate if they rife to the Poft of a Colo- 
nel It feldom happens that they attain 
to that of a Major-General, which is much 
the fame as a Brigadier in the Service of 
France I the Nobility have engroffed the fole 
Power to cied their Kings, to give them 
Minifters, and Senators in. lieu of Council, 
to prefcribe their own Lavvs, and to grant 
themfelves Privileges. To them belongs 
the Defence of the Republick, when it ap- 
pears that the King would exceed the Li- 
mitations' prefcribcd him in the Treaty, 
(called PdSla^ Convent a) which they make 
with him before his Coronation. 
The petty When an ordinary Diet is fufficient, the 
l>i^t- ;^hole Nobility are not affenabled: A oiul- 
titude of Perfons of Dlftinftion could not 
affift at it without Confufion; nor could 
the largeft City contain fuch Numbers. At 
fuch a Time the Nobility meet in their re- 
fpedive Palatinates, and there form thofe 
Lejf'er particular Diets^ which chufe De- 
puties for the General Diet. Thofe Depu- 
ties, vihom the Poles C2\[ Nuncios^ have 
certain Powers limited by their Inftruftions, 
amongft which is always exprefled or un- 
derftood; an Obligation to coriferve the an- 
cient Conftitutions of the State, and the Pri- 
vileges and Liberty of the Republick. 

But 
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But on extraordinary Affairs, that acquire ^^^^^^9^^ 
an immediate Remedy, the whole Nobili- The />e})^- 
ty are (ummoned, which is what they call/^/;/^. 
Pofpolite ^ and has fome Refemblance to 
the antient Arrierban of the French No- 
bility. At fuch a Time all the Gentlemen 
mount on Horfeback, and none but the 
Chancellor and Scarofts [Governors of Fron- 
tier Towns] are exempted. 

The King has by Law the Choice of thtfGcncfal 
Place, where the Diet affembles ;. but upon^^^'' 
the Complaint of the Lithuanians y it waS 
granted them, that out of three Diets, two 
fliould be held at WarfaWy and the third at 
Grodno in their Dutchy ; and from this Con- 
defcenfion it is now eftabliftied into a Cii- 
llom. There are two Diets for which the 
Law has ^fligned certain Places ; that ot 
the Ele<aion at Vola^ a Village half a League ^^^ce' 
from WarfaWy and the Diet of the Corona- ]^ei^^ 
tion muft indifpenfibly be held at Craconv. 

When the particular Diets of the Palati-J^^J^^^ 
nates have come to a RcfoluticMi, and cho-Djet. 
fen their Nuncio' Sy the Nuncio's repair to the 
General Diet, which always opens with the 
Eledion of their Marfhall. He muft be Choice of 
chofen alternately, either from Great or Li t-J^^^^'^ 
tie Poland or Lithuaniay and this Election 
is commonly very warmly di(puted. To 
this Charge, which expires with the Diet, a 
very grgat Authority is annexed. It is this 
Marfhall impofes Silence, and negotiates be-

^"^'"^''^^He reprefents to the Throne the Senfe of the 
Nobility in regard to the Redrefs of publick 
or jwrivate Grievances : The Court, who 
know the* Importance of having this great 
Officer in their Intereft negleft no Means to 
engage him , and in the Diets of Eledion 
the Pretenders to the Crown fpare nothing 
that may incline him in their.Favour. 

As all the Courts, of Juftice adt in the 
King's Name, theirJurifdiaionisatanEnd, 
as foon as the Primate publiflies hi& Declara- 
tion of the Interregnum: All private Affairs 
and Law Proceedings are then fufpended till 
the Coronation of the SuccefTor. The Ju- 
rifdidion of the IVIarfhals only fubfifls as 
ufual, and a Ibecial Court is eredted to take 
Cognizance of what happens during the E- 
le(flion. After this Digreffion, which its 
being ufeful in preventing our frequent In- 
terruption will excufe^ I go on to the Hi- 
ftory. 
Rcfoiution In feveral inferior Diets warm Debates 
^^J^5^^^^"had arofe, and they had broke up withoot 
^^ ' coming to any Rcfoiution. At Marienburgh 
Blood had been drawn by fome of the No- 
bility, who grew fo hot as to come to Blows. 
Nor was that of fVarfaw more pacifick; for 
the reft, there had not been known a great 
while a more general Tranquillity amongft 
them. In thefe it was concluded that the 
ufual Compliments of Condolence fhould be 

made 
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made to the Quccd, and the three Princes, '^96- 
James^ Alexander ^ and Qmftantinei that"""^^^"^ 
the Primate and great Generals fhould be 
rewrned Thanks for their Care of Affairs 
during the Interr^num, and defired to con- 
tinue it for the publick Tranquillity; that 
the foreign Minifters ihould be obliged, ac- 
cording to Cuftom, to withdraw from the 
Place where the Diet of Election was to 
meet, and the whole Royal Family include- 
ed in the iame Regulation ; that all Grievan^ 
ces ihould be enquired into, and new Ar- 
ticles added to the Capitulation, to which 
the Prince ele£t fhould be obliged to fwear 
before his Coronation; that Regard fhoukl 
be had to the Conventions made with the 
late King, and to the Pretpnficxis of his Fa- 
mily ; and laftly, that the Pojj^te or gene- 
ral AHembly of the Nobility (hould he fum- 
moned. The Nuncio's were inftruded to 
ufe their Endeavours that the general Diet 
might tern^nate the Eledion in fifteen Days ; 
the Nobility having engiaged^to unite in the 
fki£beft Manner for the Security of the Ca^ 
tholick Religion, the Tranquillity of the 
Kingdk>m and the Freedom of the Election. 

Prince James being informed of the Re-p.y^^^/ 
ibbtion of the inferior Diets, did not ftay retires 
for the Order to quit JVarfaw, but retired, JT^^'^^"^ 
£bme Days before the Meeting of the gene- 
ral Diet, to a C^e i^^t Dantzick^ where 
J^e attended (he Succe& of his Parties Mea- 
C 3 fures 
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1 696. fures. The Queen, who pleafed her fcif with 
^^^^^'"^^ believing the Refolutions of the general Diet 
Queen his would be moFc favourable than thofe of 
Mother ^j^g Inferiour had been, imagined her Prc- 
without fence at Warfaw effential to her Son's Inte- 
Rega.d to reft, and leaving Zolkiew^ where the late 
monifran- King's Eftate had been divided, fhe went 
cesof the to JavaroWy with Intent to proceed from 
geftatc. thence to the Capital. The Palatine of 
PloJkGWy the Crown General, and feveral 
other Senators gave her to underftand, 
that a Step of this Kind would give Offence 
to the Nobility, and that ftie could not 
• but adt againft her own Intereft by fuch a 
Contempt of Refolutions founded upon the 
known Laws. The Primate, who, 'till the 
meeting of the Diet fummoned for Augujl 
29, was gone into the Country, returned 
the 20, and in Conjundioii with the Sena- 
tors, appointed the Palatine of Califch to 
. wait on the Queen. That Princefs heai;d 
; his Reprefratations, and notwithftanding 
continued her Journey to the Capital, where 
{he arrived the 23. and took up her Lodg- 
ing in her ufual Apartment in the Palace. 

The 29th of Augufty' the Day appointed 
for the opening of the Diet, it opened accord- 
ly with the ufual Ceremonies; the Cardinal 
Primate celebrating pontifically the Mafs of 
the Holy Ghoft. After which they went to 
the Szopa^ 2l vaft Barrack of Planks in the 
Form cf an Hall, eredted at the Jilxpence 

of

According to Cuftom it began with the Prciimin- 
Eledion of a Marflial, the choice of whom ^^^ ^^^'• 
was very warmly contefted, but withdefs 
Surprize as it was no more than was ex- 
peded. Poland the Lefs pretended it was 
their Turn to give the Diet a Marflial, 
and Great Poland infifted upon the fame 
Things but thought fit, however, to ac- 
quiefce by Way of referving that Right till 
the following Diet. They forcfaw this 
Meeting would not be decifive, agd that, 
there would neceilarily be another for the 
Election. Lithuania penetrated this Motive, Conteii for 
and obje<aed, that Great Poland had the ^^.^j^**°'^^ 
Right of choofing the Marfliall from their ^ai. ^^ 
Body, and ought not to deprive them of 
the DireSion in the following Diet. The 
Mifunderftanding rofe fo high, that the 
Bifliop of Pofnania imagining an extraor*- 
dinary Method neceifary to calming their 
Violence, came to the Aflembly in his Pon- 
tifical Robes* But this Conduct was with^ 
out Succefs. There was an Air of Extra va^ 
gance in it not at all agreeable to the Nun- 
cio's ; the Tumult continued, and the Af- 
fembly broke up without coming to any 
Refolution, The two following Diets on 
the 30th and qifl: had no better Succefs. 
C4 Ic 
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1696. It was then propoTed, that the Diet fhould 
^^^'"""'^'"^ be held without a Marflial j but that did 
not remove the Pifficulty, but transferred 
it to another Diet, in which had the fame 
Reifolution taken Place, to prevent Feuds, 
whilfl the Queftion was undecided^ it was 
to be feared it might introduce a Cuftc^, 
that would deprive their Affemblies of a 
piredlor, always neccfTary to the Support 
of good Order. 
Marftai On the firft of September^ the Deputies 
chofai. Qf Lithuania put an End to this Difficulty, by 
declaring, they agreed that Little Poland 
ihould this Time appoint the Marfhal. 
Upon .which both the Polands made them 
their Compliments, and Homienijku Lieu- 
tenant Colonel of the Artillery being elected, 
received the Staff of Office, and was inftalled. 
He thanked the Diet for their Confidence in 
him, exprefTed by an Inftance of it fomuch 
to his Honour, which he promifed to justi- 
fy to the utmoft of his Power by a Condu^, 
with which they (houid have no Reafon to 
be difTatisfied. 
Rcguiati- On the third the Nuncio's of the Palati- 
^^^5^,^ nates put the Queftion, whether their Body 
• ^^^* j(hould deliberate fcparately, and indepen- 
dently of the Senate, or (hould adk jointly 
with it, for the Sake of Unanimity, and the 
pifpatch of publick Bufinefs. It was next 
moved to examine into the Regularity of E- 
Jeftion of the Nuncio's j but as fuch an En-

quiry muft have been attended with many »696- 
Inconveniences, of which Protradion was ^^^^VNJ 
one of the leaft, it was reiblvtd, the Nun* 
do's (hould join the Senate, and that fiich 
of them whofe Right of Eledtion (hould be 
difputed, fhould not haye actual Voices in 
the Diet, 'till they had given fullSatisfa^ion 
in Anfwer to thp Objections againft them. 

After which the Nuncio's in their For- T^^ ^- 
laalities went to the Hall <A the Senate, [hrscMtc. 
where tli^e Marfhal made a Speech, in 
which he exprcfled in the livelieft Terms , 
Ithe fad State of the Kingdom by the King's 
Deccafe ; he then complimented the Primate 
Upon the Pains he took for the pubHck 
Service, and concluded with obferving up- 
on the good Difpofition of the Nobility, to 
unite with their whole Power for the good 
of their Country. 

This Difcourfe was anfwcred by the Pri- 
mate^ who propofed the Points, upon which 
the Diet was to deliberate. 

I. A Confederacy of all the Members Propofais 
of the Republick for it's Repofe, Safety, °^^^^^^" 
and Liberty. 11. The Lavfs and Conditi-™^ 
pns, to the Obfervance of which the future 
King ihould bind himfelf, to be commu- 
nicated to all who fhould afpire to the 
Crown. IIL The Means to extinguifti the 
Animoiities and Divisions fo trouUefeme in 
the late King's Reign, and to prevent the 
like Difor^rs for thp future. IV. The 

Payment 
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1696. Payment of the Army, and an immediate 
^"^'""''^"^ Remedy for the Seditions, which began to 
break out in feveral Places. V. The Ne- 
ceffity of a Provifion for putting the Ar- 
tillery into better Condition. VL The Ad- 
vantage of a general Coin, to prevent Dis- 
orders occafioned by the diverfity of Spe- 
cies. 

He exhorted the Nobility above all 
Things to avoid the Abufes, that had crept 
into the two preceding Eleftions. * " That 
" of King Micbaely^ht faid, was tumultuous, 
" That of the late King by Deputies. The 
" fmallnefs of the Number ought to have 
" occafioned their Tranquillity ; but on the 
". contrary, the Candidates were known to 
** purchafe Voices by Profafions, that were 
^^ a Reproach to the Nation. It is for our 
" Honour to (hun fuch Inconveniences in 
" the enfuiilg Eledlion, and fince we are now 
** to give the Republick of Poland %n Head» 
" that may reftore it's antient Splendor, 
" it is incumbient upon us to choofe the 
" moft deferving Perfon we can. Remem* 
" ber, I conjure you, that the Crown is 
*^ given and not fold. He then propofed, 
" that the Diet of Eledtion fliould be re- 
*^ ferred to the following Spring, " which 
was the feventh Point he recommended to 
the Confideration of the Preliminary Diet. 
Thus this artful Prelate, under the Appear- 
ance of giving the Nation Leifure to make 

an 
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an excellent Choice, referved for fome time 1696. 
the fovercign Authority in his own Hands, ^-''''"'^^^^ 
and deferred the Difpofal of a Sceptre, he 
was refolved to fell as dear as he could to the 
beft Bidder of the Competitors. 

Whilft the Primate's Propofitions were in 
Deliberation, advice came, that the Tar-- 
tars had made an Irruption into the Neigh- 
bourhood of Zolkiew', that they had taken 
a great Number of Slaves, drove off abun- 
dance of Cattle, and fet Fire to the Corn 
in fuch a Manner as had entirely deftroyed 
the Hopes of the Harveft ; and what was 
ftill worfe, this Piece of bad News was 
followed by another/ the piore ungrateful as 
it left the Repubh'ck no Means of reveng- 
ing the Hoftilities of the 7'arfars. The 
Army of the Crown had entered into a 
Confederacy, upon Pretence of not being Confede- 
paid for feveral Years paft. They had^^^^^^® 
chofen for their Leader, one Bogijlaus Bar-- 1^^^ 
anowjki an Huflar in the Company of Prince 
yofeph Lubomirjki, Under- Marflial of the 
Crown. Baranowjki was not of the moft 
diftinguiflied Extradion : an Archbifhopof 
Gnefna of that Name was the firft who en- 
nobled the Family. — His Audacity was the 
fole Occahon of their carting their Eyes on 
him. He was chofen unanimoufly Chief, ^aranow- 
or Marftial of their Confederacy. He was// chofen 
not rich : He began with raifing Cdntri- 5^^^^^^^*^ 
butions, and afterwards fent Deputies to the ""^ ^"

Tho' this Confederacy differed very little 
from a Revolt, the Diet did not fiiil to give 
Audience to the Deputies : But they talked 
in fuch Terms as eave Reafon to fuggefl, 
that Baranowftii vm confcious of being well 
fupported* Thofe to whom the Revok 
might be ufeful were fufpedked. It was 
next nK>ved that the Queen fliould be de- 
.pj^g iked to retire from Warfaw^ for by Law, 
Queen de- fts has been already obferved, the Candidates 
^"^thom^^ their Relations are to be abfent during 
^wlrjl^ the meeting of the Diet. The Primate a- 
gain repreiented to that Princefs the Injury, 
ihe woulddoher Family by continuing there, 
but without Effed:. The Queen did not 
think fit to give into that Prelate's Rea- 
fons ; which obliged the Diet to coiifider 
further upon the Occafion. The Marfhal 
haraogued the Aflembly upon it ; but tho' 
what he advanced againft the Intereft of 
that Princefs was at a Diftance, and indi- 
rectly, the Primate thought fit to interrupt 
him. 
Diiittr- It is againft the Law to interrupt tbePef- 
l»n^in fou ^iiQ fpcaks in the Diet. The Mar- 
(hal demanded SatisfadHon for the Injury he 
inlinuaosd was done the whole Nobility in 
bis Perfpn, and was feconded by the Nun^ 
cio's. As they defired the Queen's Remo- 
val, all of them almofl went out of the 

Affembly. 
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AfTcmWy. The Majority of the Smate fol- ^i]^^ 
lowed their Example, and even tfareaien* ^■^'^^^^^ 
ed to retire abfolutely. The DiiFerenoe 
continued four Days, and could only bc^^V 
ippcafed by the Queen's retiring. On the ^ fr<^ 
19th (he left Warfanv. The two youngeft ^^//^ffir. 
Primres withdrew at the fanoe Time with 
Prince James before the opening of the 
Diet. 

The Afikirs of the Republick were how- Perplexity 
ever more and more perplexed. The c^n-o^ Aflaiw 
federate Army Icrycd great Contributions ^^^^,^^^" 
upon the Lands of the late King, as well 
as upon thofe of the Clergy and Nobility. 
On the other Hand the Preparations of the 
Ttvrh and Tartars kept them in perpetual 
Alarm. Nor was Mujcovy without Views 
of imprtjvittg the Opportunity, which their 
Difficulties made fo favourable^ ^nd feemed 
inclined to break with Poland. The Re- 
iident delivered in a Letter to the Senate, in 
which the Czar demanded, that the King Sufpri^ing 
to be elected and the Republick fhould Demands 
perform all Alliances made with Rujjfa^ and ^^ ^^^ 
that the King Ihould not continue to take *"" 
any Titles from the Provinces oiSmolenJko^ 
KitnVy ^nd CzemikaWy becaufe,. added he, 
thofe Provinces had been given up to Muf- 
cavy by ancient Treaties. Upon the whole 
the Czar's Demands did not give the Re- 
publick mpch Pain. He was too much 
cmbarraffcd with the 7'urks and Tartars to

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1696. undertake any Thing againft Poland. So 
^■^^"^'^'^^ that the Senate made no Scruple to return 
Anfwer of for Anfwcr, that when the King (hould be 
the Senate. ^[eQ.gj^ he might confult with the Repub- 
lick, whether it was more expedient to fa- 
tisfy the Czar's Demands, or to regain by 
Force of Arms the Provinces, of which 
that Prince had poffefled himfelf. 
Menaces The Confederate Army gave the Repub- 
oiBara- lick much greater Trouble than the Czar's 
nozojt. Demands'. Baranowfih Deputies infifted 
upon ten Years Arrears for thirty thoufand 
JVlen, and threatened Military Execution 
if not immediately fatisfied. It was univer- 
fally admitted, that the Army ought to be 
paid, but no Body would contribute to the 
Money. There was no having Recourfe to 
the publick Treafure, that was exhaulled 
by the Pradices of thofe, who had been in 
the Managenient of the Revenue. In this 
Emergency fome People, who did not relifh 
the preceding Reign, propofed that Re- 
course fhould be had to the Sums amaffed 
by the late King. They urged , that as 
thofe Treafures had been collected from the 
State, it was highly confiftent they ihould 
be applied to it's Occafions. In Vain did 
the Queen's Friends endeavour to ward this 
Blow by oppofing the Motion, and the 
Diet were juft upon coming to a Refolution 
fo contrary to the Royal Family's Intereft, 
when Horodenjki^ Nuncio from the Palati- 
nate 
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nate of Cxernikow^ quitted the Aflembly '696. 
and protefted againft all it's proceedings. ^}Q£^i 

Such aProteftfufficed to break up a Diet quits and 
It was neceffary to have Recourfe to the ^^^^^^^ 
Methods ufual upon fuch Occafions. The 
Senate came to a Refolution, to which the 
Nuncio's gave their Confent, that an Aflfeio ^^"^^^^^^ 
confederate the whole Nobility for the Con- Nd)Uity.^ 
fervatioaof the Religion, Rights and Liber- 
ties of the Republick and efpecially for the 
freedom of the Election fhould be prepared. 
The only Objedions that arofe, were in Re- 
gard to the Time or the Manner of the 
Eledion 5 but it was at laft refolved it fhould 
be in open Field May 15, 1687, and that 
all the Nobility fhould be.fummoned to ap- 
pear on Horfcback, conformably^ to the E- 
ledtion of King Michael It was further 
added, that fuch as fhould propofe to place 
a Pole upon the Throne, fhould be declared 
Enemies of their Country. This A£t was 
figned the firft of OElober by the Primate , 
and the Biihop of Pofnani^y and the next 
Day by the greatefl Part of the Nuncio's. 

The fear of Violence had induced Horth Horodcnjki 
denjki to abfcond, after he had broke up the J^i"^ ^^:

The Treafury of that 
Province was as much exhaufted as thar of

reduced him to quarter his Troops upon 
the Lands of the Clergy and Nobility.

nia, Conjiantine Bezeftowjki^ Bifhop of Wilna^

The Ncceffides of the Army improving ^ew 
in the Interregnum, the General, already ^^^ ^ 
highly offended at the Cenfures thundered 
out againft him, threw off all Refer ve. He 
quartered Troops over the whole Biflioprick 
of fVihta and its Depcndances ; nor had 
the Bifliop's Friends better Treatment, But 
by this Behaviour he ftrengthened without 
ohferving it, the Party o£ his Adverlkry, 
and experienced in the Confequerice, that it 
is often dangerous to take all the x^idvanta* 
ges, which Credit and Authority can fupplyi 
Every one making the Evil his own Cafe, 
imputed that to the Badnefs of the Gene- 
raFs Inclinations which in Propriety could 
be only attributed to the Unhappinefs of the 
Times. 

The Bifliop of Wilna was at Rome^ when Confedc- 
the Troops of the Dutchy began again the racy of the 
Defolation of his Dioccfe. His Friend's ^j'^^^^^^ 
look his Interefts upon themfelves, not with- 
out Regard to their own, which were be- 
corxie common. George Oginjki, great Stan- 
dard-Bearer of the Datchy, ufed all his En- 
deavours to confederate the Army of Lithu-*

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. »696. anid. tie found Means to cdrrupc a Part 
^■^^'^^^'"^ of it, and placed hinafelf at the Head of 
the Confederacy, which foon formed a Bo- 
dy of four thoufand Men and upwards. He 
was foon after joined by the Nobility of Sa^ 
mogttia, and thofe of the Palatinates of 
Novogrod, Witepjki^ and BrtKefciay and then 
entered upon the Lands of the Grand Gene- 
ral and his Friends,* -committing great Dif- 
orders. 
The ^ Some People pretend the Queen's Money 
^uK^the contributed not a little to this Confederacy. 
Confede- Others however looked upon the Cardinal 
ricy of Li' pQlfg^ac zs the principal Author of it ; thefe 
jUTpo' 2d^> that by confiderabk Prefents he had 
lignac fuf- brought ovcr Oginjkiy and feveral of the 
[^^^^^j^^^ principal Lords, in order to engage them 
in a Party he projedled to form for a Prince 
of the Blood of France^ who was to be a 
Candidate. However it was, the grand 
General of Lithuania drew up his Troops 
againft the Revolters, and to furprize the 
Enemy before they had Time to look a- 
bout them, he began his march, with De- 
fign to attack them in their Trenches. 
So^icba At the General's Approach, Oginjki re- 
c^n^tde-^^ treated with his Troops to Brzefcia. Sapi- 
r xy o^u- eba followed, attacked him in November^ 
tiuun.a. and had at firftfcme Advantage, but was re- 
pulfed in the End. Nor was he more fuc- 
ceisful in his fecond Attempt, to force O- 
gmjki\ Trenches. If the Attack was made 

with 
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with Vigour, the Defence was not without ^^9^ 
Courage. The Lofs hitherto was almoft cr ^^^^^^'^^^^ 
qual on both Sides, fo that Party more fa- 
tigued with their own, than relieved by 
the Sufferings of their Enemy, gave intd 
the fir ft Propofals of Accommodation that 
offered. 

The Ahbe Polignac contrived this Ac-Accom- 
commodation. Apprehenfive, that the Di- modation 
vifion of Lithuania might prove an Ob- ^°^^^^^^^- 
ftacle to the Deifigns he had formed, and 
ftill kept fecret, that Minifter engaged the 
under Marfhal of Lithuania^ Son of the 
grand Marfhal, and particular Friend of 
Oginjkiy to negotiate' the Accommodation. 
He went further : He piromifed to defray 
the neceflary Expences, upon Condition 
both Parties fliould, by a Secret Article, u- 
nite in Favour of the Candidate he had to 
propofe. This Negotiation had all the 
Succefs expefted from it. The grand Mar- 
{hal and Standard-Bearer came to an Agree- 
ment the 26^^ of November upon thefeCon- Condiri- 
ditions ; That Oginjki^ and the Confederates ^f °^ ^^^ 
Ihould return to their Duty; That the ^^^^^* 
grand General fhould grant a general Par- 
don ; That he (hould engage that the Re- 
publick (hould pay off half their Arrears ; 
and that they fhould have the fame Quar- 
ters with the Troops , who had continued 
in Obedience. The Day following the Ge- 
neral of the Confederates took the Oath of

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1696. Ficjdity to the grand General, who ordered 
*-^^XN publick Thank%iving upon the Occafion. 

The Bifhop of Satnogitia was comprize4 
in this Treaty, but no mention was made 
in it of the Biihop and Chapter oiWilna. 
Thp Difficulty of reconciling their Preten- 
fions with thofe of the grand General, was 
the principal Occafion of their not being 
included* Oginjki top wa3 under the Ne- 
ceffity of haftenixja-the Accommodation. 
The Palatine ot fr Una's Scouts had taken 
a Packet upon, a Courier, difpatched by the 
Palatine of Witepjk^ with Letters, to the 
Oginjkh Queen. In it was difcovered, that Oginjki 
Motives had bpen gained by that Princefs's Money, 
modaX^ and that all he had done was to fupport 
Prince y.amesWviVtxt^. A Difcovery of 
this Kind would have determined the firmeft 
pf his Adherents to have renounced him. 
He had the Prudence to put an End to an 
Affair upon the Point of turning to his 
Confufion. 
Violence Whilft the Confederates of Lithuania 
f^c ^t ^^^^ making an End of their Differences, 
derat^" ^ thofc of Poland were doing as much Mif^ 
chief upon the Lands of the Republick as 
an Army of Turks or Tartars. They had 
exadted thirty two thoufand Florins^ Con- 
tribution from the City of. Leopold \ the 
"Jews had been obliged to pay fourteen thou- 
sand , to be exempted from quartering 
Troops : The City of Zolldew and its De- 

pendances, 
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pendances. Part of tlidatc King's Eftatc , -jf^ 
had no better Conditions. An hundred '-"'^^^^ 
thoufand Florins were demanded of them, 
and Militafy Execution threatened in Cafe 
of Refufal. 

Thefe Piforders cncreafing daily obliged 
the Senate to confult Expedients for put- 
ting a Stop to them. A Conference wasconfercn- 
agreed upon at a League's diftance from^^^^P^:' 
Leopold y between the Commiffaries of the i)ifordcK. 
Republick and the Deputies of the Army, 
at which the grand and under Generals of 
Poland would have aflifted in Perfon. But 
the Deputies of the Army refufed to admit 
them, declaring they had nothing to tranf- 
a£t with the Crown-Generals. Baranowjki 
who apprehended nothing fo much as the 
Republick's Compliance with the Terms 
he had demanded, found Means to raife new 
Difficulties. His Deputies infifted that the dc^^S' 
Funds appropriated for the Payment of th? of thlcon- 
Troops, even of thofe not in the Con- f^^^^^^«- 
federacy, fhould be left to his Difpofal, 
with Power to levy the Payment either by 
fair Of foul Means ; that they fhould have the 
Choice of their Quarters where they thought 
fit ; and that they were finally determi- 
ned not to feparate, *till the Election was 
over. 

Upon the Commiffaries of the Republick's HoUfiti s 
refufing to comply with fuch exhorbitanc^^^* 
Demands, Baranowjki ienc Detachments 
D 3 from 
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1696. from his Army that committed Afts of Ho- 
^'^^^y^ ftility in feveral Places, and Qven in the 
Territory of IVarfaw it fclf. Polifh Pruf-- 
Jiay remote as it was, did not efcape thofe 
Infults. Twelve Companies were order'd 
to march into it by the Chief of the Con- 
federates, who did that Country no fmall 
Mifchief. The Refolution of the Nobility 
of Great Poland prevented their fuffering the 
fame Treatment. They gave the Rebels 
to underftand that if they advanced towards 
their Country they would give them the 
meeting at leaft half Way : Baranowfi^ivjhof^ 
Defign was to plunder without expofing 
himfelf, did not think convenient to drive 
People to Extremities, who appeared fo de- 
terminate. He thought it more advifeable 
to throw himfelf into other Provinces, 
where he fliould not hazard fuch Oppofi- 
tion. Thus did an Army, intended for the 
Defence of the Kingdom commit the great- 
eft Diforders, and quarter themfelves at 
Difcretion upon it. 
incurfion fhc T*urks and Tartars did not fail from 
^Turks and Time to Time to take their Advantage of 
Tartars, fhcfe Divifions. Before the Conferences 
fpoken of above, they had advanced with 
fifty thoufand Men within eight Leagues of 
Leopold^ plundering whatever had efcaped 
the Rebels. Some Troops, who had con- 
tinued faithful to the Republick, endeavour- 
ed to flop the Progrefs of thofe Barbarians. 

Several 
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Several of them they took Prifoners, who '^96. 
declared their entering Poland vrzs at the In- '■'^''''^^"' 
ftigation of fome of the Nobility, who in- 
tended by that Means to oblige the Repub- 
lick to haften the Eleftion of the King. 
This gave Occafion for different Surmifes ; 
tho' it was generally believed , the Incur- 
lion of the T'urks and Tartars upon the 
Lands of Poland^ and the Lithuanian Con- 
federacy had one and the fame Principle. 

During the fame Conferences they were^^^f^^ 
threatened with another Irruption,, and Ad-withano-

The Courts Iaftru6lions had been con- 
formable, to a Projeft, from whence they

to t ranfaiS: an AfFai r of fuch Confequence, fpa- 
red no Pains in it ; he began to talk publickly 
of a Candidate he had to propofe, but without 
naming whom.

pofe it ; that fince the Treaty of Aujburgb^ 
in which fo many Powers had allied, was 
not fufficient to put a Stop to the Rapidi- 
ty of Lewis the fourteenth's Conquefts, it 
was no longer a Doubt, if the Po/es ftiould 
eled: a French Prince, that all Europe would 
be in a Condition of Slavery, from which 
ho Power would ever be able to extri- 
cate ir. .

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1696. This Difcourfe of the Mbe's made Inj- 
'/'""^^ry prcffion upon many, but did not convince 
o/h^^^ all the World. He had wrote to the Bi- 
uaccts (hop of Cujavia to engsige him in the Prince

an Anfwer no Way favourable to his Ex* 
peftations. It was- in Effe<a, that all the 
Meafures taken in favour of that Prince's E- 
ledlion, would be to no Purpofe ; that.thi 
Republick did notafFefl: the jFr<?/ir/& Nation'; 
and what confirmed their Sufpicions of a 
French Prince, was the Queen Dowager's 
Conduift, who was a French 'Worhan, and 
had rendered herfelf odious to the Publick. 
He added that neverthelefs for his Part he 
thought the Prince highly worthy the Throne 
upon Account of his extraordinary Merits. 
Anfwer to The Ai^ifc Poiignac was not long without 
thefeOb- replying. He took Pains to remove the Bi- 
jc ions. £^^p ^£ Qj^j^^i^^^ Scruples. What is it, fays 
he, that Poland wants in this Eleftion ? Is 
it not a great Prince, good, wife, warlike; 
magnanimous, liberal, modeft, and afFable^ 
' one whofe high Qualities may reftore the re- 

publick to its antient Luftre and Happinefe. 
He then anfwered to the Difficulties objedled 
by that Prelate. The Apprehenfion the 
Poles are under, continued he, of taking a 
King from France^ is one of thofe vulgar Er- 
rors the Wife do not regard.

Reafon to defire that neither herfelf nor her

not her Son. They are indeed of one Na- ^-^'^VVJ 
cion^ but do all the Defcendants of the famiQ

The Kings Michael and John were of th^ 
fame Country, but what a Difference waa 
there between the one and the other. 

The Minifter of France' % Zeal for hissucccisof 
Candidate did not flop at thefe Trania€li-WsMca- 
ons with the FoUjh Grandees. He took his Jj'/'pi^"^ 
Meafures fo well, that in all the petty Diets Diets. 
of the Provinces Prince "James, was exclud- 
ed. This was a new Motive for the Queen's Q^cen'* 
Refentment againft France \ but her Enmity j^ent^lo 
to that Nation, and its Embaffadour, ier- that Ml- 
ved only to augment the Fartifans of the^^"* 
Prince oiConti. Her Anger runfo high as 
to make her order her Pidlure to be taken 
down from the Palace of that Minifter. So ^ 
ftrong aninftance of her Difpleafure convinc- 
ed a great Number of the Folesy who were 
before apprehenfive of fopie Intelligence be- 
tween that Princefs and the French Minifter, 
and that the Faftion formed in Appearance 
in Favour of the Prince of Conti was only 
Addrefs to aflure Prince Jamess Succefs., 
But when this Behaviour of the Queen's 
had undeceived them, they came more 
readily into the Meafures of the French 
Prince.

her An- ccfs againft the Abbe Polignac. She could 
^^^^' not forgive his having deprived her of two 
Millions, and' weakened her Son's Party to 
ftrengthen that of the Competitor moft to 
be apprehended. But for the right Under- 
ftanding this Faft it is neceflary to go back 
a little. 
salutary The Treafures of the late King oi Poland 
S'vcnfhat^^^^ depofited' in the Caftles of Warfaw, 
Pri.icef:. Marieuburgb and Zolkiew, the Queen's beft 
Friends had advifed her to put her own, and 
the Seal of the Republick upon them, with- 
out declaring their Amount, for they were 
believed far more confiderable than they re- 
ally were. They propofed after that, that 
(he Ihould offer them as a Prefent to the 
Republick. By which Ad: of Generofity, 
that Princefs would have engaged the Army 
and the Republick in her Interefts. Her 
Pain to deprive herfelf of a Treafure flie had 
taken fo much Trouble in colledting, prevent- 
ed her hearkening to the moft judicious, and 
She con falutary Advice that could be given. The 
jirhs the Method (lie took was to confult the Embaf- 
dorof'^ fador oi France, and to beg his Endeavours 
France for the Prince Royal. Whether that Mini- 
fter perceived the Queen would never Sa- 
crifice her Money, or was before refolved 
to fet up the Prince of Conti^ or difcourag- 
ed by the Obftaclcs he forefaw, he declared 

plainly 
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plainly that he could not a6k for a Prince J^^^ 
who had made himfclf the Objedt of "his 
Mafter's Difpleafure, and whofe Elcdiion 
would be oppofed in fuch a Manner, as 
left no Profpedt of its Succefs. 

What gives Reafon to believe the -^^^^ His bad 
Polignac had Thoughts at that Time oi^^"^'^^- 
propofing the Prince of Conti^ was the un- 
lucky Counfel he gave the Queen, to ap- 
ply all her Money in the Purehafe of Crown ^ 
Annuities in France. He demonftrated her 
Security in fuch an Application of it, and 
foothed her with the Intereft (he would make 
in Confequcnce. Unfortunately for her, 
that Princefs fuffered her fclf to be caught 
by. his Affurances. She confented to take a 
Step, which naturally tended to overthrovv 
all the Endeavours of her Son's Fadlion, 
and at the fame Time it weakened his Party, 
was an additional Strength to that of his 
Competitor. » In ^ putting her Money thus 
out of her own Hands, (he not only depri- 
ved herfelf of the only Recourfe iChe had to 
fupport her Son's Intereft, but that very Mo- 
ney, which might have been fucccfsfully ap- 
plyed againft France became by this Ufe of 
k a Supply of Force to that Crown. 

Refleftions of this Kind could not fail to she flics 
incenfe a Princefs, who believed herfelf made outa^inft 
a Tool, and who daily experienced new^^"^; 
Subjefts of Mortification. She flew out vio- 
lently againft the Embafiador, and looked .

^''''''^^'''"^ her Family's downfall. In Vain did that 
Minifter write to her in Vindication of him- 
felf ; her Mannerof anfwering made it plain, 
that (he was fatisfied in nothing fo little as 
his Excufes. Thofe Letters cleared up a- 
bundance of Circumftanccs 'till then myfte- 
rious. By them it appeared, that the In- 
tcrefts of the Queen, and thpfc of Prince 
^ ^^j/w^ihadatfirft been widely difierent; that 
. ' the Mother was not for raifiog the eldeft Son 
to the Throne^ but Prince Alexander i that 
their Mifijnderftanding having ceafed, thro' 
the Difficulties ftie had met with in her Dc- 
fign, the Queen had chang'd her Meafurcs 
in Favour of the Prince Royal; and that to 
jwcvcnt the Ombragc the Prefcnce of the two 
younger Princes might give Prince James , 
fhe had fent them both into France with her 
Money. 
Exclafion What complcated the ^ Diftrefs of that 
^Prince Princcfs, was the Refolution the Petty Diets 
h^Bro-" hsid made, to exclude all thofe who had ci- 
thers, ther been accufed, or convidted of being 
the Authors of the Diforders , which had 
happened during the Interregnum. This 
Storm fell almoft univerfally upon Prince 
James and his Brothers. Pruffia was the 
firft to give them that fatal Stroke : It de- 
fcribed them fo well without naming who 
they were, that it was next to impoflibic 
tomiftake the Perfons intended.

The Prince was at a Lofs to 
comprehend the Reafons of fo extreme a 
Colc&iefs for his Intercfts- To found in Per* 
fon the Sentiments of the Nobility about 
Warfaw^ he went in Difguife to Czer/ko^ 
the firft Diftridt of Mazovia, where a petty 
Diet was then held. But he had Reafon Danger he 
to repent his Curiofity, He was known ^^^"^' 
and followed by fevcral Gentlemen, Sabre 
in Hand, who would have made it a very 
bad Bufincfs for him, if they could have 
come up with him. 

The Exclufion of the Queen's three Sons J^^^|^^^^° 
was followed by that of the Princes of Ger-^^wc^ of 
many. The Enemies oi France were for^^^^^'sAt- 
ferving the Prince of Conti in the famc^^"^^^' 
Manner; but attempted it in Vain. To be 
revenged, they puWifhed fatyrical Writings r 
The Bifhap of Cujavia amongft others fenc 
circular Letters to all the Nobility, in which 
he laboured to dcftroy the Impreffions in 
Favour of the French Candidate's Virtues : 
In fome Palatinates they were rejeifted ; o- 
thers refufed to read them. At the Petty 
Diet of Strodaj a Gentleman aiked for the 
Bifhop of Ci;^/a?D/Vj*s Letter, which he ap- 
plied in a Manner good Manners will not 
permit to repeat. The Nobility of RuJJia

Stratagem The little Succcfs of this Attempt did not 
n^nlies of ^ifcouragc either the Queen, the Court of 
trance. Vienna^ or the Enemies of France. They 
fought for Remedies elfewhere, which were 
no longer to be found in Negotiation. They 
had Recourfe to a Stratagem, which had 
not however the Succefs they exped:edfrom 
it. By their Orders Letters were fent to the 
Court of France^ which treated the Abbe 
Fdignac\ Hopes as Chimeras. That Mini- 
lier, they faid, had fuffered himfelf to be 
deceived by the Royal Family's Enemies, 
that notwithftanding his Promifes and Pro- 
fufions, the Folci would never eleft a Stranger 
who would draw the Arms of their Neigh- 
bours upon them, in Prejudice to the Sons 
of their late King. It was expedted the 
Court of France would grow cool upon fuch 
Intelligence, but it was not to be fo amufed. 
The Fear however of hazarding new Expen- 
ccs raflily occafioncd, for better Security, 
the Refolution of fending to Poland a Per- 
fon to be depended on, who might either 
confirm the Imputations againft the Embaf- 
fador, or juftify his Condudt.

He^^^^^ ^^ 
had fignalized his Valour in T'ranfihama^hcmgc^ 
and hungary. It was agreed, that Poland^^^^'^' 
could difficultly make a better Choice. A 
King accuflonnied to conquer the Turis^ and 
capable of making an End of what &obteJki 
had left imperfed, could not but be a great 
Advantage to them. Befides which he was 
fupported by the Eleftor oi Brandenburgb^ 
who oflfered to defray all theExpenccs, ne-^ 
ceflary to the Succefe of the Elcdion, ha- 
ving Rcafon to cxpeft bis Amends, from 
the Meafurijs before concerted with that 
Prince; who, as it was pretended, had a-» 
greed to give up 'Prnffia Royal to him. But 
it was to be feared, that after the Election ^ 
the Elcdor would not perform his Promifes, 
and that the Prince, tho* Captain great 
enough in the Command of Armies, was 
not rich enough to pay them. 

Every Thing inclined to favour the Prince przei-n^ 
tAContiy when one of the 'Polijh SenatcH's^^'C'?^*^ 
prefented a new Candidate. "John ^rxepen-^^f'^^^^^^^^ 
dowjld^ fo that Senator was called, was C^-mg Sia«. 
Jiellan of Culftty a Man of Wit, and Intriegue, 
who had his Fortune to make. At firft he 
feemed to favour Prince Jameses Intereft, 
E 4 but 
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1697. but when hefaw that Princess Party entirely 
^-'^'^'"^Mcclined, he joined the Fadion of France^ 
Nov. 1696. Obferving hinifelf not fo con^ 
fiderable in it as he defired, he apprehend- 
ed, that thofc who were at the Head of it, 
might one Day carry the firft Dignities of the 
Kingdom to his Prejudice. This Opinion 
induced him to take fucb M eafures, as (hould 
lay the Sovereign to be eledled under Obli- 
gations to him for the CrowJi. He caft ao 
Eye upon theCourt oiSaxeny^ where a young 
Elector reigned, who in all Probability 
would not be offended in being thought of 
fie offers as a Candidate. To him he offered his Ser*- 
^^l^^^^^^g" vices. And upon the Anfwer he received, 
leaor of went fecretly to Drefden^ in Feb. 1676. 
Saxony, where his Reception was iuitable to the 
Merit of one, who came to oflSbr a Crown, 
or the Means to obtain it. 
His Re- Frzependtmjki began with. reprefenting to 
pi cicnta- the Elector the prefent Condition of Po- 

Sprince ^^^^' ^^ ^^^^ ^^^ ^^^^^^ Jamtit Party 
vvas ruined ; that the younger Brothers had 
no Pretcn lions to the Crown ; that the 
Queen fupported her Meafures no longer, 
fince her Complaifance for the Embaffador 
of France had deprived her of two Millions, 
the only Recourfe fhe had for the reeftab- 
lifliment ofher Son's Affairs ; that the Princes 
oi Newburghy Lorrain and Baden^ had no 
Party formed ; that the Prince of Conti's 
\?Sls ftrong indeed, b^x that it would not be 

ipipofr 
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impoffiblc to dcftroy it, and fubftituie in ^J^^^ 
its Place a Faction for his Eledoral High-- 
nefs, if he would take the fame Meafures 
for himfelf, that the Abbe Polignac had done 
for the Prince of ContL He added that 
thofe Meafures conliftcd, Firft, in the Pro- 
miie of three Millions, of which the Re«<* 
publick was in Want for the Payment of its 
Armies, that Sum to be fliewed to the 
Coinmiiiaries before the Eledion : Second- 
ly, in the Prcfence of his Highncfs j and he 
took Occafion to obfer^e here, that France 
would find it difficult to tranfport the Prince 
of Conti into Poland^ in a Time of War , 
when the Paflages by Land and Sea were e* 
qually fhut up againft him ; inftead of which 
they were entirely open on all Sides to hi« 
Eledoral Highncfe. In the third Place it 
would be neceflary for his Highnefs to turn 
Roman Catboliciy and engage that the E- 
leftrefs his Confort {hould embrace the feme 
Religion. This laft Condition, which z"^ Augufius 
peared the moft difficult, was the moft eafy. Eic^o'o^ 
AH the World looked upon the Eleftor oi^^ZlnCa^ 
Saxony as a Lutheran: But there were Ctuthoiukt^o^ 
tificates to prove, that he hadbeeninftru<a-^^]j^^j^* 
cd in a Tour he made two Years before to ^ * 
Romey and had abjured Lutheranifm to the 
Prince of Sax-Zaits^ Bifhop of Javarin^ 
his Relation. The Capllan left Drefden, 
laden with magnificent Prefents, and better 
plpafgd wiih Prpmifes pf a much greater

Some were of Opinion he ought to fpcafc, 
others that he ought to hold his Tonguei 
both Methods equally dangerous, fo that 
he who had been fo bold in giving his Ad-^ 
vice<atDr^y2/^;;,. was.in no Condition tofoU 
low it himfelf at fVarfaw. To draw him^ 
felf out of this.

Ucmmufg Flemming delivered the fecond of May a

mm for Polignae, It was rumoured, that the Elcdl- 
tSie ma- Qj. infinuated, the King of France abandoned 
^^ '^^^'the EleiSion of the Prince of Conti^ and 
that the Embaffadbr returned an Anfvjrer no 
Way fatisfaftory to the Court oiDreJden. 
Be that as it will, there was another Letter 
from that Prince to the Primate of Poland-, 
who made Anfwer, as was faid> in Terms, 

thai 
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that did not give the leaft Encouragement, ^^97/ 
The Embaffidor of France was fenfibly '^^''^^^^^ 
touched with the Appearance of this new 
Candid^tte. It had not been difficult for 
him to have given that Prince the Exclu- 
fion in the Petty Diets, had he known 
foonpr of his fettingup. But the Time for 
them was elapfed. The Meeting of the ge- 
neral Pijct drew nigh. The Nobility had be- 
gan their March to WarfaWy with Colours 
flying, and the Factions grew warmer than 
ever. 

There were however properly fpcaking Two Par- 
only two Parties, that difputed the Crown/^^^J^^^^^ 
fhe Prince of Cgnti% and the Ele<5lor ofcrown" 
^axony's. The firft was always the ftrong* 
pft, the other formed itfelf by Degrees, fe- 
cretly fuppqrted by the Court of Viennay 
and the Cpmplaints 6f the CaJlellanoiCulmy 
That Fr^w^did not execute it? Engagements, 
that the Prince oiConti was abfent, and that 
the Money was wanting for the Payment of 
the Army. This was an eflenti^l Means to 
turn the Preference upon the Eledor of 
Saxony y who was ready to appear with the 
Money in Hand, to anfvver all the Occa- 
fions of the Repubtick. On the other Side 
the Abbe Polignac gave our, that the Prince 
of Cc>«r/ would foon be upon the Spot, and 
aflured them, the expeded Remittances 
WQuId not be delayed at all. But all his 
ProfeiJions did not prevent fome Polijh Lords

^'^'""'^'"^Promifes nearer their Execution. 
Accom. About this Time New« came that the 
whf ^Ihe Army in Confederacy wasatlehgth returned 
Confcde- to their Obedience. It was now feveral 
^^^^ Months fince the Biftiop of Plojko, Chief ia 
noti^ng° theCommiffion, appointed by the Senate to 
treat with the Rebels, had feen the Ac- 
commodation he endeavoured to conclude 
brought to nothing. He had gone fo far 
as to prevail upon the Rebels to approve the 
Offers made to them in the Name of the 
Senate. But Baranowfiti difowned his De- 
puties Proceedings, and condemned the 
Chiefs of them to Death, upon Pretence 
that he had exceeded his Inftrudtions. The 
Execution had however been omitted, at the 
Requeft of the Commiflaries of the Repub*- 
lick, who renewed the Conferences at the 
Caflle of Sambor^ where Baramwjkl re- 
fided. 
New Con- Thefe Conferences were not more fuccefs- 
m"c of. ^^ ^^^ ^^ former. BaratKmJki fuborned 
fome of his Companions to give out, that 
this treating was only a Stratagem to furprize 
their General Upon which the whole 
Army declared againft all Accommoda- 
tion. Baranm/ki immediately puWiflied 
a Manifefto, in which he endeavoured to 
juftify his Condudl. But the Senators af- 
femblcd at l^opold^ declared him guilty of

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Sedition, and the Confederates^ Rebels, and "697- 
Enemies of their Country. ^..^^v-^ 

So vigorous a Refolution was the decifive The Army 
Stroke; more than forty Companies renoun- [^"°co^g. 
ced the Confederacy, and their Example deracy. 
ftaggcrcd the reft. Barammfitt was fo inti- 
nudated by fuch a Turn of Affairs, that 
he refblved upon the fame Expedient him* 
felf. He thought it better to take Advan* 
cage of the Pardon ofiered him , than to 
rifque being abandoned by all his Troops. 
It was eafy to perceive Neceffity was his 
only Motive for a Step of this Nature. 
Some of the Senators were for making % 
fevere Example of him. But Jabhn&wfii jahionm- 
mterpofed, that General had Powers fromj^/propo- 
the Senate to treat with the Rebels, and even ^""^i p^T" 
to give them Advantagious Conditions, pro-totheCon- 
vided they returned to their Duty. He^^^^^^^^ 
declared to the Confederates, that the Re* 
publick pardofied their Crime, and gave 
them his Word of Hcxiour that they might 
iafely come to him at Leopdd. Thithee 
they marched with their General at their 
Head, who agreed to fubmit to whatever 
Count JabloTwwJki fhould require, (his Life 
and Fortune exempted*) 

The Eleventh of May was pitched upon 
for an Adlion, that it was necei&ry ihould 
make fbme Figure. A Canopy of State 
was eredted in the Church of the Bernar^ 
dines y under which Jabhnowjki took his

alked Pardon, renounced the Confederacy, 

tore to Pieces the Writing that appointed 

him its Chief, and fent away his Standards. 

After which his Staff of Office was broke, 

an4 the Service of Thankigiving began, as 

for the gaining a Vidtory. As foon as the 

Ceremony was over, Baramwjki difappear- 

cd, urged by his Shame, as fome believed^ 

to hide himfelf; others fufpeded he was 

fecretly aflaflinated. 

Opening Thc Timic for holding the Diet was now 

ofihc ^^^j^rrived. Thc Fort and Bridge it wascufto- 

mary to build upon the Vijiula being fi^ 

niflied the 15th of Mary, the Day fixed for 

the general Diet, it opened with the ufual 

Cerenronies, After thc Mafs of the Holy 

Gboji^ celebrated by the P(?^^'s Nuncio, the 

Bifliop of Plo/kio preached the Sermon, in 

which he exhorted thc Affembly to have no 

other Intereft than that of the Republick, 

to renounce all private Engagements, and. 

place upon the Throne thc Pcrfon, they 

(hould believe moft worthy of it; . 

Motives They did not proceed that Day to the 

!Se EleaionoftheMarflialofthcDicr, as well 

M^rdiars becaufc of the Multiplicity of Pretenders, as 

Ekdiion. jhat they apprehended the Nobility of thc 

Palatinates of Cracow^ and Sendomir^ in 

Conjundlion widh ih^ RuJfianPofpolite^ who 

were 
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were prefent in great Numbers at the open- ^^1- 
ing of the Diet, fliould chufe a Marflial ^''^YNJ 
to their own liking. It was thought pro- 
per to refer the Eledtion of that Officer, 
till the Arrival of the Nobility of the other 
Palatinates. Several Sittings paffed with* 
out any important Reiblution : The Paia-- 
tinates only agreeing to dcfire Count Hum^ 
enijki ; who had been clcdlcd Marflial oiHumitm- 
the Preliminary, Diet, to continue in that^'^^^ 
Fundtion, till another fhould be elcdted forasMariijdL 
this. Humienijki^ after having thanked the 
Palatinates for the Honour done him, rc- 
prefented, that the deplorable Condition of 
the Rcpublick proceeded only from its Want 
of aA Head, and that it was neceifafy their 
Choice fhould be deferred no longer. 

After, this Difcourfeoocof the Palatinates^rap^ikh 
moved, that Enquiry (hould be made intoj^^^^^ 
the Authors of the Confederacy of the Ar- 
nr^y, before the Ekdlion of the King^ or the 
Thoughts of nominating a Mirfhel. The 
Palatinates of Gtf at Poland y and Cujavia 
added, thftt to prefcrvc the Liberty of their 
Suffrages, the Senators ought not to be ad- 
mitted into Ac Place of the EledHon with 
fuch Numbers of Followers, nor the Anti- 
Chamber of the Marfhal continually crowd- 
ed with Livery Servants. Thefe Motions 
gave Occafion for Debates fufBciently warm ; 
and it was to be feared^ that Violence would

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1697. have cnfued, when the End of the Seffion 
^-^''^^"^fufpendcd their Contefts. 

This Sufpcnfion was not of long Durati-* 
(Ml. They began May 19. when it was 
propofed to ded: a Marflial. That Officer 
was to be chofen out of the Deputies of 
Great Polandy it being their Turn. The 
Queen's and great General's Party ufedtheir 
Endeavours, that the Choice fhould fall up^ 
on the Staroft Odalanowjki^ Grand- Son of 
the great General, and Son of Count Lef- 
:s»njki^ Palatine of Lencicia^ and Starofl: 
General of Gr^af Poiand. The Party a- 
gainft France were for havbg Count Humi- 
emjki elected, who had been Marfhal of the 
preliminary Diet, but it was contrary to the 
Law to continue him in the Diet of £led:i« 
on; In the Faction of France there were 
no lefs than eight Competitors, who were 
at more Trouble to agree amongft themr 
felves, than to exclude thofe propofed by the 
contrary Parties. 
Seven Neverthelcfs after feveral Days were paf- 

Competi- fed, Priuce Cazimir Czartorejki^ of the an- 
offi?of^^^^^ Houfe oiLithuaniai r^dting hisCon- 
Marfhai ftitution was too weak for ch© Fatigues oi 
defift. the Marflial's Employment, withdrew his 
Pretenfion, Count Branijkij grtzt Mafter 
of the Houfhold, Son in Law of the Pala- 
tine of fVilnay followed his Example. An 
Impediment of another Kind induced this 
Lord to defift.

Difficulty of fpeaking iti Publick render- "^^T- 
ed him lefs fie fot this Employmem than '^■'"^^'^ 
another. Potalijki Staroft of Borzekow^ 
and Czapfki Staroft of KUk^ divided the 
Voices oi Pruffta^^nA the Emulation between 
them was greaL It was obferved to them, 
that there was but one Employment , and 
rhat they muft agree about it between them- 
felvcs. But they chofc rather that both 
fhould defift, than fubniit in any Thine to 
one anothef. To difengage Count Sapteha^ 
great Mafter of the Horfe of Lithuania^ and 
Count Dialinjki^ great Mafter of the Horfe 
of the Grown^ and Treafurer of PruJJta^ a 
Stratagem was made Ufe of. To the firft 
was promifed fecretly, that he fhould be 
*hofen Marftial of the Diet of the Corona- 
tion , if he would defift at prefent. His 
Competitor^ ignorant of this AddrefSj was 
Contented to abandon his Pretenfions, fuf- 
ficicntly fatisfied in the Notion of having 
prevented his Opponent's Eleftion. The de- 
fining of all thefe Pretenders, was not fa- 
vourable to Count Miezinjki , Staroft of 
Wielen^ He found his Party very unequal^ 
and made a Merit of it^ from his Friends 
Want of Power, to offer his Voice to Count 
Bielinjkiy great Chamberlain of the Crown, 
whom the Abbe Polignac favoured. 

That Minifter had been chofen Arbitra-T^« 
tor of the Difference, between thofe eight gj^j^. 
Lords, and inclined to Count B/>//«/fe', whodorarbi- 
F was'^^«- 
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1697. was entirely devoted to France^ a$ well oa 
^^O^'^ Account of his Marriage with the Daugh- 
ter of the late Count Mo/ieyrij formerly high 
Treafurer of Poland, who in 1683, retired 
into France, as becaufe he had a great Eftate 
in that Country. 
cthcr De- The Uniting of all thefe Lords, in Favour 
thrDiet. of Count Btelin/kt, was a great Point gain- 
ed. But there was ftill a great Deal want- 
ing, before they could be affured of his E- 
ledtion. The Party againft France were 
fully refolved, to fufFer no other Marftial, 
than the Staroft Odalanowjki. The Obfti- 
nacy on both Sides was fo great, that there 
was a Neceffity to defer the Eledlion. There 
were befides this, feveral Incidents that broke 
in continually upon the Point in Queftion, 
by furnifhing new Matter for Divifion, 
When the Eledion of the Marfhal wasipokc 
of, fome of the Nuncio's were above all 
Things for examining into the Grievances 
pf the Nation from the Royal Family, and 
the Partifans of the Royal Family immedi- 
ately in (ifted, that the two Treafurers fhould 
be called to Account. Others again were 
as flifF for an Enquiry into the Authors of 
the Confederacy of the Armies. . 

So many Divifions would not admit their 
proceeding to the Election of a Marfhal. 
They were at length obliged to make that 
Choice June 1 5. by Po/ipolite ; every Gentle- 
man in his Turn giving his Suffrage in- 
fo

to the Hands of Count Humienijku Count '^97- 
Bielinjki h^d the Majority of Voices , ami buu^ 
was immediately proclaimed Marfhal. Thus appointed 
he obtained that Dignity, which did not JlJ^'^fj^^^ 
hold hirA fo long as the Time it coft him 
in folUciting it. The Fa(flion of France ex- 
prefled abundance of Joy upon his Elcdtion, 
that did not a little flatter their Expedta* 
tions. 

This Affair, tho' properly only a Prelimi- impati- 
nary, had fpun out a Month entire. • There ^J"^^,^^^^^ 
was no likelihood, that the Eledlion of the Length of 
King, which was a Matter of quite differ- ^^^ ^i^^- 
ent Confequence, could be determined this 
Diet, which was of Courfe to break up in 
twelve Days. The Nobility were grown 
impatient. Provifions, Money, and every 
Thing elfe began to fail'j for the Sums di- 
ftributedby the Candidates were not Effici- 
ent for the Entertainment of fo great a Mul- 
titude of Gentlemen/ The Length of the 
Diet was no lefs inQonvenient to the Gran- 
dees , from the exceflive Expenccs , they 
were obliged to be at. The great Treafur- 
er of the Crown haddefrayed for many Days 
the Palatinate of -R^^, confifting of twelve 
thoufand Gentlemen. Nor had the other 
Heads of Factions been much behind him in 
^the fame Article. 

Thefe Inconveniences did not hinder their Meafuroi 
taking Meafures for the Eledion of the King. ^^^^^^^ 
But they aftcd in them with fo little Concert, Kbg! ^ 
^ F 2 that 
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1697. that from the firft it was cafy to forefee, the 
^-''''^'^^^ Elcftion would be double. The two Parties 
had calculated their Force , the one which 
had been gratified with feeing they had carri- 
ed the Point they difputed, endeavoured to 
improve the Advantage 5 the other, which 
liadbeen mortified with their Enemies Supe- 
riority, laboured to ftrengthen thcmfelves. 
They began by demandii^ that the Marfhal 
elefted, inCalcofadoubk Ele6tion, fhould 
not deliver the Diploma ^ without the Con- 
fent of the Republick. This was no new 
Prqpofal j it had been ufed before in the 
fame Manner at the Eledlion of King M/- 
cbael. But from thence it was inferred, 
that thofe who made the Demand, projecSted 
a double Eledion, in Cafe their Fadion 
Ihould be worfted a fecond Time, 
Przi- To prevent that Difgrace they had Re- 

pendowjki courfe to their Addrcfs in negotiating. Prze^ 
J^^^^^^j^/^Wiwej^' amon redoubled his En- 

their^/yri^deavours to weaken a Party, which in the 
Pa^^- prefent State of Things, left him no Hopes 
pf Succe& for the Enterprize he had form- 
ed. The Palatine of Wilna feemed to him 
under fome Irrefolution ; he forgot nothing 
that might entirely change his Sentiments. 
He reprefented to him that the Elector of 
Saxony performed hisPromifes, and that the 
Minifters of France contented themfelves 
with giving fair Words. The Palatine was 
in fpme Meafure brought over by theCaftel- 

lan 
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Ian of CWiw's Difcourfe, and in a Council ^697. 
held at the Primate's, after the Marflial of ^VNJ 
the Diet's Election, complained with fome 
Warmth, that the Promifes of France were 
not executed, of the Prince of Conti\ Ah? 
fence, and of the Want of Money for the 
Payment of the Army* The Minifters of 
France however anfwered his Complaints fo 
effedtually, that he was obliged to give in- 
to their Opinion. He alfo fwore, with the Oath ta- 
Cardtnal and many others of the Lords, to ^^" .^ ^f^ 
eledl no other King but the Prince of Conti.^^^'^ 
As the Remittances were expedlcd at Dant- 
^ick againft the Time of the Eledion, that 
Objftacle was looked upon to be removed. 
To remove alfo that of the Prince's Abfence, 
it was refolved to fign and difpatch Letters 
already prepared, to haften his coming, 
which had been fufpended only in Expedta- 
tion of the Remittances. 

The 17th oiJune^vidL the two follovving Contcnti- 
Days nothing but Faftion and Intrigue went??. ^" ^^'^ 
forward at Warfaw^ and in the Diet, Di- 
vifion, Accufation, and Recriniinat ion were 
all that pafled. The Enemies of the Royal 
Family made frequent Demands, that the 
national Grievances fhould be enquired in- 
to-, to which the Partizans of that Houfe 
rcplyed,. that it was Neceffary above all 
Things to examine into the Accounts of thp 
Treafurers. The Refolution agreed on, to 
refer thofe two Points to the Diet of th§ 
F 3 Core- 
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1697- Coronation was the only Means to put ari 
^^^^y^^ End to the Debates upon them. That Ex- 
pedient gave Leifurc to apply to the Regula- 
tion of the Articles, to which the new King 
was to fwear, and to feveral othci* prelimin- 
ary Points. 
The Diet On the 2oth Davta^ the P^'S Nuncio 
j^ives Au- had his publick Audience with the ufual Ce- 
t^^J^^P^^^.^ remonies. In his Difcourfe, he exhorted 
Nuncio, the Nobility to eled: a Catboiick King, who 
might be ufeful to the Church and the King- 
dom. The Day following the Biftiop of 
PaJJaw^ Embafladbr Extraordinary from 
the Emperor , had alfo his publick Audi- 
ence, but not without fufFering feveral In- 
dignities. That Minifter came from Vienna 
F^ eror's ^^ ^^^fa'^ with fcw Attendants. Propriety 
EmbaiTa- obliged him to have a Train^ fuitable to the 
dor. Dignity of the Sovereign he reprcfented. He 
had taken feveral Germans into his Service, 
whom he found at Warfaw. Thofc Peo- 
ple little informed in Ceremonial, furround- 
cd the Embaffador, with their Swords drawn , 
and raifed : The Marfhal of the Diet in 
Mortifica- coming to condu6l him to the Aflembly ob- 
^"^"^ ^Li ^^^^^^ ^^> ^^^ expreflfed himfelf in very high 
Terms, threatning if they did not put up 
their Swords, he would order them to be 
attacked immediately. The Party would 
not have been equal, it was therefore Ne- 
ceflkry to obey. Another Difference arofe 
after that Prelate's cntring the Aflembly, the

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great Secretary of the Crown, into whofc 1697. 
Hands the Emperor's iTetters were deliver- ^-'^^'^^^^ 
ed, perceived as he advanced with them to» 
wards the Primate, that on their Infcriptiop 
or Direction the Terms Inclyta Reipublica 
were made Ufc of, inftead of SereniJJima 
Reipublica. This the Primate complained of, 
as of a State ill aflumed. The Embaflador, 
who did not forefee fuch a Difficulty, defirr 
cd Permiffion to make his Apology in full 
Diet, which was granted, upon Condition 
that he fhould add the Word SereniJJima 
with his own Hand, and engage to have it 
approved by the Emperor. But he excufed 
himfelf, alledging that it exceeded his Po- 
wer to alter any Thing in the Stile of the 
Imperial Chancery, fo that his Letter wag 
not received. Thefe Mortifications were 
only a Prelude to thofe, he was to experi- 
ence that Day. The People in his Train 
had placed themfelves round him in fuch a 
Manner, as hindred him from being feen. 
This gave Offence, and Signs were made 
to them to remove, but they chofe to lie 
down upon the Ground. The EmbafTador 
himfelf was reprimanded upon it. Whil^l 
he fooke he was frequently interrupted, bc- 
caufc he made Ufe of the Terqi Vos inflead 
cf the Terms of Honour due to a Repub- 
lidcfree and crowned.

(hop oiPloJko had fcarce made an End of J'jf^^^^^^ 
his Speech to his Palatinate, when thcofc^////. 
Gentlemen who compofed it, cried out 
Vivat Conti^ long live Contiy and gave a 
Volley. The Palatinates of Siradia^ and 
Rava followed their Example, as did the 
three of PruJ^a. The Eledtion was upon 
the Point of being anticipated, through the 
Impatience of the Nobility for a Sovereign. 
And if their Ardor had been followed, the 
Prince of Conti had been elcfted that Day. 
The Majority of the Gentlemen, who had 
only heard that Prince, and Prince James 
fpoken of, declared entirely for the former, 
rejeding the latter; and had not the leaft 
Thoughts (if the Eledtor, or the other Can- 
didates. 

The Caftellan of Culm, and all his Fac- P^opofai of 
lion apprehended their being furprized. To ptn/.''*''* 
prevent which, they protefled againft the 
Behaviour of the Primate^ the Bifhop of

Thus the Prince of C(?«//*s Partizans let^his 
Fortune flip out of their Hands, which how- 
ever did not fail to offer it felf again the next 
Day. 
Efferfcs of What had happened employed equally the 
againft^"" Thoughts of cach Party.. The reft of ihc 
cachother.Day and the whole Night waspafled in cul- 
tivating their feveral Interefts. TheFadli- 
on of Saxony took no fmall Pains topub- 
lifti the Eledor's Converfion, and that of 
France to have it looked upon as imaginary. 
Both the one and the other had Recourfe to 
the P(?/>^'s;Nuncio. That Minifter was under 
no fmall Perplexity. To extricate himfel/^i 
he promiled the Party of Sa,xony to confirm 
the Bifhop of Javarins Certificate, afluring 
that oi France at the fame Time, that he 
would have nothing to fay to it. He kept 
his Word with them that Day, but broke it 
the next in favour of the Eledtor. He thought 
That perhaps a fufficient DifcKarge of hi« 
Promife. 
The Diet The 26th of June being the Day fixed for 
prepares to the Eled;ion, vcty early in the Morning, the 
P^^^^ ^^ AfTembly 
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Aflcmbly met in the Church of St. John ^ 1697. 
where the Primate celebrated Mafs. Thc^jJ^'^^ 
Biihop of Plojko preached the Sermon, in on. 
which he introduced feveral ingenious Turns, 
which fufficiently explained his Inclinations, 
and Hopes. After Mafe they repaired with 
the ufual Ceremony to the Place of Eledi-: 
on. The Senators took their Places in the 
ColOf and the Cardinal made a Speech where- 
in he defcribed the Qualities the King ought 
to have, whom they propofed to eleft. He 
proceded to nominate the Candidates, and 
to give them the Praifes due to their Merit. 
The Eledtor oi Saxony was thelaft men- 
tioned. We ought not to forget him, fays 
the Primate, Honour obliges us to mention 
him. Neverthelefs that Prince ought not to 
be elected, as he prc^efles Lutberanifm^ and 
no Body can be aflured of his Converfion 
founded upon fuch defeftive Proofs. 

His Intention was to prepare the Affem- Primate's 
bly for a Proceeding of his, that had too^*- 
much the Air of Novelty to pleafe every Bo-' 
dy. He fet his Knee to the Ground, and 
railing his Hands to Heaven declared, he 
would never nominate the King but with un- 
animous Confent, except their Attachment 
fhould be to a Perfon worthy of being elected* 
Having finiflied his Oath he rofe up. The 
ecclefiaftical and fecular Senators then took 
Horfe, in Order to appear at the Head of 
their refpeftive Palatinates, which was not u-

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t697. fual on that Occafion. They were told that 
^•^''"^'^'^ the Senators having endeavoured the fanne 
Thing at the Eledion of King Michael , 
on the Divifion of the Nobility between the 
Princes oiNewburgh^ and Lorain^ they fired 
upon them. Sofalutary aii Hint, induced thofe 
Lords to change their Defign, and as well that 
they might do nothing contrary to Law, as 
, for the Security* of their Perfons, they re- 
turned direftly. The Primate and the Mar- 
(hal ftaid alone in the Colo^ facing each other/ 
to receive Difpatches, which came fi-equent-i 
ly, and to give the neceflary Orders. ' 

The Roy- Ac firft the Royal Family's Party feemed 
Pafty'fSm*^ revive. The Palatine of Crdctytv, vfho 
to revive, fpoke firft, and him of 'Pofnania^ who fpokc 
next, remonftrated, that good Manners, the 
antient Ufage obferved from immemorial 
Time, and the Remembrance ftill recent of 
their great Obligations to the late King, re-* 
quired, that the Republick (hould prefent the 
Crown to Prince James. Upon which three 
Companies of Cracow cried out, long live 
yiimes Son of the King, one Company of 
Pofnania did the fame tho' more faintly. But 
the three remaining Companies of the firft 
of thofe Palatinates, and the five of the fe* 
cond cried out, long live Cmti^ and with 
fo much Vehemence, that his Name refound- 
Acckma- cd thro* the whole Field. Wilna^ which 
cI^/VrFa- ^^^^^ ^^^^^ ftiouted alfo long live Conti^ and 
vour. the reft followed tiieir Example, *till it came

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xo^t^wMoiSamogitia. Some Palatinates ^697- 
however had Thoughts of recommending the ^"-^'^^^^ 
Princes of iSrfii?i«rj;-^ and Lorrain^ as well up- 
on Account of their Birth, as becaufe of the 
Alliance and Amity between the Emperor and 
the Republick. Other Palatinates thought 
fit that the ad vantagiousPropofals of thePrincc 
DonLivioOdefchalcbi(ho\Ad be confidered. 

All this did not hinder the Prince of Conti's SufFrages 
Party from having the Superiority. Its Op- ^f>r the e^ 
pofers were afraid they fliould fee him Eledl- ^^^^^' 
ed, in Spite of all their Addrefs. To ward 
which Blow they engaged two Companies of 
Samogitia^ to nominate the Eledtor of Saxo* 
ny. That Name was odious to the French 
Fadion, who threatened no lefs than to put 
all to the Sword whofhould dare to propofe a 
Lutheran : This was the only Objeddon to this 
Prince, who had all the Recommendatiofis 
that Valour, high Birth , and great Riches 
could give him, and was in every Rcfpefl: as 
proper a Perfon as could be thought of, to 
reeftablifh the Republick's Affairs. His Ad- 
herents knew the moft material Point was, 
to obviate the Reproach of his being a L«- 
theran^ and declared every where, that the 
Eledor was a good Cqtholick^ and had made 
his Abjuration. As they found it difficult to 
be believed upon their bare Word, they ad-^ 
ded, that the Pope\ Nuncio was ready to at- 
tefl it on the Part of his Holincfe. Scarce 
any Body but a few poor Gentlemen, to

with this Declaration. Others demanded to 
fee the Nuncio's Atteftation. 
Method of '^^^^ Atteftation was ftill wanting, and 
the in pc it was with Difficuhy they got it. The 
ml Mini- Nuncio had not forgot his Promife of the 
vourof the D^y before. The Bifhop of Pqfaw undcr- 
SaxonFzT' took for the Succefs of that Affair. He wait- 
^^- ed on the Nuncio, and let him know, that 

if he did not gi^^e it immediately, he muft 
refolve to fee the Prince of Conti eledted 
without Oppofition. The -Nuncio could 
refift no longer; he took the Bifhop oija-^ 
varin's Letter, and underwrote his Acknow- 
ledgment of that Prelate's Writing , with 
his and the Eleftor's Praife annexed ; which 
did not fo much belong to him. About e- 
leven in the Morning, the Caftellan of Culm 
brought this Piece in Perfon to the Camp. 
He held it out in his Hand, and ordered his 
People to publifh in a loud Voice, that the 
Pope's Nuncio declared the Elector of Saxth 
ny a good Catholick^ and that the Holy Fa- 
ther demanded the Crown for that Prince. 
THr F- Such an Artifice had all the Succefs that 
pft^y*' ^oxAdi be expedted. A great Number of 
grpws Gentlemen fufFered themfelves to be caught 
iti^ong. t^y j^ g^ jIjj^j about Noon, the Party of Sax(h 
ny was fuperior to thofe of Sobiejkiy Nevh 
^urgbj Lorrain and Baden^ but ftill Infe- 
rior to that of Conti. This Turn of Things 
S occa- 
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occaiioned fo much Confufion, that it was »^7- • 
np longer poflible to take the Voces. To ^-''^^^ 
remove which Inconvenience, the Primate 
propofed, that thofe for Conti ihould move 
to one Side, and thofe for the other Candi- 
dates to the other. This Order was imme- 
diately executed. So great a Number of 
Companies for Conti marched to the Right 
of the Szopa as alarmed the Saxon Fadlion 
not a little. They redoubled their Efforts 
to form a Body on the left, Notwithftand- 
ing all their Pains, there was a great Nunor 
ber wanting to make it equal that of the 
Adverfary. 

Difpofitions fo favourable induced theThePri- 
French Parfy to write every Inftant to thc^^^'i^^^" 
Primate, to conjure him to nominate the Vain to 
Prince of Co»//, without waiting *till next n^^™^« 
Day. But he let this Occafion, which For-of\:#»"/.^ 
tune prefent^d, flip; ashedidanother, when 
tb$ Palatinates drew up in Line of Battle 
and were r^ady to engage. The Caftellao 
of Kalifih mounted on a ftrong Horie, and 
holding a Crucifix in one Hand, and bis Sa- 
bre drawn in the oth^r, appeared at the 
Head of the Palatinates of his Party, calling 
out on all Sides, Let God, Conti ^ and Liberty, 
livp. Their Heats ran fo high, that it was 
expe£ted every Moment they would have 
charged each other. The Bifhops of Cuja- The fright 
wV/, Pofnania^ and Livonia^ were fo much g^]^ 
€Oiivinc«d pf it, that they took Horfe, fled 
G 2 to 
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1697. to Warfaw^ and hid themfelves intheCloi* 
^"""'""'"'^fter of St. John. It had been over with the 
Saxon and all the other Parties ; the Prince 
of Conti would have found no further Dif- 
ficulty, nor a double Ek6tion been to fear, 
had tne Primate then thought fit to nomi^ 
nate the King, After the Flight of the three 
Biftiops, there was no farther Apprehenfion of 
a contrary Nomination. But whether that 
Prelate was lefs inclined than he appeared, 
or had lefs Refolution than Probity, he com- 
plied at the Rcqueft of the Generals, to de- 
fer the Nomination till next Day. To ju- 
ftify this Condudt, it was ^iven out that 
fourteen Companies of Sendomir and Mazo* 
viay in which the greateft Strength of the 
oppofite Party confifted, had promifed to 
change Sides as foon as the Obfcurity of the 
Night would admit. Whether it were fo 
or not, he acquiefced with the Generals 
Propofal, and when he was foUicited to de- 
clare the Prince of Contij the Night ap- 
proaches, faid he, the Eleftion of the King 
of Poland fliould not be the Work of Dark- 
nefs. Let us do it to Morrow. 
Artifice to It was agreed by all Parties to pais the 
wtf Night on Horfeback, and that no Body 
Party of fliould quit their Poft.

They agreed that as they could 
do no otherwife, they would give up the 
Pretenfions of their refpedlive Candidates^ 
to the Eledor of Saxony , whofe Fadioa 
was the ftrongeft next to the Prince of Con-^ 
ti\. They went further. They engaged 
to affift the Chevalier Flemming with their 
Money. The Envoy of Brandenburgb con- 
tributed two hundred thoufand Crowns, in- 
tended for the Prince of Baden. The Bi- 
fliop of Pajfaw one hundred and fifty thou- 
fand, which he had with him; and the reft 
in Proportion. There was not any of them 
who did not come into this, even to the 
Refident of Venice, who took Occafion to 
fignalize himfelf, at the Queen's Expence, 
He advanced thirty thoufand Crowns^ which 
that Princefs had confided to his Care, to be 
applied occafionally for Vvxnct James's Ser- 
vice. All tliis Money with what the Che- 
valier FJemming had before, and what the 
Jews advanced upon Bills of Exchange > 
made up the Sum of one Million eight hun* 
dred thoufand Livres, which it was refolved 
to diflribute properly amongfl the two Par- 
ties. This was carried by Waggons all 
Night long to tl;ie Camp, and was a kind 
of Argument of much greater Force thaq

ExprefTes were ^f^i/xa, 
immediately difpatchcd, to know the Rea- 
fon of this Motion. The Palatine of M^ilna's 
Anfwer was ambiguous. He told them, his 
Example might terminate the Difierence, and 
his Behaviour implyed he offered his Arbi- 
tration. His Meaning was not well under- 
ftood. However, without defiring further 
Ejqjlications, the great Treafiirer his Bro- . 
ther, his Children, and all his Family, the 
Marfhal of the Diet, and the Primate con- 
jured him to relume his Rank. Which he 
did, after reprefenting the Danger of giving 
the Emperor, the Eledor of Brandenburgby 
and the Mufcovite Reafon to be diffatif- 
ficd.

Upon the Bifhop's Report, the Caftellan's 
Demand was granted. When the Deputies 
of each Side were met, thofe of the Party 
ThcirPrc-of Saxouy faid, it was not their Inclination, 
poi ih. ^Y\txt ftiould be a double Eledlion, and that 
if the other Party would abandon the Prince 
oiContiy the Partifans of 5'^/;ct?»y would do 
the fame by the Eledor, and all th? ojher 
Candidates who had been propofed. 

Opinions differed upon this Propofal. To 
c^ved. ibme it appeared ridiculous, and only done 
from their Want of Confidence in the Suc- 
cefs of their Meafures. Others were upon 
the Point of being catched by it, refleding 
the Party were content to exclude fo many 
Princes, if the Exclufion of only one were 
granted them. The High Treafurer of the 
Crown propofed to the Primate, to offer the 
Prince of Baden to the Party of Saxony, and 
the Bifliop of P/oJko feemed to fecond him.

Royal Family, and overthrow Prince j^^we/a 
Intereft. * " I afliire you, continued he, we

This Letter was delivered to the Primate, 
at the Time he was goipg to give the Bene-* 
didtion to the Palatinates.

This Protcft was dated the 25th of July^ Lord^wha 
and waa naadc before die Magtftratcs of the^^snedr 
Palatinate of Rava i thofe of fTarJaw having 
refufed fo receive it.

Errors of Thc Princc of Cofiti might have ajfTured 
J^J;;f 'himfelf of Succefshad he haftened his Arrival, 
and fent his Money. Thofe Circumftanccs 
would have given great Weight to his Party, 
but he delayed his conning toQ long, and his Re- 
mittances did not appear. His Friends grew 
cold in Confequence, fome prevailed on by 
the Eledlor's Money, abandoned him ; others 
more conftanr, declared to the Abbe Polig^ 
nac^ they could wait the Refult of his Pro- 
mifes 'till thc 31ft of ^uly^ and no longer, 
' and that the Lords who had figned the Aft 
of Ele<^ion, had not undertaken to perfe- 
vere beyond that Time. 
By what The Embaflador ot Franct had before 
occafioned. jj^p^^^j^^j two Couriers, but the firft had 

fpoiled all, by adding Circuroftances foreign 
to his Inftruftions, Whenhewasqueftion- 
, ed concerning the double EleSion, to make 
his Account more agreeable, hereplyedtbere 
was nothing to fear, and that it was highly 
probable at that Inftant, the Diviiion fub- 
fifted no longer. To the Prince of Conti^ en- 
quiring whether it was heceflary to haften 
his Journey, his foolifh Anfwer was, that 
he might fafely wait *till the Embaffy frpm 
the Republick fhould arrive , with this Ad- 
dition, that the Eledlor of Saxwf^ Partj^ 
could not fupport itfelflopg. 

The 
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Th« Court of France looked upon this as 1697 
a Truth to be relyed on : But Things had a- )^^^ 
nother Face the next Day, when the Copy oiFrance\ 
the Eledlor oiSaxonf^ Letter to his Minifter ^*^^- 
at the Hague ^ to fignify his Eledion, ap- 
peared. People were furprizcd it did not 
mention the Prince of Conti's Eledlion, and 
fbme Letters from Dantzick ftill encreafed 
;hcir Aftonifliment, There was no know- 
ing what to make of the News, and every 
Body waited with Impatience the Embafla- 
dor's Arrival, whom the firft Courier pcr- 
fifted to aflfure them would come, the* np 
Body was appointed for that Commiflion. . 

The fccond Courier arrived at the Court bfet right; 
of France the fixteenth of July^ and brought 
an Account of the State of the Divifionj 
He reprcfented how neceffary the Prince's 
Prefence was, and that it was an Error to cx- 
peft the coming of an Embaffy, which the 
War made almoft Impradlicable. The Af* 
fair being thus explained, the Prince prepa* 
red for his Journey. However, it waa 
thought cpnfiftent to wait till the Primate 
ihould at leaft notify his Eledlion. By which 
Means the third Courier, difpatched the 
i8th of July^ who did not arrive till the 
9th oiAuguJi^ found the Prince ftill at Pa^ 
ris. He brought a Letter from the Primate, 
with the Ajft of Eledion figned by that Pre- 
late, the Archbifhop ofL^c?^e?A/, and the o- 
thjpr Bilhops ip thp Party of France, cxc^fft 
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1697- the Bl/hop of CracoTiVj who had abfemcdi 
^"'^''^^"^ himfclf, under the E^ccufc <rf' his great Age. 
The great Officers of the Crown, TttidLithu^ 
attia^ the Palatines and Caftellan^ had alfbr 
figned that Inftrument, except the great Mar-^ 
(hal Lukomirjki^ who ftood Neuter, and the 
Viec-Chancellor I'arh^ who had taken Party 
with the Eledor. 
P. cSCoti' But as the deftined Period Jufy 31 wa? 
prej^cycuii P^^' the Prince thought he (hould expofe 
to him. hinifelf tpo much in taking the Journey. 
He refolved therefore to wait the farther 
Explication of Circumftances fb much em* 
hroiled. It was, however, high Time for 
him to fet out, and to remit the Moncyi as 
the Event demoaftrated. The Shortnefs of 
the Term affigned the Abbe Pblignac^ feem- 
ed to be only a Menace to haften the Prin- 
cess Departure, and the Return of the Money. 
The Zeal of his Party rekindled upon the 
News of the Ele<flor's having entered the; 
Kingdom, and taken Meafurcs tofecure him* 
fclf the Crown by Force. Their Adherence 
to the Prince went farther than could be ex- 
pedcd, and if it failed oi Succefs, the Prihce'sj 
Want of Diligence and the Primate's Want 
of Vigour were alone in Fault. 
Efforts of The Abbt Polignac and Chateauneuf had 
ihe ^v^/z^i' nothing to reproach themfelves. They fpa- 
red no Lndcavours to animate fuch as were 
iirm to the French Intereft , to encourage 
lihofe who might defpond, and to ii? fach 
- -j'^^^^ as 
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as their Advtrfaries tried to corrupt. A par- ^ Jj^^i;^ 
dcular Circumftance favoured their Appli- ^^^^^^^ 
cations, in giving them an Opportunity of 
gaining Time , the only Refuge they had. 
The EleSor of Brandenburgb^ as we have 
feen, had offered his Mediation in Anfwcr 
to the Primate's Letter. The Hopes of find- 
ing fome Advantage from the Length of the 
Treaty, as well as Refpedt for a neighbour- 
ing Prince, occafioned the Acceptance of his 
Offer, and Conferences were held accord- 
ingly. 

They began the 9th of Auguji. In them Confer- 
the EleSor of «S^x^;3[y propofed Conditions ence be- 
which fufficiently explained how little hcj^^^^^^ 
inclined to Accommodation. It was firft Parties. 
demanded in his Name, that the Diet of Con- 
fiirmacion ihould not be held, or if it fhould 
not be judged proper to countermand it, that 
the Primate (hould oblige himfelf , by a pro- 
per Inftrument, to nominate in it the Eledor 
oi Saxony y inftead of the Prince of G?^?//. In 
the fecond Place it was required, that the 
Primate fliould iffue his Proclamation, for 
aflembling the petty Diets to precede the Di- 
et of Coronation' Upon thefe Conditions, 
that Prince engaged, not to be crowned by 
the Bifliop of Cujaviay to date hfs Eledlion 
only from the Day it ftiould be confirmed 
by the Diet, to fign fuch PaSia Conventa^ 
as fliould be requifite, and to pay in ready 
Money tp the Chiefs, and Lords of the oppo- 
3 ^i^^' 
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^697. fite Party, the Sum of eight Hundred four^ 
^■^^""^^^^^ fcorc and twelve thouiand Crowns, to be 
divided amongd them as they (hould think 
fit. 

The Anfwer of the oppofite Party to 
thefe Offers, did not imply their being much 
difcouraged The 15th oiAuguJl the Cardi- 
nal Primate delivered in Writing, to the 
Minifter of that Prince, his Anfwer to the 
feveral Propofitions which had been made. 
He therein declared as well in his own, as 
theNames of the Lords, who fupported the 
Prince of Conti\ Eleftion, that the Oppofi- 
tion to the Eledtor of Saxonf^ Nomination, 
did not refult from any Averfion to his pcr- 
fon, that they paid due Refpeft to his Birth, 
and other great Qualities, but that it was . 
founded in their Zeal for the Roman Catho- 
lick Religion, for which, as well as in Defence 
of their Liberty, they were ready to(hed their 
Blood, whilft the contrary Party daily omit- 
ted Nothing, that might fubvert the Laws 
of the Kingdom. In another Place he re- 
prefented, that the fundamental Laws of the 
Nation required, that not only the King, but 
the Queen Confort fhould, before the Coro- 
nation, profeis the /?^/wi2» Catbolick KtXx^i^ 
on ; two Conditions agreed to by the Eleft- 
or before his Nomination, and fince by his 
Embaffador, at his fwearing the PaSia Con^ 
venta, upon Pain of Nullity of Eledilon : 
Biit tho' they (hould believe that Prince'^ 
:^t-„; 8 Convcr- 
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Convcrfion finccre, it was certain^ the E- ^^97- 
leftrefs pcrfiftcd in the Cakinijiick Religion, ^VXJ 
and therefore they could not in Confcience 
confent to the Coronation of the Eledor ; to 
thefe Reprefentations they added other De- 
mands J that the Eleftor with his Troops 
{hould depart the Kingdom; that he (hould 
fend from the Frontiers, to claim the Crown 
at the Diet of Confirmation ; that he fliould 
give new Proofs of his Converfion j that he 
Siould renew his Abjuration in Preience of 
Bifhops not of his own Party ; that the E- 
ledrefs (hould do the fame; and that he 
ihould renounce the A£t of his Nomination, 
&c. All thefe Articles being previoufly exe- 
cuted, and his own Offers made good, it 
was agreed that the Affair of the Election 
fhould be again taken into Confideration, 
and that he (hould no longer be deemed an 
Ufurper, but a legitimate Candidate, for 
whom the Nobility (hould have the utmoft 
Regard. 

This Confidence expreffed on both Sides, Confi. 
was not without Foundation. What had th^Pi bcc 
pafTed in feveral Diets, fummoncd by theofC^;.//'s 
Bi(hop of Gujavia for the 6th of jiuguji^^^^^^y- 
encouraged the Prince of Conti's Party. 
Very little Regard was had to that Prelate's 
Letters. The greater Part of the Gentlemen 
hadcomplyed with them, only for the Op- 
portunity of proving the Nullity of the *Stf;^- 
p;^ Eleftion, and .the. Irregularity of the E- 

leftor's 
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*697- Icftor^s Procccdii:^, and *rould notnorai* 
^'^'^ "^ jaatc Deputies for his Co'ronatian. The Di- 
et ofSroda carried it ftill further^ The Pa- 
iatinates which compofed it, entered into 
a Confederacy, declared War againft the £- 
ledtor, and chofe for their General the Ca»- 
Aellan oiKalifcb^ and ioc their Marflial tta^ 
domicki. The Palatinates of Lenckia and 
Rava^ joined this Confederacy : Befidea 
which a Courier arrived with Letters to the 
Primate from the Prince of Conti : That 
Prince after having made his Acknowledge 
ments for the Choice the Republick had 
made of his Perfon, aiTured him of his Re<- 
folution of coming to place himfelf at the 
Head of their Troops, and venture his Blood 
in Defence of their Liberties, as foon as he 
received the News he expcQcd. From 
whence it appeared, the Prince had not yet 
received the Adlof his Eleftion, fent him by 
the third Courier : But there was Reafoa 
to believe that Adt was delivered to him 
foon after the Date of his Letter, which was 
fufficient to animate the Courage of his 
Friends, and keep their Hopes alive. 
EmbafTy The Eleftorof Saxony cmi his Part, feeing 
toofFcr himfelf at the Head of a confiderablc Body 
Io'theT''<^^ Troops, expeaed every Thing from his 
icftor. Prefence, his Money, and the Support of 
his Party. A few l^ys after his Election, 
the Bi(hop of Cujavia fent an Embafiy to 
offer him jhc Crown. The 3d oif July^

The Deputies after haning been admitted its Re- 
%o kifs the Ele€tor*s Hahd, were entcrtamed^^P^'*- 
at a feparate Table ^ whilft he dined at a- 
nother raHed on purpofe, with the BUhop 
oiPaffaw^ the linperial Embaflador. It is 
faid the Palatine of Folbima, who harangued 
that Prince in the Name of Poland, taking 
Offence at his not being placed kt jthe fame 
Table, . began to condemn himfelf for , the 
Difcourie he had made, and believed he had 
drawn that Contempt upon^bimfelf by Ex- 
preiiions j that in&plyed Meannefs and Flar«- 
tery. And indeed that wa« every Body's 
Opinion of his Difcoutfcf It was furpr idling 
to hear from the Mouth of a Polijh Lord fuch 
Terms, as the Palatine made yfe of. " Yibar 
" Majefty, faid he, has.triuaiphed over the ^^j^^^- 
" Turks, triumph again \n the Hearts of the sp-Lh! * 
" Polijh Nzixdn. Let thofe Hands, accuftom^ 
*^ ed to Vidtory over the Infidels, receive the 
" Crown we offer. The People who give 
" you their Suffrages, givethcmtoaPrince, 
>^ whom R0i»^ regards as her Defender, and 
•*^ Chriftendom as it's Bulwark 5 to a Prince, 
I *^ whofe 
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^^97- ** whofe Experience, Abilities, Exploits 
>^^f^ " and Vidories, muft make him the Efteem 
** of all Mankind/' He went on with faying, 
^ In abandoning the Errors of your Coun- 
^ try, you have found Crowns amongfl 
^' Strainers* God has opened your Heart 
" by his Spirit, and we open you the Gates. 
" of our Kingdom. Several excellent Prin- 
" ces of the higheft Merit, who afpired to 
*^ the Crown, have preiented themfelves 
'* Candidates^ iince we were deprived of our 
^' King : But you alone brcxight God into 
*^ the Difpute, you alone began with the 
" Lord - • - • We know not, faid he in 
*' a lower Voice, whether it is more your 
** Will or your Right to be our King. You 
^ were (o however, without knowing it. 
<< True Happine& confifts in the Merit of 
*^ poiTeffing it, and to be unconfcious of 
^* fuch Merit. - • - - He continued, " We 
** read this Day in the general Joy the In* 
^^ dulgeoce of Heaven in this Effeft of its 
«« Providence, whkh dcfcends to prefide 
<< amongft us. For this Caufe our Repub- 
«* lick, now yours, whofe Fame is fo ex- 
^« tcnfive, reveres you, cheriihes you with 
«« its entire Affedion, and defires you as the 
«* Pcrfon whom they have chofen for their 
^* King, or rather whom God hath elected 
** to rule over them, and whom we receive 
" with gladnefc. He added, come then, 
« bleft Prince, fince God has decreed it fo,

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" fince Poland io ardently defires it, fincc »^97- 
•* Germany approves it, fince Europe ap- 
'* plauds it ; in a Word, fince all the World, 
*' except the Barbarians, fliarc in thegene- 
*• ral Joy, and join in Acclaoiations. For 
" you Chriftendoto prepares immortal Fan^, 
•^ Afia its Spoils, and Poland its Diadem, 
" covered with La wrels. He concluded vc^ith 
faying, " We blefs what we have ittn^ 
•* we publifh what you are, and the Hopes 
*^ we entertain of fo great a Prince. In fine* 
^' we will declare yoUr Glory to the Nati- 
*^ ons around, and all the World ftiall be 
V filled with your Renown and Majefty. 

After the Entertainment, the Company Who wap- 
repaired to the Camp of the Saxons^ whef e Q^JIeffi of 
the Eledor reconciled the Palatine oiFolhi- the Eieft- 
nta^, by appointing him General of his^^^'^^^P*- 
Troops. That Prince fei out the 25 th 
from T^arntrwitz^ and arrived the next Day 
jit Pukdru He there the 27th renew- 
ed his Abjuration, in thd Jejuits Church, 
to the Biihop of Samogitia; was prefont 
at the Mafs, celebrated by that- Prelate, 
and received the Sdcramen t from him. To^ 
wards the Clofc of the Mais, he fwore the 
Pa^a Ctmventa 5 after which the T^ Deum 
was fung. On the 28th he give an Enser*- 
tainment to the Imperial Embafiador^ and 
(he principal Lords pf the Deputation in the 
Caftle of the Bifiiop of Cracolv. A confi-

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1697. to pay their Court, whom he received as his

That Prin- [ia ye eledled me for your King, you are come 
to the No- ^o prefent me the Crown, you have invited 
bility. me hither, and I am come. For Love of you 
I have quitted my State and my Country, 
not with the Defign to be expenfive to you, 
but to bring with me Plenty, my Wealthy 
my Arms, and all my Power; to advance as 
much as poflible the Glory, and the Honour 
of your Nation, in combating its Enemies, 
and particularly the Enemies of the Chri- 
ftian Name. The Prince further affured 
them, that he would never draw his Sword, 
but in Defence of their Liberties, and the 
Authority repofed irt him. 
HisAp- The Ele<5lor continued on the 29th his 
proach to March towards Cracow^ and on the 3 ift ar- 
Cracow. ^\y^^ ^t the Gates of that City. He did not 
think proper to make his Entry at that Time, 
and flopped at the Royal Palace of Lobzow^ 
^ fituate in the Suburbs. Francis Lubomirjki 
Staroft of Ol/ztin, who had inhabited there 
fome Time, was obliged to leave theHoufe 
not being ftrong enough to difputc the Pof- 
feffion. He was however fufficiently fo^ to 
bricak up the petty Diet of the Palatinate of 
Cracowy and had the Courage to return in- 
to that Capital with the Nobility, without 
waiting upon the Elcdlor. From thence he 
went to H^arfaWy where he encouraged the 
Prince of Cmti*^ Party, who were alarmed 

at 
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at the Eleftor's being at Cracow. Can yoa »^97- 
fear, fa id he, at this Diftance a Perfon whom -^^"^ 
neither my Friends npr me were afraid of, 
when we were clofe to him. What prevent- 
ed the Elcftor's making his Entry into the 
City was, becaufe Count JVtelopplJki^ Cover- 
nour of the Caftle, refufed to furrender itj 
pretending that the Duty of his Office oblig- 
ed him not to give it up, but to fuch King, 
as* the Nobility (hould unanimouily approve. 
He was fummoned in. vain, Threats did not 
terrify him, but five thouffind Crowns in 
ready Money , and a Bracelet given his Wife 
put all thoib vigorous Refolutions to flight. 
After this Atchiey^ment theElefior made his 
Entry into the Capital, where he immedi* 
ately held a great Council. Opinions dif-HoMs a 
fered in it. A linall Number of Lords were great 
warm for forcing thp Primate, and reducing ^°"^** 
the reft of the Kingdona ; or at leaftfor ad- 
vancing to WarfaWy to prevent the Aflem-

pinion, that it was better to wait the liTue 
of the Diet, to continue however at the Ca- 
pital, and to repair and improve its Forti- 
fications, as much as the Time would admit.

He 
Coiution. declared, thiE^t he i^xpedted to havp found 
more Vigour in Perfons, fp well inclined to 
acknowledge him their Sovereign. Hk Fprr 
titude did not iPail to give Occafipn for^ a- 
bundance of Encpmiums. To adt agreeably^ 
to which he was told it was necei&ry to in- 
troduce foreign Troops into ^e Kingdom, to 
gain by Liberality the iecond plafs of the 
Nobility, and to fenfl as foonas.ppflible their 
Flay to the Crown Army. The Eledtor re- 
iiflh'd this Advice* To engage the Arnay 
in his Intereil^ he judged an important Point. 
fwmT ^^ w^^^^ purpofe he fent two Millions to the 
on^among Caftcllan of Culm^ and the Palatine of Crar 
the cowy to be diftributed among the Troops. 
Troops. PrzepeTidowJki, in th? Diftribution of this 
Money, told the Tawarzizs^ orLife-Guards : 
•* You fee, we give you the Money, which 
f* France promifes you. 
Effcft of This Liberality could not fail to debaucl^ 
Sit^!^''* a confiderable Part of the Army. A Num- 
ber of Companies v^^ith Potojkij great Huntf- 
man of the Crown at their Mead, went over 
to the Eledlor. Notwithftanding which, to 
the great Aftonilhment of Ei/r^/e', the reft 
of the Army fiercely refufed fo much as to 
look upon the Money offered them, and 
continued firna to the Intereft of a Prince, 

who 
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who gave them only Promifes. Twelve «^7- 
Commiflaries of the Army had aftually been ^"V"^ 
three Weeks at WarfctWy without obtaining 
any Thing at the Expiration of that Term, 
but a Continuation of ever diftant Hopes, 
and fair Profeffions without Confequence. 

The Abbe Polignac laboured with his whole vfcafurct 
Addrefs, to keep the reft of the Army in the of the 
Party oi France, and to reaffure the Polijhl'^^^^ 
Lords, who began tobedifcouraged, Tho'dor. 
an undertaking of this Nature was difHcuIc 
without Mbney^ he found Means to bring it 
to bear, and the 24th of Augufl^ had the 
Confolation to (ee his Applications fucceis* 
fuL The Prince of Cwi/i's Party affcmbled 
that Day in the Caftle of Win/dqw^ where 
they defired the Embaflador's Prefence. 
Nocwithftanding the Cbnfternation occa- 
iioned by the Prince's Abfisnce, and the 
Delay of the Remittances, that MiniAer's 
wife Precautions received dpe Praife. A- 
mong other Things, they commended his 
having entertained the Palatine of Wilna\ 
Regiment of Foot, from the Time of the 
Elcdion, to guard the Bridge of Boats upon • 
the Vijlula^ which preferved the Communi- 
cation of Poland and Lithuania. But as he 
feem'd without Hopes, after having pledged 
his Jewels, he was afked, to what Expedi- 
ent he would next have Recourfe againft 
the prcfent Danger, from the Want of Mo- 
ney.

The firii ^^ '^^^ ^^^^ 8^^^^ Difficulty the firfl: of 
rc^fted. thcfe Propoficions was agreed to. However 
. after ftrong Debates, it was refolvcd, that if 
before the Opening, or during the Continu- 
ance of the Diet, Advice fhould come of the 
Prince of Conti*s fetting out for Pcland^ they 
ihould make no farther Queftion of agree- 
ing with the EmbafTadors Demand : But if 
that Prince fhould ijot come, it would be 
better to fuppofe the firft Eleftion valid. In 
Reality there was no great Advantage to be 
hoped fropi a fecppd Proclamation ; on the 
contrary it might have given Room to imar 
gine, its beiag only made to redlify the De-*^ 
The fe- fefts of the firft^ What was furprizing, the 
cond re- fecorid Propofal of jnuch greater Importance 
^^^^^ * met with no Difficulty. It was refolved to 
make a Rokozs or Confederacy, and to de- 
clare War againft the Eledor as an Ufur^ 
per. 

The Diet however, which was to con^ 
ot'Conhr- firm the Eledion, the Republick (hould deem 
niationaf- conformgWe to its Laws, convened. This 
iembies. Sort of Diets are called in xht PoUJh Lan- 
guage Boparcia. It opened the 26th oiAu^ 

gufi 
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guji in the Field of Eledion near Wj^rfaWy ^^^Th 
with a Speech made by the Sieur Bielinjki^ onr^^ 
great Chamberlain of the Crown, and Rlar- 
(hal of the Diet. He faid, he defired nothing 
fo much as to fign^lize his Ze^l for the pulv 
lick Service, that in fo urgent a Danger, if 
all the Npbility would unite, he would do 
his utmoft to fupport their Meafures, but 
withopt a Confederacy he could have no Con- 
cern, having taken an Oath to obey the Laws, 
without adhering to any Party. He afterr 
wards made grea^ CopipUint of the Violences 
committed by the Eledtor and his Adherents, 
particularly their having feizcd the Town 
^ndCaftle of Cracow^ an evidejit Attempt 
as well upon the Liberty, gs the. Religion of 
the Rcpublick. 

In this Aflembly were fcveral of the E» violence 
leftor's Party^ whofe coming thither, was on^ committed 
ly withDefigntodiffolvethe Dietbyprotcft.^,*^^ 
ing. As foon as the Marfhal had finiCh'd \ii%^tixonj'^ 
Difcourfe, Danowjki^ Nuncio of /^/^' more ^*'^- 
refolute than the reft, began to fpeak. He 
aflced the meaning of calling the Diet of Pfl- 
farcia ; as the Nation had proclaimed thcE- 
Ipdor o( Saxony. He had prepared to tur 
large upon the Occafion, when about fix 
thoufand Gentlemen drew their Sabres, He 
knew the Danger into which he had rafhly 
thrown himfelf, and endeavoured to favc 
himfelf by Flight ; but was purfued out of the 
Field of Ele^ion, received fcveral Wound^, 

aod 
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1697. and was left for dead in the Arms of his 
^-^^"""^^""^ Friends, who had not dared to take his De- 
fence upon themfelves. Danowfti did not 
die of his Wounds, as was given out. He 
recovered, butlofttheUfeof his Limbs, and 
was disfigured in fuch a Manner, as made 
him a Speftacle of Horror. All who had 
Orders to fupport that Nuncio's Proteft, were 
tcrrifyed by this Ufage of him. They were 
afraid fo much as to whifper their Intentiqp, 
and ftole away at their firft Opportunity. 
Primate^s The Prittiate madcalfo ^Spcech, inwhlch 
Speech, be explained the Reafons that ought to en- 
gage them to fupport the Prince of Contfs 
-EJeAion. He took Pajins to prove, that ^t 
v^s conformable to the Laws of the Realm, 
and advantagious to the publick Good, and 
the Safety of the Kingdom. He afterward? 
ordered that Prince's Letter to him to be 
read, in which he declared the fole Motive 
of his delaying his Journey, was hisnothar 
ving received any Letter from the Repub- 
lick. The fame Reafon prevented his affum- 
ing the Title of King of Poland^ becaufe 
only the Republick had a Right to confer it, 
and of inviting him into a Kingdom, of 
which they had thought him worthy to be 
the Head. After the Receipt of this News, 
added the Prince, which I attend with the 
vrmoft Impatience, your Eminence may be 
affured, I fliall repair with the utmoft Dili- 
gence to the Place, where my Duty calls

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inc> and I fliall ufc my whole Endeavours "697- 
to make tbofe fenfible, who have done me -^^VNJ 
the Honour of fo glorious a Choice, that I 
am not unworthy of it, and il^t it is my 
Rcfolution to employ the reft of my Life, 
and to fhed the laft Drop of my Blood for 
the Augmen^tion of their Glory^ and Dc^ 
fence pf their Liberty. 

After this Letter was read, the Diet with Prince or 
unanimous Confent, confirmed the Prince ofp^^/'"« E- 
Ccnti's Eilcdtion, and promifcd to fupport itco^ikLji. 
at the Hazard of their Lives. The 27th 
they capie to no Refolution, the jiiie Po* 
Ugnac expeAing Difpatches, that did not ar- 
rive. That Day the Marfhal defired to know 
what Anfwer (hould be given to ibme Nun-^ 
cio's, from the Palatinates of Cracow and 
Sendcmiry who defired fiifc Conduct for their 
Perfons, appreheniave of being treated as the 
Nuncio DammJkiYizA been. Their Reply 
was, that if they came, to the Diet for the 
Defence of the Religion, the Laws, and Li- 
berties of the Republick, they would be well 
received; but il they prefumed to difturb 
the AfTcmbly withunfeaionabieProtefts, they 
might expei^ to be anfwered in the fame 
Style with that Nuncio. 

The 28th the Primate, whoobferved their jvimire 
Difpofition favoured his Dcfigns, propofed rropofes a 
a Rokozsy or -general Confederacy. He re-^r"^^"^^" 
prpfemed on one Side, their Liberty violated ^ ^* 
by the Elcdor of Saxony, and tbcir^ R<:Iigi-.

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»697- on in Danger, if that Prince fliould feize up- 
^'^^^^ on the Crown ; and on the other he obferved 
the Moderation of the Prince of Contiy who 
was apprehcniive of the leaft Appearance of 
an Attempt .upon the national Liberty, of 
which he would not give the leaft Room to 
fufped him. He excufed the Prince's defer- 
ring his Journey, and the Delay of the Re*- 
mittances, fometimes infinuating dbe Inter- 
ception, to which Bills of Exchange were 
liable, and fometimes the Ffauds, which the 
Merchants of Dmtzick might commit at 
the Queen's Inftigation. 
wiijch is The Rokozs was therefore refolved upon, 
for the Defence df Religion and Liberty ; 
each of them engaging his Faith, Honour 
and Confcience to fupport that Confederacy, 
and to fhed the laft Drop of his Blood in the 
fame Sentimients; and that it fhould not be 
diifolved, till the Republick ihould be reefta- 
bliihed in aH 4t$ Rights and Privileges. And 
for the better Regulation of Bufinefe, they 
chofe for Marflial of the Council, Stephen 
de Rycbt Humienijki^ Mafter of the Houf- 
hold of Podoliay and appointed two Depur 
ties of each Province for his Council. Bie" 
linjki refigned the StaflF of Office to him , re- 
ferving to himfelf the Right of prefcnting the 
Diploma^ or Adl of Eledtion, to the King 
legally chofen, which was granted. 
DifEculty In Conformity to the Cuftom upon like Oc- 
in If tf^ cafions, they confidered upon appointing 
ScAor. ' Deputies 
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Deputies from the Senate, and Nobility, to «697- 
reprcfent to the Eledor of Saxony, the Vio- ^-^^^^ 
lation of the Rights and Liberties of the Re* 
publick. The Difficulty was to find Per- 
sons of Refolution enougn to execute fo deli- 
cate a Commiffion. The Bifliop of Kiow^ 
to remove the Diet's Perplexity upon this 
Account, offered himfelf to go to Cracow^ 
and entreat the Elector in the Name of the 
RakozSy to retire to his own Country from 
the Lands of the Republick, and not pro- 
ceed to the Coronation, intended by the 
^ Bifhop of Cujaviay becaufe that Ceremony 
would be concluded of no EfFed, as would 
all Statutes, Declarations, and all other ! Ads 
whatfoever made, fubfifting the Protefts, as 
well before as after the double Eledlion. The 
Prelate began his Journey to execute this 
Commiffion, but upon being apprized, that 
the Eledor's Party prepared to treat him in 
the fame Manner, the Prince of Conti^s had 
done Dan(nvjki, he judged it rafh to expoie 
himfelf to fo evident a Danger, and inftead 
of proceeding returned dircSly. 

The fame Day the Diet appointed thePa- ^o Body ^ 
latine of Wilna, Generalijjimo of the Repub- IhcC^?"' 
lick's Forces ; but he excufed himfelf from mand of 
accepting that Honour, till the Arrival of '^'^'^'^'• 
the Money for the Subfiftence of the Troops. 
The Palatine of Kiow^ to whom the fame 
Employment was offisred, refufed it for the 
fame Reafoos. It iiad been difficult after this

per not to appoint any Body> and refolved 
that the Prince of Conti upon his Arrival, 
might difpofe of that Office^ in Favour of 
whom he (hould think fit. 
Sziffia dc- . As foon as the Aft of G>nfcdcracy was 
moUflied. yg^jy^ j|^^ Primate ordered the Sz(j>a, or 
Enclofiire of the Field of Election to be 
throvCT down. On the 29th the Palatine 
of Plq^o was fummoned to furrender the 
Caftle of fFarfaw^ of which he was Cover* 
nor. He made Difficulties in doing it. Up^ 
on which the Palatine of jK/Vw ordered twelve 
Pieces of Cannon to be drawn from the Ar- 
ienal, and pointed againfl the Houfe of that 
Senator. The Fear of feeing a magnificent 
Palace draioiiihed, induced him to furren-^ 
der the Caftle, into which the Primate en* 
tered with a numerous Train of Followers, 
and proceeded to hold a Council in the Hall 
Councils of the Senate. They there read the Adt of 
^^^^^ Confederacy, which the Primate jSgned fir fl, 
and afterwards the Palatine of fri/na, and 
the reft of the Senators, the Nuncio's, and 
the Gentlemen, with the Addition of this 
Claufe, I promife^ ^f^g^g^t and fwmr to thd 
Performance of the above written. After 
which they took the Oath in Caput & in 
Animamj upon J^ife and Salvation. A 
Gentleman of the Saxon Party having been 
difcovered amcmg the Crowd, they would 

have 
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have thrown him out of the Window, if he «697- 
had not had the Addrcfs to difcngage from' -^"^^^^^^ 
thofcy who feized hiin» and to throw himfelf 
at the Feet of the Primate, who, covering 
him with his Mantle, faved his Life, 

The following Days they agreed upon fe- Mcafurci 
vera! Articles to fupporc the Confederacy jottheCon- 
and came to a Rcfolution to write to the Bi- ^<^^'^^"' 
ihop of Cujavia and Cracow, and exhort 
(hem, not to expofe themfelves to the Re* 
fentment of the Republick, in crowning the 
Eledtor of Saxony, for each Party ftiled it* 
felf the Republick, and aiTumed the Autho* 
rity of afting in the Name of the whole Na- 
tion. At the fame Time the Bifhop of 
Ksou\ and the Caftellan Zurnowjki were 
appointed to communicate to the Army the 
Refolutions of the Diet, and to perfuade them 
to join in the Confederacy. They conclud- 
ed with dcfiring the Primate to haften ha 
Proclamations, for the affembling the Pofi^ 
polite the J5th of September \ in order for 
the whole Nobility to march agaibft the E- 
leiStor of Saxony, if he refufcd to depart the 
Kingdom* 

The Intention at Bottom was lefs to oblige Their Ma- 
tbe EleSor to -remove from the Lands of the "vw. 
Republick, than to prevent the Coronation 
of that Prince, fixed for the .15th o( Sep^ 
tember The Kings of Poland have a Right 
as foon as they arc crowned, to difpofe of 
,chc vacant lifliploymcnts, of which there 

was 
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1697- was at that Time a great Number, thro 
^^^'^^^'^thc length of the Interregnum, which footh- 
ed the Ambition of many. It was not doubt^- 
cd, but the Eledtor upon his Coronation 
would diftribute thofe Offices for which 
Reaibn they endeavoured to prevent a Cere* 
mony by Force, that had put it into his Powefr 
CO difpofe of them* But if the Prince of 
Ctmti^s Party were adtive in taking vigorous 
Refolutions, they wanted Ardour to put them 
in Execution. Befides the Saxon Army w^s 
at Cracow ; thofe of the Crown and Lithua^ 
ma would not move without their Pay, and 
the aflembiing the Nobility was difficult for 
the fame Reafon. AH which obliged them 
to prefer Negociation. 
Ncgocia- The Pope's Nuncio would have been well 
rion fct on Satisfy *d to have been admitted Arbitrator. But 
he had declared himfelf too openly for the 
£le(%or again £b the Prince of Contiy and tha' 
upon Complaints made of his Behaviour, he 
had been ordered to obferve an exaft Neu- 
trality, there was no Confidence to be repo- 
fed m him upon that Account. It was 
looked upon as much more expedient, toac^ 
cept the Eledlor oi Brandenburgb'% Media- 
tion, which had been neglected for feveral 
Weeks paft. Each Party accordingly ap- 
pointed their Deputies, and the Conferen- 
ces begun. 
Propofais The firft Propofal, made by the French

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kad occafioaed the breaking up of xtbc firft , L!^^Zli 
C(mfei?efikCe. Tkek fecoijui Propofal, tho' 
more moderate, was no better received ; 
which rediiiced them to be contented, that 
the Eledor fhould defer his Coronation, at 
Icaft till OSober^ that they niight have Time 
for the Difcufijon of the three principal Points 
inQucftions the diftqaiflion of the German 
Troops; theConvcrfionoftbeEletarefs; and 
the Satisfadipn to be made the Prinute, for 
the vident A ttenfipts in prejudice of his Au* 
thority. The Ele^or wemed at firft to re- 
lifli this Expedient* To engage him to come 
entirely into it, the Chiefs of ^;he Rokozs 
offered a Writing, by'whi^h they agreed to 
acknowledge^ that Prin(3e aa Kipgy upon Con- 
dttion i)6'W0^1dnot'becrowii'd till the 3arh 
of September. ^ On the other Hand the feme 
Lord^ olF(}r:ed the Primate, to oblige them^ 
felves by ^another Writing, never to aban- 
don him, provided he would fign nothing in 
prejudice « the Prince qfC^^^/i'sIntereft, 

The Eki^r's Council, having deliberated Ekaor^s 
upon thefe Offers, did not give into the ^"^"^^, 
Snare. It was refolved as foon as poffible 
to found the Primate, and to demand his 
Propofals in Writing, It was conceived, 
that if he refufed, it would be a Proof, they 
were a Corttrivance to gain Time, or if he 
complyed , they might at a proper Time be 
made Ufe of againft himfelf. The Propo- 
fal was made to him, but he cxcufed him- 
K felf 
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»697- felf from figning aiiy Thing. He urged a 
^■"^"^^ great many Rcafons for fuch Behaviour, and 
amongft others, that it was neccffary to af* 
fembic the Nobility, in Order to reprefent 
10 them the Difpofition of the Elcdor to 
fatisfy the Republick upon it's Grievances. 
This Refufal of the Primate's gave Reafon to 
conclude, his Delign v/as only to amufe the 
Council, and give Time to the Prince of Conti 
to arrive in Poland. They were highly plea- 
fed to fee the P^/Ifi, contrary to their Cuftom, 
prefer the Method of Treaty to that of Arms, 
and did not fail to make the moft of a Dif- 
pofition fo favourable to the Eledlor's Inte- 
His Coro- reft. It was refolved in that Prince's Coun^ 
folvcd. '^ ^^^ ^^^^ ^is Coronation fhould be on the 
15th of September. They were the more 
inclined to fuch a Refolution, becaufe ma^ 
ny Lords, and Gentlemen, waited only that 
Ceremony, to declare in his Favour. Ma- 
ny, of the French Party difgufted with bare 
Promifes without any EfFeft, would have 
been glad of the Coronation's being over. 
Others wifhed it for ihe fake of Peace and 
Quiet, and to hear no more of an Affair, 
whofe length had made it tedious to them. 

Such was the Difpofition of the greateft 
Part of the Freficb Faftidh, when News 
came to fVarfaw^ that the Eleftor without 
Regard to the Conferences ftill on foot, 
far from deferring his Coronation, had been 
crowned September 15th, and to add to the 
8 Magni- 
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Magnificence of that Coronation^ had or- '^7- 
der (d his Equipages, and Moveables of great- ^-"^^^"^^^^ 
eft Value, to be brought irom Drefden. 
That Prince had indeed upon his Entry into Makcshis 
Cracow^ according to Cuftoni) ufed Means cr^o^, 
to come at the Royal Ornaments. The 
DiflGicuky was not fmall. Thofe Orna- 
mefts were kept in the Treafury, of which 
eight Officers had the Keys, and fix of the 
Number were in the Pritice of Conti'% Inte- 
reft. The Council of Saxony refolved toj^fuy- 
force a Place that had been always facred. broke 
However, that they might not feem to vio- °P^' 
late the Law againft breaking open the Trea- 
fury, it was judged advifeable, to have a 
Part of the Wall thrown down. The Breach 
was entered, and the Ornaments taken a- 
way, v^ithout any Regard to the Remon* 
ftrances of the Guardian of the Crown, or 
the Burgraves of Cracow. 

There were other Difficulties, but remov- Mfficultlct 
cd with the fame Eafe. For firft the Kbg, '"'^^^• 
according to the Laws of the Kingdom, 
(hould have been crowned by the Archbi- 
(hop of Gnefna^ Primate of Poland. The 
Eled:or's Council of four or fiv^ Senators, 
thought fit to declare the Archbiflioprick of 
Gnefna vacant. In the fecond Place, the 
Corps of the late-King fhould have been in- 
terred before the Coronation, and they were 
not in Poflcffion oiWarfaw^ where the Roy- 
al Body was depgfited. They had however 
/^ K 2 a Salvo 
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1697. a SaWo for that alfo, which was to perform 
^^"^y^^ his Obfcqufes in Effigy in the Cathedral 
Church, with the fame Magnificence as if 
that Prince's Body bad been aftually there. 
Corona- All thefe Difficulties being thus removed, 
donofthe^jjig Eleftor weat the 14th according to 
Cuftom, to the Churchof St. 5/tf»/^«j, todb 
Honour to that Martyr's Memoty. The %th 
the Day appointed for the Coronation, that 
Prince^ habited in a Qiirafs, and the Eledko* 
ral Robes, went >a:bout Noon, attended by the 
Senators^and preceded by Lubomirjki^ Grand* 
Marfbal of tlie Crown, carrying his Staff of 
Officie, front his Apartment to the Churob, 
and mounted a Throne, prepared for hith 
tinder a Canopy of State in the middle of 
the Choir. After the Litainy the Bifhop of 
Cujavia^ affiftcd1>ytw6 other Prelates, read 
the Confeffion of Faith before that Prince^ 
who fainted away wbllft it was reading. 
Some attributed this Indifpoiition to the 
Length of the Ceremony, othetshelieved the 
Weight of the Armour and the Ele^oral 
Robe tnight bfe the Occafion of it. Thfc 
Pd^tifans of Frrfw^ imagined, that the News 
juft arrived df the 'Prince of Cbw/^s being fdc 
out, might "have fonie Share in that Difor*- 
der. But it would be perhaps as reaibnabib 
to think that Accident a natural Effisdl, as 
•it happened at one in the Afternooh, a Time 
of Day, to which it was not that Prince's 
-Cuftom tofaft. 'However, there were Peo- 
ple 
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pie Y^ho did not fail to make it a Subjed of '^97- 
Raillery, afking, what was become of the ^■^''"^^^'^ 
Hercules^ iho Germans had fcnt into Pa- 
IfinJ. 

The Ele<5lor being recovered from his 
Swoon, iqade his ProfefHon of Faith, to 
which he fwore and figned, he then receiv- 
ed the Sacrament; after which the Bifhop 
of C2^'^'z;/4 placed the Crown on his ficzgy 
omitting none of the Ceremonies ufual upon 
the Occafion. The greateft Part of the 
Crown and hitbuanian Officers were abfent, 
but were reprefented by Proxy, by the Po- 
lijhy and even Ibme of the German Lords. A 
feleft Body of the German Troops were 
poised round the Chiirch during tne Cere- 
mony. The next Day thp Magiftrates did 
their Homage, and out of the twenty four 
Counfellors who attended upon that OccaficHi 
the Elector madp (\% Knights. 

The fame Day the Djiet of Coronation Holds the 
began to fit, ip which there ^as no fmafl q^^^. 
Confufipn gnd Diforder. Nothing was to be don. 
heard bpt Complaints aijd Difputes about 
different Form^ities, om>tted or negleded. 
The Invalidity of Peput;ations was another 
great Subjeft of Difcootcnt. This Deficiency 
was however fopn got oyer. . The Deputies 
agreed to treat themfdves as regular Nun- 
cio's, thb* perhaps there was not one a- 
mong^ them whp coyld aflqm^e that Title 
with any Pretence of Right.

The News, which arrived during thefeA'annup- 
Tranfaftions, fpoiled for fome Time the^ewsV 
Mirth of the Eledor's Council. Its Sub- the Prince 
fiance was, that the Prince of Conti left Pa- ^^ ^^('*« 
r« the "^A oi September zt Night, embark- 
ed die 7th at Dunkirk aboard a Squadron, 
commanded by the Chevalier Bart^ had 
paiied the Sound, and brought Troops and 
confiderable Sums of Money along with him. 
But if the £le(5tor's Party had Reafon to be 
alarm'd at this Intelligence, it had a quite 
different Effe<a upon the Prince of Conti's 
Friends. The Primate, the General and 
Council of the Rokozi immediately affem- 
bled, to confider fuitaWe Meafures. The 
Primate revoked his Proclamation of Sum- 
mons for the 6th of September^ upon the 
Hopes the Eledor had given of referring en-- 
tircly to the Senfe of the Republick.

The Major Ge- 
nerals Brandt and Flemming^ were joined in 
Commiflion with Galeckij and had Orders 
jointly with him to eflablifh a Tribunal ac 
PietrikoWy the Legality of which the Nobi- 
lity would not admit, that they might not 
appear to approve the Eleftor's Coronation. 
Succcfsof The three thoufand Horfe began their 
Mb^'biL^^'^^^ O^. lo. the Day the three Affem- 
fum^monl^blies of the Nobility fummoned by the Pri- 
bythcPri-mate Were to be held. The Affcmbly of 
"**^* Gr^^w was fufficiently numerous : But there 
might as well have been none. They were 
directed in their Conduit by the Sapieba's^ 
who promifed every Thing , but perform- 
ed Nothing. There was fcarce any Body 
at Zawicbot , becaufe the Palatine of Beltz 
was gone to the Crown- Army, where his 
Prefence was neceffary.

If 
theother Lordshad only brought as many, the 
Prince might have been in fome Condition, 
to difbute his Ground with his Competitor.

The Boats of the French Squadron, were 
at that Time employed in carrying Soldiers 
to Shore, with whom went the Abbe Cba^ 
teauneuf to bring off what was left in the 
Abby. Twenty of the Soldiers were fcarce 
landed, when they perceived a great Body of 
Horfe in the Plain. It was a Detachment of 
the Saxons with the reft clofe in their Rear. 
The Soldiers who guarded the out Parts of 
the Abby> were in as profound a Sleep, as if 
there was nothing to fear. The Saxons at- 
tacked them fuddenly, and put moft of them 
to the Sword, before they could take to their 
Arms for their Defence. ^

^^'^''^'^ Embafladors Papers, and Plate were con- 
cealed in the Veftry, which Peter Hubert, his 
Secretary, found Means to get off. He (hut 
himfelf up in the Abby, tho* admitted with 
great Difficulty, and by diftributing three 
hundred Ducats amongfl the ReligiouS> he 
procured the Habit of their Order and found 
Means to take off the Seal j which the Sax^ 
om had affixed to the ftrong Box, in which 
the Papers were. He carried them off on 
the 9th at Midnight, and fent them to Dant-- 
zicky covered with Herbs^ and Roots, by a 
Peafant he could truft, who delivered them 
to the great Chamberlain's Lady, which La-^ 
dy afterwards reftored them to the Embaf- 
iador.

The Poles at Dantzick were no better 
tafed than thofe at Oliva. The Palatine of 
KioWy the Marflial of Lithuania^ Prince 
Czartorejkiy the Staroft of Perejlaw^ and the 
great Chamberlain had the Mortification to 
be put under Arreft in their Houfes, by the 
Burgomafters of Dantzick y who placed 
Guards upon them; fevcral Gentlemen the 
Mob dragged about the Streets by the Hair. 

Andrew Zaowjki, Bifhop of Plojko hzA^^^^/^^ 
the Addrefs to efcape thefe Infults. He re-over to^^he 
tired after the Counfel of the 29th of Oi5?(?-Eieaor. 
ber^ when the Prince of Conti declared his 
Refolution to return to France, That Pre- 
late would have purchafed at any Rate the 
Biftioprick of Warmia^ a more confiderable 
Benefice than his own. When he faw the 
Prince of Conti^ to whom he adhered, no 
longer in a Condition to procure him that 
Advantage, hejoined the Saxon Party, which, 
it is more thto probable, he had before pre- 
pared forfuCh^in Event.

theRepublick. In both of them he exprciT- ^^^^ Re- 
ed his great Difpleafure, in having feen Po-^^^^ ' 
land fubjedled by foreign Troops, and the 
Republick in Danger. In that to the Repub- 
lick, he warnlly reproached the Nobility, 
his Adherents, with breach of Promife, and 
abufing his Facility, in expofing him to 
come thither, and receive an Affront in the 
Face of all Europe 5 an Affront, he faid, of 
which he was thejmore fenfible, as he had ne- 
ver entertained Thoughts of being their 
King. , 

The Prince put in the 15th at Draco^ inAhchow 
thelfle of Amag. His Veflel, and another ^^^'^ 
of the Squadron had touched upon the Bank 
of Zandholm^ which obliged him to go aihore 
in the Boat. Monfieur Bonrepaiis^ Embaf- 
fador of France^ at the Court of Denmark^ 
went to wait on him at DracOy and conduct* 
cd him the i6th to Copenhagen. The next 
Day he went to Court, where he appeared /»- 
cognitOy under the Name of the Count DV 
AletSy to avoid difputing Precedence with 
the Prince Royal.

^*''''*^^'^^ He ordered the French Officer, who alked 
his Permiffion, to be told, that he could not 
fufFer the leaft Ship to be taken in the Baltick 
Sea, and much lefs Veflels, laden with Mer- 
chandize, that it would be an Infringment 
of his Treaties with all Nation^, by which 
h€ was obliged to prefervethe Paffage of the 
Sound free, and to maintain the Tranquillity 
of the Baltick. That Monarch laid thofe 
Veflels, however, under an Embargo, till 
the Difference between the Court of France^ 
and the City of Dantzick^ (hould be accom- 
modated. 
Eleaor The Eleftor of Saxonfs Affairs, which, 
Irong. before the Prince of Conti's Departure, were 
not a little fucce^ful, took new Force after 
the Retreat of that Prince. Not only feveral 
Diftridls of the Republick acknowledged him, 
.but took an Oath of Fidelity to him. A 
Number of Gentlemen, to whom that Prince 
opened his Arms, declared in his Favoui:. 
A Part of the Army fent their Deputies to 
fwear entire Obedience to him in their Name ; 
and the King of Sweden^ and the Czar of 
Mu/covy off^qred to affifl: him with their 
Troops. Acon(iderable Party of the Nobi- 
lity, however, altho' in great Diftrefs by the 
Deciara- Ptiuce of Conti's Retreat, continued firm to 
tion of P. his Interefl, and did not lofe their Courage, 
o^conti^s rj.^^ Primate and feme Lords fupported it 

with 
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with their whole Credit, and Authority. They » 697 
neglefted ho Arguments to prove the Good- ^-^^V%^ 
neis of their Caufe, They publiftied Mani-^ 
feftos in Vindication of their Meafures, in 
which they declared, that all the Refolutions 
they had hitherto taken, were not only juft, 
but effential to the Defence of their Religi- 
on and Liberties; that this was the foleRea- 
fon of their Perfeverance in the Protefts, 
they had made againft the irregular Pror 
ceedings of tlie contrary Faftion ; and that 
they did not only think it proper to confirm 
thofe Protefts, but to add fuch others, as 
fhould be Neceflary. 

The Ele(aor found no lefs Oppofition to Oppofui- 
his Defigns from the Lords, who had ac- ?? ^^^^^ 
knowledged him. That Prince had entered 
Poland at the Head of his Troops, and was 
obliged for the Safety of his Perfon, to con- 
tinue a Body of them about him, and to 
quarter them in Cracow. The Poles^ who 
cannot endure the leaft Appearance, of an 
Attempt upon their Liberties, murmured 
highly at this Behaviour. They complained 
that the Privileges of the Nation were vio- 
lated, in confiding the Guard of the Capital 
of Polandy to. German Troops, which pro- 
perly belonged to the Natives of the Coun- 
try. Befides which the Poles and Germans 
had a natural Antipathy for each other. The 
Troops of the two Nations could not quarter 

together, 
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»^97- together, without frequent Quarrels, which 
^^■"^^^^"^ were often followed either by Duels or Com- 
bats between fmall Parties. This made it 
neceflary to find an expedient to fatisfy the 
Polesy without obliging the Germans to leave 
the Kingdom, and to reconcile the Primate 
and his Adherents s two Things extremely 
difficult, as many Intercfts not only differ- 
ent, but almoft diredtlyoppofite, were to be 
managed. 
Tries to Thofe Difficulties long employed the 
tcmovc ^^ij^jng and his Council in Cr^f^w, who agreed, 
however, upon the moft eBfential Points. 
They thought it beft to ufe gende Means/ to 
induce the Primate to reconcile himfelf to 
the Eledtor; that the Saxon Troops fhould 
remove their Quarters to the Sea Coaft, to 
be ready againft any new Attempts of the 
French ; and the Polijh Soldiers Ihould be 
Qpfted upon the Frontiers as ufual, to guard 
them againft the Turks and Tartars. By 
quartering the Troops fb remote from e^ch 
. other, the Confequences of their Jealoufy 
were prevented. It was further agreed to 
declare the Prince of Conti^ and all thofe, 
who had any Part in feizing the Dantzick 
Ships, Enemies of the Republick ; and alfb 
to fummons immediately a general Diet of 
Pacification. 
Leaves The Eledor, no longer alarmed by the 
cra<m. pj-^f^^^^ ^f j^js Competitor in the Kingdom, 

the 
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tile intrigues of the French MinifterSj and 1697. 
the Divifions of the Army, thought only of -^^VNJ 
going to JVarfaw. He began his March 
Dec. 27th, leaving a Garrifon of two thoii- 
fand Men in the Citadel of Cracow^ and 
one thoufand in the Town ; the firft under 
the Command of Szotnbeck^ Caftellan of' 
WolnetZy and the others under Witefjki, Ca- 
ftellan of Cracow. The Eleftar's Defign 
was to aflemble a Diet df Pacification, to 
conclude the Union of the different Parties, 
who were ftill turbulent in fome Parts of^ 
Poland^ and to reconcile the Lords who per- 
fifted in the Oppofition. 

Upon the firft News of his March, the Enters 
Grand Marfhal of the Crown, the great ^'^''-^'^^' 
Treafurer of Lithuania^ and feveral other 
Perfons of the firft Quality, caiiie from War-- 
faw upon the 2d of January to meet that 
Prince, who made his Entry, the 13th. 
The Magiftrates preftnted him the iCeys of 
the City, and the Clergy received him in their 
Formalities, at the Entrance of the Collegiate 
Church, where the TV Deum was fung to 
the Difcharge of the Cannon, and the Accla- 
mations of the People. 

After the Ceremony, the Elcfior attend- q^^ ^ 
ed by the Senators, and preceded by thetheCaiUc. 
Marfhals, carrying their Staffs of Office, went 
to the Caftle, where the Keys were prefented 
him by the Palatine of Plo/ka^ as Gover- 

M nor 
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1^97- nor oiJVarfaw. In the Evening he made a 
^"'^^^^^^ Vifit to the Queen Dowager^ who returned 
the Compliment next Day, This fecond In- 
terview pafled in a long Conference, which 
ended in an entire Reconciliation between 
that Prince, and the late King's Family. It 
was obferved, that the Princes J^lexandery 
and Conjlantinevitnt to VillanovUi to receive 
the Eledor the Day he made his Entry, and 
advanced to the Boot of his Coach. The 
Houfe oi Sapieha acknowledged him at the 
fame Time, King of Poland^ and made 
their Submiflion. 

Tho' this Progrefs was confiderable, much 
was i!ill wanting to confirm the Eleftor in 
the quiet Poffeffion of the Kingdom. The 
Rokozs perfifted in the Refolutionof acknow- 
ledging no other King, but the Prince of 
Contij and nothing could reconcile the Pri- 
mate, or infpire him with pacifick Senti- 
ments. The Eledor's Council conceived a 
Diet of Pacification, the only Remedy, and 
flattered themfelves, that the other Lords 
might be brought over by Promifes, or, 
where Promifes fhould fail, by real Services. 
fhTDier I^ ^^^s opinion, circular Letters were ,dif- 
^ of Pacia^ca- patched, for fummoning that Diet to aflem- 
tioii. j3i^ Q^ jjjg 1 6th of /4fri/y and the petty Diets 
to precede the GenerSl Diet were appointed 
for the 5 th of March. 

In thofe Letters, the principial Points to 
.be confidered were ftated, which Were the 

Means 
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Means for rc-efl:ablifl:iing the Peace of the ^^97 
Nation, and for railing at lead the Moycty ^"^'^^^''"^ 
of what was due to the Army. . The Elector His Pro- 
reprefented at the fartie Time, that ^^^^"^"^^^^^ 
having embraced the Ronian Catholic k Reli-oict. 
gion, his only End, in fctting up for the 
Crown of Tqlandy was to defend that Reli- 
gion againft the commoh Enemy of Chrift- 
endom, and to fupport the Nation In their 
antient Liberties 'and Privileges; that to 
eifedt thofe Defigns,* he hud brought his 
Troops into the Kingdoni, and, if contrary 
to his Intention, they had d6he any Damage 
upon the Lands of the Nobility, he was ready 
to make entire Satisfa<ftion ; but * that he 
thought it heceflary to redrtfs the Abufes 
certain Perfons made of their Credit and Au- 
thority. He added, that his Forces (hpuld 
be only employed, to reftore the Kingdom to 
its antient Luftre, atid particularly to re- 
take Kamtniecky arid all Podolia froto the 
TurkSj provided he fhould be feconded by 
the Nation ; and concluded with declaring, 
that, in the approaching Diet, all Parties 
fhould be at full Liberty to fpeak their Sen- 
timents. 

Thefe. circular Letters had ndt the EfFeft l^^ffercn- 
expefted from them. The Di viflons of Po- J^'J^^'^ 
/tfW cncreafed, and rofe rnuch higher in L/*cncreafc. 
thuania. Ogirijkiy Great Standard- Bearer 
of that Duchy, offended at the Houfe of 
M i Sapieha"%

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»^7- Sapieba*s havbg made their Accommoda- 
^•^^^^^^^^ tion, took Arms againft the Great General, 
affembled a confiderable ^ody of the Nobi- 
lity, corrupted Part of the Army, com- 
mitted Hoflilities in the Country, and ra- 
vaged chiefly the Lands of the Sapiehas. On 
the other Hand, the General, with the re- 
mainder of the Troops who continued in 
Obedience, prepared to oppofe the Violen- 
ces of tharOfficer. 

Thefe Diforders did not fuit the Eledors 
Projeds, who endeavoured to pacify Things, 
for the furtherance of his own Meafures. 
He immediately difpatched two Exprefles. 
The one with Orders to the great Standard- 
feearcr of Lithuania, to difmifs the Troops 
he had affembled, and afterwards to repair 
* to Warfaw : The Contents of the other, Were 
abfolutely to forbid the Great General, 5 j- 
pieba's oppofiqg the Outrageis of Oginjki by 
Force, upon the Promife of fuitable Satif- 
faftion to be made him. 
f^^^^^;^ The Eledor's Council did not expeft an 
appeafbrc^^^^ir^ Obedience from the different Parties, 
and thought they had noReafon to complain 
when the Deputiesof each arrived at fVar^ 
Jaw. It was not poffible, however, to re- 
concile them, as both declared, they were 
uot furniflied with fqfficient Powers to con- 
clude a Treaty. All that could be done, 
was to exhort them to terminate^their Diffcr- 
* enccs 
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cnccs amicably, and refer the reft to their '^^r- 
refpedive Leaders who were to attend at ^^"^^'^ 
Warfaw. 

In Poland the Army, tho' the greateft ^1^^^'^.'* 
Part of it had fubmittcd to the Eledlor, con-^p^^j^ 
tinued to Mutiny from Time to Time. They 
framed many Pretenfions, which they car- 
ried fo far as to expreis> their Intention was 
to eredia fourth State in the Kingdom, and 
to have an equal Share in the publick Affairs ; 
befides this, the Mifunderftanding of the 
Poles and Saxons rz,t\ high, either becaufe the 
Saxons did not obferve fo exadt a Difciplii^e 
with their Landlords in their Quarters, as the 
Conjuncture made requifite, or that the 
Poles were too touchy, and delicate in 
what Regarded their Liberty, and Privi- 
leges. 

What gave them further Trouble, was Eie£br fo- 
the Primate's perfifting to refufe to come ^«tes the 
to any Accommodation. The Envoy of^.^™*^^*^ 
BranJeniurgby the £i{hop of Javarin, and 
feveralof his Friends, went often to wait on 
him at LowitZy where he continued to re- 
fide, but without any Succefs. Heexpre0^d 
himfelf more determinate than ever, in Con- 
fequqnce of the News he liad received from 
France. However, as it was known, that 
the Court of Rome had refolved to acknow- 
ledge the Eledlor as King, it gave Reafon 
to hope, the Prelate's Refped: for the Holy

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1697. 5^^ would have more Influence upon him, 
^-'"^^'^'^ than all the Solicitations that could be 

made. 
Popi\ po- Altho' the Duke of Saxonfs Eledion was 
^^' properly the Work of the Pope/ his Holinefs 
out of Policy fuflfered himfelf to be very 
much folicitpd, before he would appear to 
acknowledge that Prince, as King of Iceland. 
It was given out, that France intended to . 
fqppdrt the Prince of Conti*$ Eledlion, and 
that the naval Armament, fitting out in the 
Ports of Fr^/zf^, was defigned in Favour of 
that Prince's Return into Poland. Such 
Rumours, tho' they had little Foundation, 
prevented for fbme Time the Pope's good In- 
tentions from taking Place. He thought it 
proper to take Advantage from the Occafion, 
and to make his Appearance of Neutrality 
a Merit with the Court of France. But on 
the thirteenth of Jan. he declared himfelf 
openly. In a Congregation held that Day, 
it was refolved, that as the l^\t€tov oi Saxony 
was ip full Poflfffion, and it appeared from 
the Prince of Conti's Return into France^ 
|hat Court had no further Defign to fupporc 
his Pretenfions, the Court of Rome could 
no longer defer the Acknowledgment ofjiu^ 
gujius\ Eleftion. The Holy Father approved 
this Refolution, and received the Sieur G/>- 
dokinjki, and the Baron De Ge in Quality of 
jyiinifters from the new King oi Poland to the 
Eol^See, 

People 
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People were not in iftaken in the Hopes »^^^7- 
they had conceived of the Primate. Soon p^*^^ 
after the Court of Rome declared itfelf, the grows 
Primate's Obftinacy feemed to relax* He ^ '^'"• 
cxprcfled his Inclination to come to an Agree- 
ment. The Conditions he offered were in- 
deed a little of the rougheft: But that did 
not prevent the Satisfaction of having brought 
him to Terms. It gave Reafon to believe he 
contended for no other Reafon, but the Point 
of Honour; as he knew that, let him make 
his Bargain as late as he would, it could not 
but be much to his own Advantage. He 
demanded amongft other Things, that the 
Republick (hould make a general and open 
Satisfaftion for the Injuries that had been 
done, as well to hisPerfon ^s Dignity; that 
it ftiould acknowledge by an authentick 
A6t, the Violation of the Laws in Refpedl to 
him ; that it (hould engage, never to pro- 
ceed to the Coronation of any future King 
without his Confent, or that of the Primates 
his Succeflbrs; and that theBifliop of Cuja- 
via in particular, fhould make a perfonal 
Satisfadion. 

When the Eledlor was informed of this ^^^''^^^ 
Difpofition of the Primate, he wrote him a \ 
Letter full of Exprefliohs of Affedlion, and 
profeffinga particular Efteem for his Pcrfon 
and t)ighity; which the Primate anfwered 
with another, in which he gave that Prince 
M 4 the 
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1697. the Tide of Majefty, he declared in it his 
'C<rv->^ ^j.j^j^j. Dcfireof Peace, and great Paffion for 
the Power of aflurmg him of his Obedience 
0nd Refpe£t; but added, that having the 
Honour of being Primate of a Nation, not 
accuftomed to admit any Sovereign, butfucb 
as (hould be eleded by their free and unani- 
mous Confent, he fliould apply his whole 
Power and Endeavours in fuch a Manner, 
that the prefent Occafions of Strife qfiight be 
removed with Honour in the Rokozs. 
Aflembiy The AflcmWy of Gonfederacy, or Rokozs y 
rf the tp which the Private referred, had been 
^^ ^^^' fummoned by that Prelate with the Eledors 
Confent/ who fent thither for his Deputies, 
the Grand Marflial of the Crown, and the 
great Treafurer oi Lithuania. That Affetobly 
was held at Lowitz^ the 18th of Fei. at 
which the Envoy of Brandenburgb was pre- 
fent. It was cxpe^ed, that the Primate's 
fole Application would have been to have 
induced the AfTembly to Submiflion, as he 
had promifed infome Meafure, but he went 
no further than propofing in general, that 
proper Methods ihould be found, for the 
|le-eftabli{hment of the Laws, and the pub- 
lick Safety and Tranquillity. The Eleftor's 
Deputies were then called in, who prefent- 
ed their Powers, and at the fame Time a 
Letter from their Mafter. But the Quality 
pf CommilConers given theni^ and fome E^- 

preffions 
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prcffions, that did not feem confiftcnt, in- 1697- 
raged the Members of the Aflcmbly 10 fuch ^•^'^V^ 
a Degree, that the Deputies were obliged to 
retire as faft as poffible, to prevent their be- 
ing infulted. Nor were a new Letter and 
other Powers, which they fent for, much 
more fuccefsful. Several Members of the 
Rokozs exclaimed againft the Title of King, 
which the Elector alTumed. The Letter 
was however received ; but with much Dif- 
ficulty. Twenty one Articles were prepared 
in Confequcnce, without which, the Aflem- 
bly declared themfelves incapable of re- 
ceiving the Elecftor for rightful King. The 
Articles were :

They might in Reality as well have told Cannot bb 
the Eledtor plainly, they would not receive ^^"^i?^^^ 
him as King. It was not in his Power to^ 
grant feveral of thefe Articles, and for others 
of them, they fo fenfibly wounded his Hon- 
our and Authority, that to have granted 
them, he muft not only have renounced the 
Dignity of King, but alfo that of Eledor 
and Prince. However as this Aflembly, 
fliould its Event prove fortunate, might con- 
firm the Elector upon the Throne, the De- 
puties of that Prince, and the Envoy of 
Brandenburgby did not defpond. They omit^ 
cd Nothing to moderate the Severity of the 
Articles. All they could obtain, was to re- 
duce their Number ; but as the moft diffi- 
cult of the Conditions were ftill included, 
the Deputies did not think fie to receive 
;hem. Their Refufal put an Erid to the

ilkozs. ^endeavoured in vain to put a Stop to thefe 
Violences. His Moderation had little or no 
EfFed: upon People fo paffionate againft the 
Eledlor, and who agreed but indifferently a- 
mongfl: themfel ves. 
The more The Tumult Continued tiH the 26th, when 
'iZi-' ^^^ Affembly diffolved. The more rcafon- 
ledge the able Were afhamed to fee Things carried to 
Eiedor. fuch Excefs. The greateft Part of the De- 
puties of Little Poland^ thofe of Siradiay 
Lencicia and Rava, three Palatinates of 
Great Poland^ the Bifhop of Kiow and three 
other Lords retired to Boni, with Reiblu^ 
tion to acknowledge the Eleftor. That 
Prince's Commiflaries immediately repaired 
thither. The Agreement was concluded, 
and TV Deum (ung with the Service of 
Thankfgiving* 
The Ro- The Primate, the Marflial of the RokozSy 
STt'ffi'^^^ the reft of the Affembly continued at 
Lmvitz^ determined to abate Nothing of the 
Conditions they had'propofed. On the con- 
trary, they added two Claufes to the Article 
concerning the Bifliop of Cujavia. They 
t infifted upon his being depofed, and difqua- 

lifted for ever, from holding any Employ- 
ment, or having any Concern in the Affairs 

of 
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of the State. As to the Lofs the Rokozs fuf- «697- 
taincd of the Deputies of Little Polandy and ^'''^'^'^^*^ 
the three Palatinates of the Great, the Bi- 
fhop of KioWy &c, that was in fome Mea- 
fiire repaired by fix Standards of the Crown 
Army, who declared for them, as did feveral 
Lords, who abandoned the Eieftor and join- 
ed the Confederacy. 

Such was the Confequence of the Aflem-* 
bly o£ Rokozs, from which the Eledlor pro- 
mifed himfelf the Confirmation of his Au- 
thority. Many People had not been mifta- 
ken in their Conjedlures. Tj^ey could not 
comprehend the Elcfl:or*s-^afons for per- 
mitting thatx\flcmbly, and thought it more 
advifeable for him to have forced the Pri- 
mate and his Adherents to fubmit. But Eleaor'i 
when it is confidcred, that Prelate had in^"^''^^.^ 
his Party many of the Senators, and Chiefs ting the ^^" 
of the Republick, and was fupported by aAffembiy 
great Number of Gentlemen, who if the ^f^^,^^^ 
Rokozs had not been fufFered to afiemble^ 
could have taken Permiffion from their own 
Strength, it will be readily granted, that the 
Eledor did not make an ill Choice. Befides 
that Prince was not ignorant, that gentle 
Methods were the moft efiedlual to fecure a 
Throne hitherto, but ill eftabliflied.

From 
which the Primate excufed himfelf, by 
throwing the Fault upon the Number of 
the Rokozs. The Ele<flor promifed for Form's 
Sake to take Care, that the Authors of the 
Infult fliould be feverely punifhed. ' The 
Envoy was under the Neceffity of content- 
ing himfelf with fo flight a Satisfadion, - 
which was all he could expedt in a Time 
of Confufion, when neither of the Parties 
fcarce paid any Regard . to the Rights of 
Nations^ to Law, or Religion. 
Troubles The Troublcs were to the full as great in 
in Lithu- Lithuania. The Army had almoft intirely 
revolted from the great General, and fub- 
mitted to the Orders of Qg-/«^/, great Stan- 
dard-bearer 5 and all the Nobility, who had 
taken Party with that Officer, demanded a 
Coequation with the ^me Order in Poland^ 
arid that the eniuing Diet fliould beheld un- 
der Arms, and on Horfeback. They infill- 
ed further upon four hundred thoufand 
Crowns, which, as they faid, had been pr(>- 
mifed.to General Sapieha^ for the payment 
of the Army. Thislaft Article was not the 
mpft difficult to regulate. The Eleftor's 
Defign was to purchafe Peace at any Price; 
The Demand of a Diet to aflemble in Arms 
and on Horfeback, gave much more Trouble* 
On the "one Hand he forefaw fuch a Diet 

could 
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could not be held without great EiFufion of 1697. 
Blood ; on the other, he apprehended an Af- ^-^^"VNJ 
fembly of the Nobility, armed and in open 
Field, might propofe a new Election. He 
therefore abfolutely rcfufed to comply 
with fuch a Demand 5 tho' at the Hazard 
of feeing the Coequation of the Nobility 
of Lithuania with thofe of Poland take 
EfFea. 

This Coequation was as much defired hy sapieha 
the Nobility of the Kingdom, as by thofepubiiihesa 
oi Lithuania. Happily for the Eleftor, ic^^^^^- 
was contrary to the Rights of Prince Sa^ 
pieha and his Family, who were in Poffef- 
lion of moft of the great Offices of the Duchy, 
and they all joined in oppofing the Coequati^ 
on. The great General publifhed a Mani- 
fefto, wherein he made appear, that Ogin-- 
Jki% Condudt was not only irregular, but con- 
trary as well to Equity as Humanity 5 and 
expofed the Violences and Cruelties, com- 
mitted by that Officer. This Manifefto 
was more fuccefsful than was expedted. It 
made a ftronglmpreffion upon a great Num- 
ber of the Malecontents, Part of the Army 
and Numbers of Gentlemen abandoned O- 
ginjkiy and went over to the General, with a 
Refolution to oppofe all thofe who fhould 
undertake any Thing agaihft the publick 
Tranquillity. With this Reinforcement 
Sapieha advanced to hisEnemy^ who did 

not 
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«^97^ not avoid him. They came to an £rl- 
^gagement, in which the great General 
had the Advantage. Oginfki lofing five 
or fix hundred Men, killed and wound- 
ed. 
Seditious ^^ Warfaw they carried it fo far, as. to 
Writing, affix upon the Church Door, an impious 
and feditious Writing, in the Latiuy Pch 
lijh^ and French Languages. It was an 
Invitation of all true Chriftians to aflfemble 
on the third of Marcby to put all the Ger- 
mans to the^ Sw6rd, with the Promife of 
Pardon for the Sins of thofe, who fhould 
join in fogood a Work. The Eledtor wa& 
not much alarmed at a Menace publifhed in 
that Manner) but however did not omit to 
take his Precautions. He publiflied a con^ 
liderable Reward to thofe, who would dif-^ 
cover the Author of that Writing, and gave 
Orders, that a good Guard (hould be kept 
the Day afligned for the Execution. But 
no Body appeared. Thus the Hopes that had 
been conceived, that the Divifions of Poland 
would foon be^nadc eafy, came to Nothing. 
The Troubles of that great Kingdom on the 
contrary, were feen to improve more and 
more, without the Appearance of their be- 
ing foon at an End. The Queen of Poland^ 
befides, who had hitherto feemed to aft in 
Concert with the King oi France^ treated 
fecredy with the Principals of the Rokozs, in

far di&rent Caufes : On one Side they ap- 
prehended, that the Poles, who (hewed fo 
much Zeat in ncgociating, might fail a fe*- 
cond Time* of:Refolution, when it fliould 
come to A<9!iQn«; on the. other it was to be 
feared, that the northern Princes njiight Qp- 
pdfe the Elnterprize, and the King of Den- 
mark refofe tp let a French Squadron pais 
the Sound. Nor indeed, confidering the 
poftureof Aifeirs, was it confiftcnt with Po- 
licy, xo fuppoirtthe Prince of Conti's Preten- 
fions. A far more important View employed 
at that Time: the Court of France's Atten- 
tion. The King of Spain was dangeroufly 
ill ; in Cafe of whofe Death, France would. 
have Occafion for all its Forces to fecure a 
Succeflion, which it was exped:ed would be 
difputed to the utmoft. 

It was no imall Advantage to the Eleftor, 
to be no bngcr under Apprchenfions from 
the Frenchy and the Arrival of Paulucciy 
the Pope's Nuncio, was as much in his Fav- 
our. But Poland znd Lithuania werefo di- 
vided, and their Heats ran fo high» that 
there was little Reafon t6 expcfl: Tranquilli- 
ty would foon be re-eftabliftied.

Effedt upon ihem; nor was his propofing 
Conditions of Aqconimodation morefuccefe- 
Primrte's foL ^Thc Primate anfwcrcd, that he was 
iT?Lll ^^^9 ^^ receive with Submiffion the Orders 
Nuncio, df the Pope, in what related to fpirimal Af- 
fairs, and that if his Holincfe believed the 
]\Jleafiires taken were fuflicierit to remove the 
Prejudice againft a Converfioii^ whichfecm-- 
ed to be made from the Views of a Crown, 
he was as ready to acquiieice with his Holi^ 
nefs in an Article of that Nature ; but, con^ 
tinued he, as to what relates to the tempo- 
ral Interefts of the Republick, which a thou-^ 
fand Reafons oblige me to maintain, I can- 
not • abandon them, without injuring my 
Charafter, without drawing upon me the 
Reproach of the whole Nation, and expofing 
my felf to the Dianger of anfweringperfonal- 
ly f6r fuch Conduft. 

The Nuncio had imparted his Arrival to 
the Primate, before he had informed the 
Elector of it. From whence many People 
concluded, that Minifter lefs in the Intereft 
of that Prince, than the Nuncio Davia had 
been* But there was no great Myftery in 
his Behaviour. The Primate was only 
firft apprized of the Nuncio's Arrival, as 
he was neareft to Warfaw. He was then, 
at Lowitz^ whereas the Elector was -at;

The loth of April, that Prince fet out 
from Dantzicky in Company with the A/^r- 
grave of Branderiburgh Bareithy his Father 
in Law, and the Prince his Son, who came 
to join him. On the 14th he returned topieaorre- 
WarfdWy to be prefent at the Diet of Paci- turns to 
fication, which was fummoned for the i6th/'^'''^'^^' 
-Tho' he knew, the petty Diets were moft of 
them entirely broke up, or adjourned without 
coming to any Refolucion, he did not omit 
giving the neceffary Orders for the General 
Affembly ; and when the Day appointed arriv- 
ed was determined the Diet {hould open, 
tho' of two hundred Nuncio's, which were 
eflbntiai to forming the Diet, only thirty ap- 
peared, befides a fmall Number of the Sena*- 
tors, who were .fufpcSed to come thither, 
more with Intention to break up the Affem- 
bly, than to rake any falutary Refoluticns. 

This Opinion was not a Miftake. /fefoon Diet of 
as the Nuncio's were affembled, all of rhem Padftari- 
in Conformity to their Inftrudlions, rofc up up. ^° 
and protefted againft the Affembly. The 
Zjithuaninns iaid, amongft other Things, 
they h*d Orders to retire, unlefs it was a- 
greed to fummon a Diet to be held in open 
Field. Others demanded, that the Eledlor 
fhould nominate fuch Perfons, as in Abufe 
pf his Liberality had fold^ theif Suffrages,

Cities, Towns> and Villages, ihould be made 
amends for the Damages fuflained from the 
iS/?x^» Troops. 
Difficult The further they went, the more difficult 
tics the E-it ^as for the Eleftor to bring them to rea- 
j^eet^s fonable Terms. If that Prince had diftribut- 
with. ed Money amongft Perfons, who had given 
him their Suffrages in return, which the 
Cuftom of Poland had made almoft indif- 
penfable, was it reafonable he ftiould be ob- 
liged to declare thofe Perfons, and expofc 
.d>em to open Shame ? On the other Side, 
in the prefent Situation of Affairs, a Diet in 
opea Field was hardly more prafticable. It 
had been the fame Thing, as appointing a 
Rendezvous for a general Battle. The Elec- 
tor's Partifans did their utmoft to engage the 
Deputies to reaffemble, but in vain. His 
Council were at a Lofs what to refolve upon: 
Some propofed letting the fix. Weeks elapfe, 
the Time eflablifhcd for the Dumtion of 
Diets: Others were of Opinion, it was bet- 
ter to refer it to another Timej which Ad- 
vice was followed. It was not thought pro- 
per, howover)^ to fix the Time for its being 
. held 
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held, and conceived more convenient, to ^^97 
expeft the Event of the Diet of Confede-^"^'""'^^ 
racy, which would deterriiine the Continu- 
ance, or Conclufion of all Troubles. 

On the 9th oi April the Primate,, and^"m^^'« 
Humienijki^ Marflial of the Rokozs^ had pub-" 
lilhed their Proclamations, for afTenibling a 
new Diet of the Confederates at Lwfitz.. 
Thofe Proclamations imported, that tho' 
the laft Affembly of the Rakozs'h^iA not the 
defired Succefs, the Pope neverthelefs, fen- 
fible of the Evils with which Poland was af- 
fliifted, had fcnt his Nuncio extraordinary, 
to endeavour the Re^eftabliftiment of their 
Tranquillity ; and that in deference to his Ho- 
linefs's good Intentions, they had come to the 
Refolution of aflembling another Diet for 
the 5th of May at Lowitz ; at which they 
defired thePrefence of all thofe who had any 
Love for their Cour^try, or Zeal for the C^- 
tbolick Religion. 

The Time appointed for this Diet being ^fle^^Wy 
arrived, whilft that fummoned by the King^^.^^ ^ ^^' 
difperfed infenfibly, the Marfhal of the Ro- 
^^2;j opened it with a Speech, wherein he 
exprcfled his Concern to fee the Diet lefs 
numerous than he could have wifhed, and 
complained of the Want of Zeal for the 
publick Safety. Part of thofe, continued he, 
who have figned the Confederacy, keep 
quietly at Home, without giving any Re^- 
N 4 • fon 
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i6q7. fon for their Conduft, and others have no 
^""'^'"'^ Thoughts but for their private Intcrefts, and 
to make the beft Conditions they can for 
themfelves. For my Part, added he, having 
no Motives but the djfcharge of my Duty, 
and the Repofe of my Country, I have re- 
jeded ail 05fFers, that have been made me, 
and exhort all People to behave in the fame 
Manner. 
Omen lak- At this firft fitting fcarce forty Deputies 
en from appeared, which was a good Omen of the 
"• iffue of the Diet, and the Tranquillity, which 

feemed to take Place, gave Reafon to hope 
the moft favourable Confcquences. Before 
any Affair was laid upon the Carpet, it was 
refolved to fend two Deputies to the Pope's 
Nuncio, to make him their Compliments, 
and define to know what he had to propofc 
to the Aflembly. Upon which the Diet ad- 
journed to next D^y. It was the Nuncio 
Paulucciy whom the Diet fent to compli* 
ment, and who c^me to Lowifz the Day 
before the opening of the Aflembly., On 
the 6th the Diet was hardly more numerous 
than the Day before. The Deputies report- 
ed the Succefs of their Comrniffion. They 
faid, they could not fufiiciently acknowledge 
their Reception from the Pope's Nuncio, 
who had declared his Holinefs's Inftr u6tions 
were, to ufe all pofiible Endeavours for re- 
pftablilhing the Peace of t}ie Kingdom. Vp^ 
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on which thq Primate reprejfei^ted the dif- "^97^ 
-trcflcd Condition, aad Miferics pf the Re- ^"'''^^''^^^ 
publickjthe Attenjpts upon the Liberty of 
the Nation, the I^fradion of their Laws and 
: Privileges, and the Diforders committed by 
jh? foreign Trpops. Let us not delay, ad- Primate's

Methods to deliver our Country from thefe ' 

. Calamities, and to re-eftablifh the publick ^ 
Peace and Tranquillity- 
He had only one Voice in the Afleph j^^y^^ 
bly, of which all the Members were ofconfent to 
Opinion, that Articles fliould be prepared ''^^^^,'^^ 
for their treating with the Commiflioners, on ^ ""^^ 
expefted from the Eledtor. The Pope'% 
Nuncio informed tl|at Prince of the Dir 
et's good Difpofition, defiring him to no- 
minate immediately his Commiflioners tp 
treat with the Aflembly, and advifirig hipii 
to lofe no Time, as the leaft Delay might 
be prejudicial to his AfFgir§; Accordingly 
the next Day, the Elector difp^tchedcl^e 
Bifliop of KioiVy and the Prince of Radzi^ 
fvily Vice Chancellor of Lithuania. Upon 
examining their Powers, they were found in 
good Form and fufficicntly ample ; the E- 
ledtor having authorized tbemr to treat upon 
all Condition^, that (hould be prqpofed, 
provided they were neither contrary ^o 
' his Dignity, . the flights pf the Republick, 
nor the Cuftoms of the Kingdom.

^Treaty immediately began. The Nun- 
cio took up(Hi him the Office of Media- 
tor for the Eledior on one Side, and the 
Pqmate and the Rokozs on the other. 
He affifted at all the Conferences and 
found the Primate more tradable than he 
Reafons expe£ted. 

for the 'j'his Alteration proceeded from two dif- 
chl^ng ferent Caufes. The fmall Number of Gentlc- 
hiB Con- men, who came to this Aflcmbly, gave the 
^"^' Primate Rjeafon to fear, he fliould be aban- 
doned by the Confederates, and made him 
conceive it Time to conclude his Accom- 
modation./ Befides which it was known, the 
Eleftor had taken Meafures for the March 
of Troops into the Kingdom*, to fupport 
himfelf upon the Throne by Force. Such 
ft Projcdt made it cffential to refledt upon 
the new Misfortunes, which threatened the 
Republick, if they perfifted in theRefolutton 
of not acknowledging that Prince. And on 
the other Hand they confidered, how ad- 
vantagious it would be to the Nation, not 
to provoke that Prince, to employ thofc 
Troops in the Heart of the Kingdom, and 
to the lofs of his Subjects, which might 
be fo much better apply'd in recovering the 
Lands, which the Infidels had ufurped upon 
Poland. 

Difpofitions fo favourable could not fail 
opening the Way to an Accommodation. 

After 
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After feveral Debates, which more than 1697- 
once required the Nuncio's Interpofition, ^^^''^^'^ 
that Mediator had the SatisfaiSion the i6th 
of May^ to fee all Difficulties removed, and 
the Members of the Rokozs difpofed to fign 
the Agreement. At the Conclufion of theHisDif- 
Conferences of that Day, the Primate madecpurfe to 
a Speech to the Affembly, in which he en-^""^^*^' 
larged principally in Praife of the EleAor. 
After which, the Agreement concluded in 
the particular Conferences, was read. And 
then it was demanded, whether they were 
not agreed, that the only Means to reftore the 
publick Tranquillity, was to acknowledge 
the Elc(3:or of Saxony for the lawful Sove- 
reign of Poland. ^ To which the whole Af- 
fembly unanimoufly anfwered, that tjiey 
were ready to acknowledge that Prince for 
King, upon the Conditions ftipulated with 
the Plenipotentiaries. 

Thefe Conditions were in Subftance,thatConditr- 
the Eledtor (hould give new Proofs of his^^%^^ 
having embraced the Roman Catholick Rcli- ^^^^ 
gion; that he fliould ufc his utmoft En- 
deavours to induce the Eledtrcfs to do the 
fame; that he fliould diflmifs the Lw- 
tberan Minifters, who were amongft his 
Troops; that he fliould pafs an authentick 
Adl for the Re-eftabliflimcnt of the Freedom 
of Eleftions; that he fliould not draw back 
the SutQs, he had difl:ributed in Poland- ^ 

that 
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}^97' that he ftiould pay the Arrears due to the 
'■^^''^^''^^^ Army ; and employ his Troops to retake 
Kaminieck to reunite it and Podolia to the 
Crowa ; that he ihould afterwards difmifs 
the Saxon Troops; that he fhould revoke 
his Grants of certain Demefns, which fhould 
be applyed for the future to the Ufes of his 
Houfliold^ that he (hould give the Prefer^ 
ence to the Confederates, in the Diftribu- 
tion of Affairs and Employments, and in all 
Occafions affeding the Republick. The 
Treaty further expreffed, that the Primate 
jfliould confirm that Prince'is Eleftion, by 
giving him, the Benediftion in the great 
Church of Warfaw, the Courts of Juflice 
to continue fufpended till that Ceremonial, 
which fhogld confirm him in the PofTeflion 
of the Crown. 
^ltt±t ^^^^^ the Members of the AfTembly, on* 
Arcom- ^ly Kocbanowjki^ Deputy of the Palatinate of 
niodatiDn. 5^«^(?/»/r, oppofed tlie Agreement, who with^ 
drew with a Protcft of Nullity againfl the 
Refolutions they had taken. An Incident fb 
little expedled, furprized the AfTembly, and 
occafioned at firfl fome Difturbance. But 
the Primate having reprefcnted, that fuch^ 
an oppofition was only of Effedt in a Diet, 
and not in Conferences and particular AfTem- 
blies, (of which Kind the Rokozs was,) into 
which every Body had a Right to enter, 
or to retire from it as they thought fit, his

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Reafons were approved. It was their unani- 1 697* 
mous Refolution to proceed^ and the Trea^ L/^VV* 
ty was accordingly figned by the Commif- 
lioners of the Eledtor, as his Plenipoten- 
tiaries, by the Nuncio, as Mediator, and. 
Guarantee in the Name of the Popey and 
by the Primate, the Marfhal of the Rokozs, 
and the Deputies of the Palatinates. 

After the figning of this Treaty, theMar-^^'^^^*^'- 
{h^\ of th^ Rokozs zs well in his own, as in^^^^^^^/ 
the Names of all the Nuncio's compliment- 
ed the Primate, and returned him Thanks 
for the Zeal he had exprefled, in Defence 
of the Nation, and Support of the Laws of 
the Republick. He then broke his Staff 
of Office; to fignify the entire Diflblution 
of the Rokozs. After which they went in 
a Body to the great Church, where the 
5V Deum was fung to the ringing of 
Bells, and the triple Difcharge of all the 
Artillery. The Nuncio, with the King's 
two Commiffioners, took their Places up- 
on a Seat in Front of the archiepifcopal 
Throne. The TV Deum being over, the 
Primate gave a magnificent Entertain- 
ment in the Caftle, to which the Nuncio, 
the King's Commiffioners, and all Perfons 
of Diftindtion were invited. The Healths

this time, that a Detachment p( Tartars had 
enttred Folbima, rkvage^l the Country as far.

chi. He thou^ it no longer proper to de- 
fer putting himielf at the Head of his 
Troops, ar^ went the nth with the Duke 
of Wirtemherg. to the Camp at Glmmni^ 
where' his Baggage and Ai^iUery.withthofe 
of the Crown arrived the Night before. 

The Generals Bw!/« and Zacberowski 
marched with a Detachment o£ Polt/hHorfc 
and Foot to the Fort La Triniti^ to oblige

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1698- the Party fpoken of before ; and* at the fame 
^^ '^ "^ time to difcover whether their Army was 
really fo ftrong as fome Prifoners reported. 
Every thing feemed to denote the Siege of 
Kaminiecky and the Tartars kept upon their 
guard. 
March of The Crown Army, which had been fome- 
^^^'''^"ttme at Monafieriz upon the Niejler^ had 
Orders to march to Podbaiciaj to join tHe' 
Saxon Troc^s who were advancing thither. 
The I'artars^ who had Advice of their 
March and Strength, refolved to attack them 
before they joined the King, and followed 
them with their ufual Swiftnefs; to f!he 
Number of thirty five thoufand under the 
command of two Sultans. They either cut 
in pieces, or made Prifoners all the Strag- 
glers of the Troops. The Polijb Army af- ' 
rived howeVer in ribe ^^nhxitb% oiPodbakia^ 
where they drew up in battle, in cafe the 
Enemy, who were but half aljeague dif- 
tant, fhould come to attack them. 
rhtTar- Their Precaution was not > vain. iThc 
next Morning being the 9th, ^ at break of 
Day they had icarce formed in three Lines 
when the I'artars fuddenly fell on. They 
inAantly put the advanced Guard to flighty 
and threw themfelves upon the front Line, 
who received the firft Shock without break- 
ing. At the fame time they attacked the.. 
Rear, and put the Wings in. diforder, which 
they alfo charged^ having furrounded the 

whole 
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whole Army. They foon opened a Paflagc ^J^^S- 
to the Baggage, which they plundered en- '""''^'^'"^ 
tirely, and where the Great General loft his 
whole Equipage. 

This Plunder faved tjie Polijh Army, 
which was then in the utmoft Confufion* 
The Tartars^ who. thought of nothing but 
the Booty, gave them time to rally and re- 
new the Charge with Succefs. They re- 
pulfed thdm at laft, after a Fight of eight 
Hours, in which the Artillery, which wa*^ 
perfectly ^ell fupplied, was of the grcateft 
Service. The Plunder however which the 
Tartars had feized could not be recovered, 
nor coiild tliey hinder their burning the 
Suburbs and ''part of the City of Podhaicia. 
The Pofes^ wht) were only eight thoufand 
Men, loft about nine hundred Soldiers and 
Officers upon this occafion, of whom four 
were Starofts. The Number of Prifoners 
and wounded was much greater. Among 
the firft were the Great General Jablonow-- 
ski's Son and two Starofts. The Booty coft 
the Tartars dear, of whom a dreadful 
Slaughter enfued. 

The King, whofe firft Accounts of this King re- 
Battle were confufed, expedted the Tartars^^^^^ *^ 
would come on to attack hijn, and drew up 
his Army in Line of Battle ; when two Pri- 
foners were brought in who affured him the 
Tartars were retiring towards Kaminieck. 
Safe on that fide he went to review the 
0^3 Troops 
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Troops of the Crown, who continued un- 
der the Walls of Padhaicia^ and at his re- 
turn called a great Council of War to con- 
fult proper Meafures for employing the reft 
of the Campaign efie<ftively. 
Projcas The only Methods ip his power were 
thwarted, ^^jj^^^ ^pj^^ Army of Lithuania was not 
yet arrived, and Proviiions began to grow 
Qxon. The 'I'urks and ^rtars were in fuch 
Numbers at Kaminieck and the Parts adja- 
cent, that they were ftrong enough* at once 
to defend the Place in cafe of attack, and 
to intercept Convoys. The Hofppdar. of 
Moldavia Wd excufed himfelf from quar*- 
tering Troops, and it was judged neceiiary 
to fend b^ck the Crown Army into tte 
Kingdom, dnd to diftribute x\\i^ Germans into 
Pol^dy Lithuania^ and upon the Frontier 
about Fort la Trinit^^ in order to cut off 
the Entrance of Provifions into Kaminieck^ 
the Siege of which .Place was referred to 
next Year. The Tartars had been reinforced 
by Troops of their own Nation, and by a 
Body of Janizaries, and the Polijb Army 
could not have attacked them but with th<s 
Arrival of greateft hazard. That of Lftbuaniay which 
the Lithu^ arrived fopn after, did not make the Enter- 
snmns. pj-j^^ more eafy j and the Adventure that 
happened when the King went to review 
them, gave him a juft Se^nfe of what he 
might exped from the two Armies upon 
occafioH.

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It were difficult to fay AA^hethcr the T^zr- ^^98. 
tars or thfe Foles were more offended wijch j^I^^Jy^ 
the Prefence of the Baxon Troops. The of the 
Tartars fir from having the Germans iti^^"^^^^ 
• contempt, looked uboh them as the grcatcft 
Obftacle to their Progrefs: The P$ks on 
their fide llttlie moVed with the prefent Uti- 
lity of an auxiliary Army, confidered only 
the danger of their Liberty: An Evidence 
of whlc^ Temper they gavfe the Palatine of Pahtme 
Marietibur^^ whofc only Fault was his h&'tj^hl^ 
ing well inched to the King's Party, TheTuitcd in 
Staroft Krojhajiowski zcalitA him of having ^^*^f^^*" 
refleaed upon the PoHjh Nation, and given camp, 
his Advice that the German Troops fhould 
enter the kingdom. Their Rage rofe fo 
high that the Stdroft and fomc other Offi- 
cers by his Example, without regard to the 
Dignity of Palatine and Senator, or to his 
being the Ring's Favourite, fell on him Sa- 
bre in hand with that Fury, that they would 
have cut him to pieces i^ he had not happily 
elcapcd acrofs the Tents. This Affair blew 
up fuch a Flame, that the King believing The lyng 
himfelf no longer fafe in the P^^iP C^^?i\Tom\htir 
made as faft as poffible to his own, and drew Cainpan4 
up his Arniy m battle, with defign todo^|^^««P 
himfelf Juftice by force, in cafe the Crown intJEwi^, 
Generals fhould rcfufe to punifh the Au-? 
thorS of the Diforder. That Army it felf 
was riot exempt from the fame Animofity 
with the Lithuanians. They accufed the 
0^4 Pala^ 
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^ Palatine of having prevented the Payment 
of their Arrears, and put themfelyes alfo in- 
to a pofturc of defence. 

The two Armies continued in. this Difpo- 
fition from two in the Afternoon till Mid- 
night, during which time People went fre- 
quently backwards and forwards between 
tne Camps: But the Generals of the Polifb 
Army having given the King to underftajid 
they threatened to confederate with theNo- 
ratcsThV biHty, who were already too much incenfed 
Armies, againft the foreign Troops, jiugu/lus made 
caijajn"^^ of the Intelligence and thought only 
of putting an end to the Campaign as foon 
as pofTible, He fufpended his Refentment 
and Projedls, and went to Leopold, having 
firft given his Orders for the Diftribution of 
the Winter Quarters. This Incident cx- 
plainedthe Importance of having a<ftedup-- 
on the Plan propofed in the laft Council of 
War. The Poles did not forget the Con- 
duft of Auguftus in withdrawing from theirs 
to his own Army, and in ranging the laft in 
battle, as if his Defign had been to have 
come to Blows, and to have righted him- 
felf by the force of Arms; and remember- 
ed alfo the violent and feditious Behaviour 
of their own Officers, and each Party fuffi- 
ciently comprehended of what confequencc 
it was to the Poles to remove the Germans, 
and to the King to retain them fpr his Se- 
curity, 

Pivi- 
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Divifion thus prevented the Armies from 
taking the Field, as they might have done^ 
with good efFedl 5 and the fame Difcord oc- - 
cafioned their remaining in a (hameful In- 
adioh. Poland bad not feen a long time fo 
fine a Body of Troops nor in fuch Numr- 
bcrs, which however were of no Service foi: 
want of Union. The Army of the Crown 
and that of Lithuania^ had befides only fifty 
field Pieces in their Train ; the great Artil- 
lery, of which they were ablblutely ia 
want, not being yet arrived from Saxtmy. 
It feemcd as if the three Armies had been 
only drawn together tb feparate immediate- 
ly into the Quarters afligned them. Flem^ 
ming^ Regiment with all the German Horfe 
marcl^d into Lithuania. The Regiments of 
Denbof^ Perenjiein^ and Jordan^ took the 
Koutof fFar/aWy where they were to winter. 

The King did not defer going thither in New 
Perfon to put fome end to the Troubles ofT^^^^^^^ 
Lithuania. Thq Differences between the)" "^

being reconciled. The Treaty mediated by 
the King and Senate had riot re-eftabliflied 
Peace. Upon the firft News of the Accom- 
modation the Nuncio's difapproved the Con- 
ditions, tho' moft of the Articles were taken 
from the Demands made by their Deputies 
in their Names. They, affembled at Wilna^ 
eled;ed s^Marfhal, and protefted againft the 
Treaty of ^arfaw. To give their rejedling

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1^- it an appearance of Propriety, it was nccef- 
^-^^^^ ikty to declare their Deputies had exceed* 
ed their Inftru£tions, and had no Authority 
to conclude an Agreement upon Conditions 
fo inconfiftent with their Senfe : Which 
they did accordingly, and refolved to fum- 
mon the whole Nobility to Grodno, the 15th 
of OSober, and to raife part of the Money 
due to the Army of Lithuania^ in order to 
£itisfy the Troops, and engage them in their 
Intereft. Hoftilities began again in feveral 
places, and the Houfe of RaJzivtTs Lands 
had no more favour than thofe of other 
Perfons, 
ikaor of The King was ftill at Leopold, when news 
f^^i^J^ came of the Elcftor of Brandenburgb's ha- 
iitoter- ving feized the City of Elhing, We have 
1^ upon already iaid, that Prince had a Claim upon 
"*^' Poland, that the Debt had been contrafted 
in the Reign of Cafimire, who had engaged 
the City of E/^z/^g", as a Mortgage to fecure 
the Payment. The Affair was now of fbrt^ 
Years ftanding, and the Eledor would be 
delayed no longen The 17th of OBober 
lie wrote to the King and Republick of Pa-, 
tand,^ and demanded that the City of Elbing 
ihouldbefurrender'd to him in Caution, till 
the Reimburfement of what was due to him,, 
according to the Treaty of Welaw in a 657* 
Whether Augujius regarded this Claim only 
as a matter of Form from a Creditor, who

tened, withcmt intending to infringe thc^"^ 
ancient Alliance bet'vireeh Poland and Bran-- 
denburgb^ which had been renewed the 8th 
of June the fame Year, he made no hafte 
to Anfwer. The Elector howevbr, at tho(f{s y^^ 
fame time he wrote this Letter, publifhed a^efto. 
Mahifefto in which he let forth, that hb 
Debt was founded upon a Treaty, confirmed 
with all others by the new Alliance made 
with the King and RepubUck: That the 
ancient Treaty ftipulat^ among other Ar- 
iiclee, that the City of El'bing ihould be 
put into the Eledor's Hands, as a Security 
for the Contract made in confideration c£ 
the Services of the Arms of Brandenburgb^ 
which had contributed in preventing the 
Ruin of Poland^ and in re*^flabli(hing its 
ancient Liberties: That however after a de^ 
lay of forty Years, and many fruitlefs Re- 
monftrances, that Article had not been exe- 
cuted ; the Bledor therefore, having no lon- 
rany Hopes of the City's being voluntari- 
furrendered to him, was at length re- 
folved to take pofTefiion of it by fuch 
Means as. were in his Power, and that with- 
out Hoftilities if pofflble. He pretended 
in fo doing only to aft confiftently with 
what he mi^t have done long before, ac- 
cording to iSs Right acquired in virtue of 
a Pferpetual Alliance folemnly fworn, and 
feomed to. expert his Condutft would not be 

difapproved 
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if?8* difappfoved bv his PoUJhMz]t^y as it rc- 
^^^'"'^^■'"^inovcda juft Reproach from the King and 
Republick for infringing a Perpetual Alli- 
ance. 'He protcfted his Intention was to 
oMenre religioufly the Treaties his Prcde- 
cciTors and himfelf had made with the Re- 
publick, and promifed to preferve the 
Rights aud Privileges of the City oi Elbing^ 
and only to take pofleffion of that Place in 
right of Caution, which he engaged to re- 
fign without delay as foon as the Debt 
ffaould be difcharged* 
He orders The Elector's Letter at the fame time to 
^*bcY* ^^® Primate, was much to the fame effeft; 
veftcd. ' He notified his Pretenfions to the Magiftra- 
cy of Elbiffgy who defired a Delay. Their 
Secretary, who was difpatchM to Berlin to 
obtain a Compliance with that Requeft, 
could not prevent the City's being inverted. 
, In vain did the Burghers^ by their Letter of 
OSlober 24th, reprefent to the Eleftor, that 
the Article of the Treaties, by which King 
Cafimire mortgaged their Town, was mad? 
without their Participation, and without their 
giving the leaft room for it; and that the 
fame King and the Republick had releafed 
them from it, by obliging themfelves to the 
payment of the Sums promifed the Eleftor. 
That they iinderftood with Grief the Satif- 
faftion had not been made, but hoped in 
ponfideration of the Rcfpeit, they had al- 
ways teftify'd for him, he would indulge 

then* 
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them in time to apply to the King of ,l?p* 
landj and to implore an immediate Pifchargc 
of the Debt, and that; let what would be. 
the Event, they would endeavour to find 
Means of fatisfying his ^Eleflofal High- 
nefs. 

The Eledlor continued firm iq his Dc- 
mand.of the Execution of the Treaty, in- 
fifting upon the Payment^ or the Mortgage; 
and as the Inhabitants hadexpreil^d an In- 
ttntion .to defend themfelve$,^ he iofinuated 
his defire to take pofleflion without Hoitiii- 
ties: That it depoided upon themfelves to 
prevent the Ruin of their City, and gave . 
them hopes of the utmoft Favour, in cafe 
they confentcd to open him their Gates. He 
added he had given Orders to Xvifpend Hofti« < 
lities till the return of their »Seci;aary, and^ 
till they ihould make known their; In teii- 
tion; .but upon conditions their Anfwer* 
fhould h6 immediate arididioiiivei and that 

P if they deferred it in the leaft, theirSilence 

f fliould be underftood; as an Intention to. 
fruftrate ^ his Rights. He was far. from re«* 
jcding their Oflfcr to pay the Debt 4hem<- 
folves; but did not believe them in a Condi- 
tion alone, to adviance the Money; that he

The King's Anfwer to the firft Deoiand,

Be- 
fides which there had, not been any pre- >

brated .Captain of the Livoman Nobility, 
Patkuh Advice, who had the Zeal to fa.- 
crifice himfolf in defence of the Privileges 
of his Country. He had made his Efcape 
out of Prifon from Stockholm^ where 
Charles XL had condemned him to have 
his Hand cut off, with the lofs of Honour, 
Life, and Fortune j and carried into Poland 
all the Refentment fuch a Sentence couldi 
infpire in a Man convinced of his Inno- 
cence.

He had befides neglcfted to provide great 
Attillfeiy, expe<aing the Keeper of the Stores 
at 'Birfin would have fupplied that want.

Who or- Till then the Envoy of Sweden had con- 
E*"o*^^ ptinued at Warfaw. Some Days after the 
5wI^J»^o King's Arrival, he had orders to depart the 
quitPtf. Dominions of the Republick. He drew 
^^ ' that Affront upon himfclf, by having infir- 
nuated to fevcrai of the Senators, that, the 
Expedition of Livonia concealed fomething 
of more dangerous tendency to the Poles than 
the Sweden. He had endeavoured to per- 
fuade them, that that Prince had Abfolute 
Power in view, and advifed them to put a 
ftop to his Meafures, and to fufpeft hi$ 
whole Condud. Auguftui was apprehenfive 
fuch Language might make imprcffions up- 
on a People, fond of their Liberty to Idola- 
try, and induce them to prevent his Deiign 
of engaging the Republick to break with 
Sweden. 

This was no eafy matter to effeft. Xr- 
thuania indeed approved the Rupture, but 
the greater Part of the Polijh Grandees 
were ayerf? to it; fo that Aug^/iusv^^not 

in 
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in hafte to affemblc a General Diet, tho* J^J^^ 
very* fearneftly follicftcd to tljat purpofe. He 
apprehended their Rcfolutidns, and was bef- 
tef pteafedwith affembling a Great Council, f^;;!^^^^^^ 
from which he flattered himfelf he (hould Cduncil, 
find lefs Oppofition. He was however ve- 
ry near the Mortification of feeing his Pro- 
Jaft come to nothing. Of the Members who 
were to compofe that Aflcmbly, fome ex- 
cufed themfclves, and others came to JVar^ 
faw not without Reludlance ; the Aflembly 
met notwithftanding the 25th of May^ and 
there feemed a fufficient Appearance of 
Lords to deliberate and take Refolutions. 

The Livonian Expedition was the firftHisPro- 
and indeed only Affair taken into Confide- p<>^**»» 
ration. The King propofed, that Commif-"' 
fioners (hould be appointed to confider the 
•Demands which the Danijh Envoy had to 
make, and to anfwer them in the Name of 
the Rcpublick ; and declared afterwards, 
that as the Governor of Livonia had inful- 
ted the Saxon Troops employed in fortify- 
ing the Gate of Polangen, he thought it his 
duty to revenge that Affront. *' The In- 
*' jury, continued he, regards the Polifi Na- 
** tion as well as me. I had no other view 
-^* in fortifying that Giate than its particu- 
** lar Service: The Republick is therefore 
** obliged to concur in my Revenge, and 
•• can be the lefs difpenfed from aflifting me

Without As fpecious as thefe Rcprefentations were, 
eucccf*. xh^y (1^4 not make much Impreflion. The 
Majority of the Affembly would notexplata 
themfelves. They concluded, as this Afr 
hit afFedted all Orders of the Kingctom, 
the Republick only had a Right to decide it, 
and that it was neceflary to iummon a Ge^^ 
neral Diet as foon as poffible. Others main^ 
tained, that as War had not yet been de- 
clared between Sweden and Dtnmarky and 
their Difference was ftill before the Media- 
tors, it was not confiftent with the Gene* 
rofity of the Republick to determine a RupJ- 
ture, by exafperating either of thofe Powers; 
nor with its Intereft to open a War which 
might be attended with unhappy Confer- 
queaces to itfelf, They addpd that the Af- 
front 
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front committed by the Governor of Z#/- 
Vom<f, regarded folely the Saxons and re-* 
flexed but obi jijuely upon the King of Po- 
land'y that it was the Elpftor of oaxonf^ 
fiufinefe to avenge that Infuh; and that the 
Poles ought aot to hazard inconfiftently the 
Peace they enjoy'd. Befides, continued they^ 
the. Fault of the Governor of a Province 
is no Reafon that $wo States fhould come tp 
a Rupture. Is it not more expedient to 
demand Juftice from his Mafter, after whofe 
Refufal it were time enough for taking vio^ 
lent Meafures ? As for theTretext for defer^ 
ring the holding of a Diet, it was the morQ 
frivolous in their Acceptation, as nothing 
was lefs common in Poland than the Agree-s 
mcnt of all the Tribunals. Some of the 
Senators were embarrafled upon another Ac- 
count. They were willing to comply with 
the King, but confcious of the ill State of 
the Republick's Affairs, unprovided as well 
of Troops as Money, they diftinguifli'd the 
danger of having a King at the head of an 
Army, in the midft of a Commonwealth 
whofe Forces were exhaufted. 

Augujlus eafily perceived the Republick ^^^^j?^,,, 
would not confentto the War, and referred Rcfoiuti- 
ijie Diet fp much follicited to the end of I)^-^"*- 
camber^ but perfevered no lefs in the Exe- 
cution of his Defigns. He declared to the 
Senate,, that independently of the Oppofi-

^''^''^and to execute the ancient Treaty of AY-^ 
liance between Poland and? Denmark^ ratified' 
.by the Republick in 1658. That Prince 
was the more confirmed in his Refolution, 
as a good Number of the Senators were 
in his Party ; among which Number he 
might reckon upon the Primate, who ob- 
ierving the Republick's Advantage in feiz- 
ilig a Province fo much to its Convenience, 
judged it not unreafonable to overlook fome 
Irregularities. What was more particular 
in tHis Affair, was the Bifhop of Cujdvia^s 
being one of the ftrongeft in the Oppofition 
to the King's Defigns. He had refufed to' 
be prefent at the Great Council, and did not 
flop there. He wrote to that Prince, and 
declared plainly, that he could not niake 
War upon the King of Sweden without in- 
vading the Rights of the Republick. 
efforts rf France was not wanting in its Endeavours 
the Fnmh f^f ^hc Rcpofc of Sweden. The AmbaiTadot 
doTioin- did his utmoft to infpire Augujlus vrixli 
ciine him thoughts of Pcacc, and to induce the Sertaf^ 
w Peace. ^^ difapprove the Rupture. He advlftd 
them to continue the Peace, and to leaVe' 
the Decifion of Differences to the Media- 
tors. His Cry was every where Peace antf' 
Mediation, and neither Great nor ^Smalr 
could hear any other Difcourfe. His fingle 
Application gave the King as much TWii* 
ble as a^ whole piet together. That Ptincfc 
' ' ' try'd 
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tiy'd to, amufe him by giving him ^ordls.. '709^ 
He tpjid him, that being engaged in tlie^^^^ 
Coqimon Caufc with l^is Allies, he was un- cndea- 
der an » Obligation to . communicate t^is nioft^^JJ^'^^^ 
thrift ian Majcfty's Propofals to them in 
writing, before he could determine forhim- 
felf. This Evafion ferved only for a Time. 
When the Ambaflador faw the Couriers had 
ft^yed long enough for their Anfwers, he 
renewed his Attack, and importuned the 
King to explain himfelf at large. That 
Prince gave him the Satisfa<ftion he demand- 
ed. He told him the Affair was too much 
advanced to admit him to recede, and that 
for the future there was no other Methods 
of treating with Sweden than Sword in 
Hand. 

Augujlus went in Perfon foon after into 
Livonia to animate the Attacks of Riga, 
or rather to make a Feint of commencing 
the Siege in form. The Attacks till then 
had not been verv lively, no Trenches had 
been opened; the Saxons had contented 
themfelves with firing fome Cannon at a 
diftance with little or no Succefs ; and as 
General Flemming had left the Camp, and 
was gone to Warfaw, to ask a Reinforce- 
ment of Troops and a Supply of Money, 
Hoftilities had in a manner ceafed on both 
Sid^s. The King's Arrival put his Troops 
in motion,, who were reinforced almoft at 
the iame time with about loooo Men,

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170a Horfe and Foot frottt Saxony. He attemp- 
Hcplflii^ ^^^ ^^ P^^^ ^^ Dter/W about fiVe Miles from 
theDwi. i2/gii. Some of the Swedes^ who had been 
**• fcnt to the Relief of Lrvonia^ made Head a- 
gamft him but gave way upon the firft At- 
tack. They were forced to retreat, and 
leave tYit^ Saicdns at Liberty to encamp oa 
the otiier Side of the River. 
Andpofts . The King's firft Care was to poft himfelf 
^'dJ^ama ^^ ^ ^^ Advantage. He feized a rifing 
gcoufly on Ground covered with Trees and fiuilies, 
the other which fcfvcd to cover his Caiwion from the 
River. ^ * view of his Enemy. To avoid Surprise his 
Rearguard did not pafs the River, but re- 
mained on the other Side, where it alfo took 
poflefHon of an Eminence, and planted a I 

Battery of Cannon. Whilft Augufius made 
thefe Difpofitions, Welling the Swedijh Ge-* 
neral, who encamped at half a League from . 
Riga with loooo Finlanders^ Horfe and> 
Foot, thought it neceffary to quit his En- 
trenchments- and take a View of the Saxons^ - 
whom he believed much weaker than they ^ 
were. Augujius made ufe of a Stratagem , 
to continue him in his Error. That Prince \ 
oppoied him onfy for two Days with fmall 
Detachments, who advanced flowly tov^ards. \ 
the Enemy, fired at a diftance in a hurry, 
and retired with the utmoft Diligence. ^

a Strata, to give Battle to an Enemy he looked up-

x;oine within reach of the Saxon Artillery, 
than he was faluted with a Storm of Bullets* 
from a Placfe where he did not fufpeft a fini 
gle Piece of Cannon, and obliged to retire 
after having loft feveral hundred Men.

down from their Hills, and went in their Enemy, 
turn in queftofthe Enemy, who notwith- "u ''i'l* 
ftanding the Shock he had received the Day vartSge^ 
before, perfiftedin his Error of believing the 
Saxen Army Icfs numerous than his ownj 
but was at laft undeceived when he faw a 
Body of Troops advance, capable of fur- 
founding him. The Inequality of the Com- 
bat did not however, abate his Courage. He 
received the firft fire without giving way- 
but as it had not been a little rafhto have ftood 
his Ground longer againft an Army twice as 
ftrong as his own, and fupported with Ar- 
tillery, which gave it an additional Supe- 
riority, fP'elling, after having fent off the 
Baggage and Cannon into his Camp, re-- 
treated thither with the reft of his Troops, 
leaving five or fix hundred dead upon the

yiugujf us animated by 'his firft Succefs, He advan- 
advanced the firft of jiagu^ towards i^/Vtf,*""^ .

He took with him however tinly 400^ 
Horfe and 1000 Foot; the reft of his Troops 
marched into the Town, as did the Inhabi- 
tants of the Country round about, and all 
Houfes were fet on fire, that could be of *- 
iiy Ufc to the Befiegers. The Body ofFifi* 
landers which covered the City of Riga be-* 
ing thus removed, the King made a Shew 
of intending to attack the Place. He^ap-' 
proached fo near, it with defign to take his 
Obfcrvations, that fome of his Horfe-guards 
were killed by the Cannon from the Town, 
After which he ihvefted the Place, and lent 
Mefum- to fummon the Governor to furrender it in 
roottsthe £3^ Days, charging him with all Confe- 
'quences in cafe of his refufal. Dablhet^^ 
who knew his Duty, replied, That he 
thought it an honour a great King' would 
condefcend to attack him in Perion, and 
that his Glory would be fo much the 
greater, in defending himfelf to the laft Ex- 
tremity. Augujius had lefs Inclination ta 
befiege the Town in form, than to have the 
Gates opened to him ; for which reafon hc^ 
made ufe of Prpmifes and Threats alter- 
nately. When he faw the Governor was- 
inflexible, he applied to the Inhabitants. He 
fent back thirty of their fellow Citizens who ,

ittdi^co taken Prifoners, giving theni their ^T^o- 
Lfl^cfitjF upoti conditioa they ihould affure ''^'^''^'^'''^ 
thfiiJParghers of Riga, that if they did not 
open their Gates at the time fixedi their 
Kutin was inevital^, and that they fbould 
Qftlyfliryive their City to fee it buried in 
its OWJ& Alhes. 

Dreadful as this Sentence was, the Inha^In^aW- 
bitants looked upon it only as a Threat :'„^^"^fP*" 
Augujius they believed had other' Notions this Sam- 
than to conquer an heap of Aflies, and"*^"*' 
would think twice before he determined to 
burn a City of that Importance. However 
when the fatal Term arrived, the King did 
not fail to make a Shew of intending the 
Execution of his Threats: He ordered a 
certain Number of Bombs with fome red 
hot Balls , to be thrown into the Place, 
which did not however do much Damage; 
but whether he proceeded to that Extremi- 
ty, only to try if the Inhabitants would t^\k^oTt^\Cini 
a nEW>re fubmiffive Language upon feeingthcSiej»e* 
their Ruin begin, or cdnaplied with the Re* 
prcfentations made by the Ambaflador of 
the btates General, who could not fuifer a 
City tjo be burnt full of Merchandifc be- 
longing to the Hollanders, or whether he 
thought That no proper Place to expert 
the ^wedijh Army, which lince the Peace 
of Hatjleiri Was upon its March into 
Lhonia to attack the Saxons i Augujius 
X v. - raifed 
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railfedthc Siege dircftly, and turned his Arms 
another Way. 

Whilft the King was beficging this 
Pkce, the Dutchy of Holjlein had been 
the Scene of War. On one Side, a Body 
of Saxon Troops, a Body of Brdnden^ 
iurgbers, another of Wolfenbuftle and a 
fourth of Heje-Caffel had joined the Danes^ 
who had taken fevcral Places there: Oh 
the other 8000 Swedes^ the Troops of Ife- 
mver and Zell^ and three Dutch Regiments, 
had entered Holftein to the Duke's Af- 
fiftance. In fine Charles XII. King of 
Sweden taking advantage of the King of 
Denmark's Abfence, who was employed 
in Holftein^ had made an unforefeen Defcefit 
upon Zealand^ which Defcent decided eve- 
ry thing. Maftcr of that Ifland and upon the 
point of feizing the Capital, he had threa- 
tened to put all I'hings to Fire and SwOTd, 
if the King of Denmark did not make 
Peace with the Duke of Holjlein. The 
Dane did not want much intreaty. ^ At- 
tacked at once in Zealand and Hotjleiny ht 
Was in no condition to ihake head on both 
Sides. He confentcd to treat, and the Mi- 
nifters met accordingly at 7rawendal^ where 
the Treaty was foon concluded. This 
Peace left the King of Sweden at liber- 
ty to carry his Arms into Livonia. Rid 
of the Danes, who had reduced him to aii

Thefe were the King of Poland^ ^nA the 
Cztin Tho' the firft had loft an Ally in the 
King of Denmark^ that Circumftance made 
no Alcetation in his Defigns. It then be- Defigns of 
gan to appear he had taken Arms againft i^H^ftus 
Sweden with other Views than of favouring wTr^u|i^| 
the King of Denmark by a Diverfion. Scane Sweden. 
Months before Augujius had concluded ^ 
League with the Czdr of Mufcovy^ to take His 
from Sweden Livonia^ and all the Lafids that League 
Princfe poffeffed between the Gulf of F/^-cw!*"* 
landy the Baltick 8ea, Poland and Muftovy. 
The War which had continued till then be- 
tween the Czar and the l^ofte, had pre- 
vented the Execution of the Projeft. But 
the Peace of thirty Years, concluded with 
the T^nrh^ left him at liberty to purftte 
the Entefprife, He had already fent the 
Governor of Novogrod Orders, to proclaim 
War agaidft Sweden^ to enter Livonia^ 
and to befiege the beft Places in <hat Prtf- 
vince. He prepared to march in perfon att 
the Head of a Body of Troops, to ^o^i*^ ^f,o ^^l, 
the Siege 6f Narva, and had already pub- Hfhc^ a ' 
lifhed a Manifefto with his Realons forManJfcfto, 
taking Arms, and to give his doing fo a 
colour of Juftice. He therein faid, thit 
tho' Sweden had given him Afiurances of 
its Intention to continue in Peaqp with 
Mufcwy^ that Court had neverthelels un- 
X 2 derhand 
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^7<»' dcrhand had recourfe to Intrigues, to discon- 
cert his Mcafuress that ajuongft other Things 
they had propofed a League to the King of 
Boland, for adting jointly againft Mufcwyi 
that thofe Intrigues had very niuch conduced 
to the Difficulties he had met with in con- 
cluding a Peace with Conftantinople. He com- 
plained alfo, that the King of. Sweden had 
ccMnpelled the King of Denmark his Allyt 
to make a difadvantageous Treaty with the 
Duke of Holjlein^ from which he had in- 
duftrioufly excluded the King of Poland, that 
be might not want an Opportunity to di- 
ftrefs him. He added, thefe Reafons obliged 
him to avenge the Injuries done to his Friends 
and Allies, and to defeat all dangerous Pro- 
jects that might be formed to their Prejudice. . 
His Declaration of War, which he caufcd 
to be publifti'd, contained fome Grievances 
of much lefs Confequence than the before- 
mentioned. Among others it fets forth, that 
in his pafling at Riga in 1697,^ the Honours 
paid hinji were defedivej that they had 
made him pay too dear for Provifions^ that 
when he crbfled the Dwina, the Barks fur- 
niflied for his Ufe were not good enough, and 
that they had exaded upon him in the price 
of them- All the World were of C^inion 
that that Prince had better have fuppreffed 
fuch fort of Grievances, and that it would 
have been more glorious for him to have con- 
cealed the true Reafons for his taking Arms

Whilft the King of Poland had been em- 
ployed in the purfuit of General Welling^ 
tbe MufcoviteSy to the Number of near

After this fignal Vidory Charles made i79o- 
his Eiitiy into Narva^ attendisd by the D\ike '^'^^'^ 
of €f9y and the other Mujcovite Generals, 
to whom he had ordered their Swords to 
be returned. He ftay'd only two Hours in 
that Hace, to give Thanks for his Succefs. 
After which he returned to the Head of his 
Troops, to prepare them for new Laurels.

But what determined them, ^and 
hiJSS^ dianged their Difeontent into Confidence 
troopi* and Tendernefs, was the Step -/&gp»/?w took 
in diiffliffing tl« Sakm Attny. The Re- 
moval of the foreign Troops, fcavifjg fromf 
thenceforth nd I'oom for Complaint, difr 
pelled the Umbrage which had been taken,* 
and all People exprefifd as much Zeal for 
the Defence of his Perforf and Dignity, arf 
Primate's Difpofition before to abandon him. The 
L«S«. P"»«c himfelf, tho' <rf Intelligence with 
Charles for dethroning Augufius, fent circu-*« 
lar Letters into the Palatinates^ wherein he 
reprefcnted, that the bad SiicCcfi of tha 
King's Arms nearly afFeded the Republicki 
which ought, fays he, to be as^much united 
with hhn as the Head with the other Mem^ 
bcrt of the Human Body. He enlarged up- 
on the Methods that had been taken to re^ 
corrcilc the two Kings at War, and to. en- 
gage the King of Sweden to fpare thcFnin-'

jiugujlus had withdrawn hi$ Army not onl/ 
jfitom' Cmrland but Lithuania^ it was: thcf 
Dtrty of the Republick to provide for thd 
Safety of his Perfon, who^ was then defti- 
tute of Troops^.

Colonel CanitZy 
who commanded the Fort, finding himfelf 
reduced to Extremity without Ammuniti- 
on or the hope of Religf, and with only fif- 
ty *fbuf Men capable of Service, defif ed to 
capitulate, and fent Count DabWerg a 
Scheme of the Conditions upon which he 
offered to furrender. Thofe Conditions 
wiefc immediatdy difpatch'd to the King, 
tho* it was not believed he would agree to 
Z 2 them, 
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them, and that he would rcfolvc to have 
the Place at Difcretion j but that Ojplnion 
was 2L Miftake. \Cbarles admired the Gd* 
Vernor^s Fidelity, priifed his Courage, and 
as a Mark of his Efteem granted him as ho- 
nourable a Capitulation as he could defire. 
It was figned the 21 ft after a Blockade of 
four Months, and the Garrifon marched out 
the next Day. 
General The fame Day the Fort of Dunamunder 
Dictat furrendered, the General Diet opened at 
warf^^. jfr^^jaw. The Staff of Marfhal of the Diet 
was prefcnted provifionally to the Nuncio 
of Siradia^ who accepted it. But when 
the Eledtion of Marftial was propofed, three 
of the Deputies faid, their Inftrudtions were 
not to confent to it before the Troubles of 
hithuanid (hould be compofed. The Nun- 
cios of the Dutchy warmly oppofed that 
Demand, and Zaradeck Standard-bearer of 
the Province of Samogittaj read a paflam 
in his Inftrudtions, which gave no fmaui 
trouble to the Diet.

It juft to contemn the Interpofition of the Anfwer. 
Repoblick, in cafe it proceeded from their 
good Intention, fo it was neceflkry before 
hr could accept its Mediation, to have Af- 
furahces of its not having failed in afFe£ti-« 
OB to the Crown of Sweden: That for his 
part, tho' he had been under the Necef- 
fity of entering Poland in purfuit of an 
Enemy, from whom he had received the 
greateft Injuries^ he could not however re- 
pr;oach himfelf with having committed any 
Hoftilities againft the Republick : That 
noewithflanding many things had been at- 
temfMed to his prejudice, very remote from 
wh^t might be expeAed from a Nation ia 
amity ^nd alliance with him; for which 
reafoh to remove fofpicioo, it was proper 
that it (hould be explained by whofe Coun- 
fds the War had began, by what Authority 
theCrown-Army had not long before taken 
Arms againft him at the Battle of Cliffow^ 
by wh^ Orders the Folijh Troops daily 
' ^T A s^ 4 . coiJtt- 
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.i/oz. committed Hoftilities againft his Soldicfls; 
^^ "^ and by whofe Advice Intrigues were per- 
petyally carried on againft him in foreign 
Courts. If all this, continued he, be done 
by the publick Authority, I leave your Ex- 
cellency to judge whether the Republick, 
being itfelf a Party, can take upon it the 
Right of treating of Peace and Mediation. 
Dilemma The Cafe was difficult enough. It was 
oftheRe-i^ot cafy to. decide whether the Rcpublick 
^" ^^^' was at War or Peace with Sweden. It was 
certain however, that a great part of the 
Rcpublick had engaged in the Quarrel, and 
. taken Arms againft the Swedes. If it could 
.be faid the Rcpublick was included in the 
fmall number of its Members, whq . were 
.pacifick, peutral, and difarmed, they nwft 
. have granted that Poland was no more than 
the Shadow of a Rcpublick : If on the con- 
trary, it confifted of the greater number of 
its Lords and Nobility, it had taken Party, 
and was from thenceforth incapable of the 
Mediation. In regard to Charles' % Com- 
plaint, that they had taken Arms againft 
him, at a tiniQ when he was purfuing his 
Enemy, without committing any Hoftilities 
againft the Rcpublick, nothing could be 
more unhappy- Was not the Rcpublick. in 
the right to take Arms, and to adl offen- 
fively when it faw a foreign Prince enter 
Poland at the head of a^i Army,, and take 
poiSeflion of the principal Cities of the 

King- 
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Kingdom? Whatever Profeffions he might 1702. 
•make of coming thither only as a Friend, ^~"~^~^ 
were they obliged to take his Word, and did 
not good Policy require they fhould endea- 
vour to repel fo dangerous a Gueft? 

The King of Sweden'^ Anfwer to the Am- ^^^ 
bafiadors having been remitted to WarfaWy Council of 
a new Council of the Senate was held, ^t^^^^ 
-which the Primate ftill refufed to affift. 
-They did not fail however coming to a Re- 
solution to let Charles know, that the Em- 
baify fent him was authorized by the whole 
'Republick, and ordered the Ambafladors to 
demand Audience again, and to iniifl upon 
'his pofitive Anfwer. But Charles refufed to]^"^^ 
iec the Deputies, and being recovered from purfues 
his fall, his fole Attention was to purfue his ^" ^^^ 
firft Defign. He put himfelf at the Head of "^* 
.his Army, and leaving 2000 Men in Gar- 
rifon at Cracow, took his march along the 
Vijiulay upon which he embarked part of his 
.Foot, and all his Cannon and Ammunition. 
In that Order he advanced to the Side of 
Warfaw at the Head of 25000 Men, by 
flow Marches, becaufe the Vijiula was then 
very low. 

Upon the firft ilews of the Swedes March, Auguftus 
the King of Poland left fVarjaw, where he S"*" ^^^ 
was with four Regiments of Foot and Dra-^"*^' 
goons, and went to join his Saxon Troops 
quartered in Pruffia. He arrived at Thorn 
the 6th of November where he fummoned a

federacy which they had made at Coh upon 
the Warta in favour of Kii^ Augujlus. M 
length however they agreed to let Charles 
know that the Republick accepted the £m«* 
peror's Mediation ; and to declare War up* 
on him in cafe he fhould refufe to treat. 
The Counts Zinzendoff sknA Stra&man^ Im- 
perial Minifters, had for fome time apply'd 
to the King ofP^land^ and fomccimes to the 
King of Sweden to incline them to an Acconv 
*|**^^*P^^'mQdation. Augujha had not only accepted the ' 
tor% Me- Mediation, but to&cilitate the Peace had de«« 
diation. tached 8000 of his Troops to his Imperial 
Majcfty.

About the fame Time the Primate re- 
ceived a Letter from the Diet of Great Pi*. 
lartdy exhorting him to empby the Auth^ 
rity his Dignity gave him in putting anEM 
to the Troubles of the Kingdom.

^rtfGl Primate intent upon making the mdft 
of every Thinr that favoured his Defig^; 
took occafion frotti this Letter to affenftblei 
kind of Council of the Btmtt &t Warfon^.

But they were fully con-' 
vteced of it when the Swedijh Commif- 
fioncrs arrived, and prcffented a Letter 
from the King of Snveden^ in which he ad- 
Tifcd the Aflcmbly to ncMninatc Prince 
yames Sobtesii^ King of Poland, and pro- 
mifcd to employ all his Forces to fupport 
him upon the Throne. 

This News raifed great Debates amongft Motivet 
the Nuncios. But the Primate's Authority, ^^^^*^ 
his Addrefs in reading Letters publickly, tion. 
which brought Advice, that Augu^t^s had 
defired to treat with the Kin^ ot Sweden, 
without the Republick's participation, the 
hope of reftoring the Peace of Poland, and 
the fey of offending Ae King of Sweden, 
overcame the Repugnance of the Deputies 
in the oppofitioa'; fo that «Jie Confederacy 
compofed of the Prknate, the Bifhop, and 
Palatine of Po/kaniay the Caftellacn of Plosko^ ^ 
&nd the Deputies df feven or eight Pala^ 
tinateSy in an Affembly held the 14th of 
February, declared King Augufius h^tti Augufim 
from all Right and Title to the Crown, for J£^^ 
having violated the Laws and Privileges of from all 
the* Nation, which according to the PaBa^^^^ 
Conwnta, was thereby difcharged from all^ ^ 
Obedience promifed to him. This Refolu- 
tion was confirmed the i8th by a folemn 
Oath. It was alfo decreed, that the Reve-
